According to Ward, special voter 
registration sessions have been set 
to facilitate the process for 
residents. 

The deadline for registration for 
the state primary Thursday, Sept. 15 
is Aug. 18. 

“That is also the last day to 
change party affiliation,’’ said 
Ward. “If you are a democrat and 
want to become a republican and 
vice versa, you have to do it by 
August 18 at 10 p.m.” 

Special registration hours will be 
held Aug. 13, 9 a.m. to 5 p.m.; Aug. 
15,16 and 17,7 to 9 p.m., and Aug. 18, 
8 a.m. to 10 p.m. Registration also 
takes place Monday through Friday 
from 8 a.m. to 4 p.m. in the town 
clerk’s office in Town Hall. 

Ward said many people new to 
Massachusetts are not aware they 
are eligible to vote in the state 
primary. In addition, she noted that 
once registered to vote, “you are 
registered to vote for every election 
that occurs for as long as you live in 
Winchester.’’ 

At present, the town clerk’s office 
registers approximately 100 voters 
per month. “I think we’re going to 
see it pick up,’’ she said. 

For the state primary Sept. 15, 
polls will be open from 7 a.m. to 8 
p.m.

As Winchester nears the end of its 
ten-year contract with the Continen¬ 
tal Cable Company, renegotiations 
are under way.

McElhinney retires

With his impending retirement 
Sept. 1, Fire Chief Robert McElhin¬ 
ney presented his final report to 
selectmen Monday night. His retire¬ 
ment marks the end of a 13-year 
tenure as Winchester’s fire chief. 

In his years as fire chief, McElhin¬ 
ney said he was fortunate to have a 
dedicated department, as well as 
cooperative employees throughout 
the town. McElhinney thanked 
selectmen for their support through¬ 
out the years. 

“I’ve been through a 4 percent 
cap. I’ve been through a five percent 
cap, and I’ve gone through (Proposi¬ 
tion) 2>/2, and believe me, it hasn’t 
been a picnic. It’s a very demanding 
job,’’ he said. However, when a 
helping hand was needed from other 
departments, “all I had to do was 
pick up the phone and the coopera¬ 
tion was there. 

“My years have been enjoyable. 


Anytime you’re serving the public, 
it’s a nice feeling,’’ he added. 
“There are a lot of heartaches that 
go with the job, and a lot of good 
feelings. I honestly believe I’m leav¬ 
ing behind a good fire department.’’ 

With his retirement, McElhinney 
hopes to spend time with his family 
and “do a little fishing. 

“I think it’s time to step back and 
just watch somebody else do it,” he 
said. 

In making his final presentation, 
McElhinney encouraged selectmen 
to hire a full-time fire prevention 
officer. Referring to the position as 
the department’s “most pressing 
need,’’ he said Winchester is one of 
the only communities in the area 
without such an officer. 

“Fire prevention is our number 
one aim. Most people associate the 
fire department with (fire) suppres¬ 
sion. It’s a lot easier to prevent them 
than to put them out,’’ he said. The 
addition of a fire prevention officer 
for educational and inspection pur¬ 


poses “would be very beneficial to 
the department and the town,’’ he 
said 

In addition, McElhinney said 
there is a “definite need’’ for funds 
in the next fiscal year to send fire 
officers to training school. At pre¬ 
sent, the educational program in the 
fire department is run by a duty 
officer. 

“As we all know, everyone is not 
an effective instructor,’’ said McEl¬ 
hinney. Through courses at the Mas¬ 
sachusetts Fire Academy, officers 
would be better able to train fire 
fighters in the daily responsibilities 
and decisions the department is 
faced with. 

McElhinney also urged selectmen 
to review the combined dispatch 
system. Since 1981, the fire and 
police departments have shared a 
dispatcher. 

With an increasing workload, it 
would be beneficial to the town to

Lynch can live his

Each weeknight, Mike Lynch is 
called on to tell New England what 
has happened in the world of sports. 

That is no easy task in the Boston 
area. With exceptional teams like 
the Celtics, Bruins, Red Sox and 
Patriots in the area, a sportscaster, 
according to Lynch, must have 
“thick skin.’’ 

The quality of the teams in this 
area is so high that the fans and 
viewers naturally expect the sports 
coverage to be at an equally high 
level, said Lynch. 

Massachusetts has always been 
Lynch’s home, and he has learned to 
take the good with the bad. He grew 
up in Swampscott and graduated 
from Harvard University in 1976 
with a degree in government. His 
tentative law school plans were 
pushed aside in favor of broadcast¬ 
ing. Lynch said he wanted to “see 
how far it would go’’ and then per¬ 
haps return to his earlier plans. 

Twelve years later. Lynch is fin¬ 
ishing up his sixth year as anchor 
man for the 1987 Emmy Award win¬ 
ning Channel Five sports team. 

Lynch is married to Winchesterite 
Mary Ellen Mullaney, who was a 
flight attendant for 14 years. They 
have three girls, Kelly, Molly and 
Katey, age 5, 3 and seven months, 
respectively. 

While at Harvard, Lynch was the 
back-up quarterback and kicker on 
the football team, and also played on 
the baseball team. 

Lynch said he derived three main 
lessons out of his college sports 
career; it taught him “self discip¬ 
line, mental toughness, and to never 
take ‘no’ for an answer,’’ he said. 

Red Sox broadcaster Ned Martin, 
who used to do play-by-play for Har¬ 
vard Football games, was very 


important in shaping Lynch’s 
career. While still at Harvard, 
Lynch constantly hounded Martin, 
trying to learn everything he could 
about the business of sports 
broadcasting. 

Lynch said he did odd jobs for a 
few years after graduation. “I got a 
lot of coffee and corned beef sandwi¬ 
ches for people,’’ he reminisced. 

Before becoming involved in tele¬ 
vision, Lynch had a sports show on 
WITS, a popular AM radio station of 
the early eighties. According to 
Lynch, one day the boss came into 
the studio and announced that they 
were going to soft music. 

He stayed around for a while and 
played records, but said he longed 
for an opportunity to break into 
sportscasting. 

When he first entered the Channel 
Five studio back in 1982, Lynch said 
he was "very timid.’’ Immediately 
Natalie Jacobson approached him 
and introduced herself, adding, 
“Knock ’em dead tonight,’’ recalls 
Lynch. Chet Curtis followed shortly 
after. 

Lynch said he loves the people he 
works with. He said he is impressed 
with the sincerity of people like 
Jacobson and weatherman Dick 
Albert. They are the same off the air 
as on the air, he said. “What you see 
is what you get,’’ he added. 

Outside the studio, however, most 
of the sportscaster’s time is spent 
with other sports anchors like Bob 
Lobel and John Dennis. He gets 
along great with most of them, he 
said, and played a good game of golf 
with Lobel two weeks ago. Their 
competition is a “friendly rivalry’’ 
and more emphasis is put on it than 
really exists, noted Lynch. 

Lynch hopes to hold on to his job as 
long as he can. Thrilled by the idea 
of sitting in the same seat Don Gillis 


fantasy 

held for nearly 25 years, he said he 
feels as if he is “living out a 
fantasy.’’ 

It is a fantasy that is well- 
grounded, however, by a persistent 
and competitive work ethic. Lynch 
usually works from 3 p.m. to mid¬ 
night, Monday to Friday, adding 
weekends when the situation 
demands. 

The position he holds is only one of 
three available and he is very aware 
of his good fortune. “I do not lose 
sight of it,’’ he said. 

The job security is “fair to poor,’’ 
said Lynch. He signed a series of 
three-year contracts, the second of 
which will expire at the end of this 
year. Lynch hopes to sign a more

a treasure trove of historic homes 


Winchester’s rich historic legacy, preserved in scat¬ 
tered early farmhouses and an exceptional collection of 
buildings from the Victorian period, has been intensive¬ 
ly studied in preparation for a town-wide nomination to 
the National Register of Historic Places. 

This type of comprehensive nomination, which con¬ 
siders all of a community’s hijtoiic resources at one 
time, is called a multiple resource area nomination. 

Documentation has been submitted to the Massa¬ 
chusetts Historical Commission (MHO, which has 
scheduled the nomination for formal review at its 
September 1988 meeting. A public meeting in Winches¬ 
ter has been scheduled for 7:30 p.m., Aug. 16, at Hadley 
Hall, Church of the Epiphany. 

Staff from the MHC, members of the Winchester 


Historical Commission and the consultants who pre¬ 
pared the nomination papers will be present to explain 
the process and the ramifications of National Register 
listing. All property owners will also receive written 
notification of this meeting from the MHC. 

Winchester currently has five individual and one 
district National Register listings. The current Multiple 
Resource Area proposal would add 59 individual prop- 
erites and five districts. This article is the first of a 
series of public information articles describing some of 
the highlights of Winchester’s architectual heritage, 
and will focus on the Central Street Historic District. 

The Central Street Hi.storic District is the smallest in 
acreage of the five districts proposed for nomination, 
but it is the only one in which all the residences qualify 


as contributing buildings. 

A contributing property is one that meets high 
standards of architectural significance and quality. 

The Central Street district comprises a small but 
select group of elaborate suburban residences dating 
from the 1870’s to 1920. Its boundaries reach from 68 
Church Street (on the corner of Central Street) down 
Central Street itself, including 1 Central Green, to 25 
Central Street. 

The district contains superb examples of the Italian- 
ate. Queen Anne and Colonial Rivival styles. 

Number 10 Central Street is an outstanding example 
of the Italianate style, which was favored between 1845 
and 1880. The relatively steep roof line of the street¬ 
facing gable end of the house, flanked by an ell with a 


side entrance and porch is typical of this style. Details 
such as the bay windows, third floor arch window and 
overhanging eaves withedecorative brackets are also 
characteristically Italianate. 

Number 3/5 Central Street is an interesting example 
of a Colonial Revival residence combined with certain 
features of Queen Anne style. Both styles were popular 
from about 1880 to 1910. 

The symmetrical facade of this house with its col¬ 
umned entry porch, sidelight windows around the door, 
and numerous roof dormers, are all characteristic of 
Colonial Revival houses. Other details such as the bay 
windows on the sides of the house and the heavy 
cornices over the windows are more typical of the 
Queen Anne style.

The first hearing on July 11 
reviewed legislative proposals to 
deal with the problem of insider 
trading.

The third hearing on July 14 was a 
legislative hearing on H.R. 4997, the

Among the suggestions reviewed 
by Markey’s subcommittee was a 
proposal to give the SEC and the 
U.S. attorneys greater power to 
investigate and prosecute unscru¬ 
pulous insider traders, thereby 
ensuring the small investor the full 
protection of the courts.

Winchester native Peter K. Mur¬ 
phy, minister-counselor of the 
embassy of the United States of 
America to the Holy See, has recen¬ 
tly been presented with the insignia 
of a Knight Commander of the Order 
of Pius IX (Ordine Piano) by His 
Holiness Pope John Paul II. 

The Pontifical Equestrian decora¬ 
tion was granted by the Holy See “in 
view of Minister Counselor Mur¬ 
phy’s extraordinary and untiring 
efforts for the past four years in 
implementing closer collaboration 
between the Holy See and the United 
States of America following the 
establishment of formal diplomatic 
relations between our two 
countries.” 

In 1984, shortly after the Congress 
voted to establish diplomatic rela¬ 
tions with the Holy See, Murphy was 
assigned to the Vatican by the 
Department of State to assist in 
establishing this new diplomatic 
post. Murphy is the first minister of 
the United States to be posted at the 
Vatican since 1863. 

He is the son of the late Mr. and 
Mrs. Peter A. Murphy of Lloyd 
Street. A career U.S. diplomat since 
1962, he graduated from the College 
of Arts and Sciences of Boston Col¬ 
lege in 1959 with a bachelor of arts 
degree. 

Murphy’s first assignment in the 
foreign service, in 1962, was to the 
embassy in Paris, France. He subse¬ 
quently was posted to Cordoba, 
Argentina; Milan, Italy and then

Schools need 
‘perestroika’ 


No place to hide^^yy^\.

General Secretary Mikhail Gorba¬ 
chev’s quixotic battle with the Soviet 
bureaucracy and our episodic spar¬ 
ring with the public schools are two 
of the world’s monumental, but non¬ 
violent. political struggles. While 
Gorbachev’s efforts may not seem 
analogous to ours, there is more 
similarity than we might like to 
admit. 

Simply stated, we are both trying 
to get entrenched administrators to 
change their slothful approaches to 
running our respective publicly- 
supported organizations. In Gorba¬ 
chev’s case, he has just two major 
organizing concepts — glasnost and 
perestroika. But the list of American 
school reforms is as varied as our 
multitudinous school districts. 

In Boston, a state senator tried to 
put a cool million dollars in this 
year’s budget for a “choose-a- 
school” pilot program. Children in 
Boston and Worcester can take their 
state-approved funds and spend 
them in the suburbs. The senator’s 
approach is to decrease, even more, 
an already-declining school system. 
If you can’t reform it, empty it. 

New York City’s one million stu¬ 
dents and 60,000 teachers are prob¬ 
ably beyond their reform stage. Pre¬ 
vious officials pillaged the coffers. 
What remains is being vandalized by 
the students. However, there is a 
scintilla of hope given that no one 
has yet spread salt on the school 
grounds. 

In Los Angeles, they’ve been 
debating whether a year-round 
school option might ease some of 
their fiscal pressures. In addition to 
saving scarce resources, the over¬ 
arching theory seems to be that if 
the schools are in constant opera¬ 
tion, no one will be able to evaluate 
their effectiveness. 

In Hartford, Conn., the city coun¬ 
cil is in a give-’em-hell-Harry mode. 
A few weeks ago, they voted 5-2 to 
warn the school board that its mem¬ 
bers could be fined, removed from 
office and even jailed if they 
exceeded their $118 million budget. 

It’s a New England tradition. 
Remember when local rascals were 
placed in stocks for their anomic 
behavior? 

Meanwhile in Chicago, it’s revela¬ 
tion time. They just discovered that 
their Ed Bureau has as many admi¬ 
nistrators as it does in-classroom 
teachers? It’s called the 50/50 Plan. 
Every time there’s a new teacher 
hired, an old one gets to be an 
administrator. An approach that’s 
simple to maintain once there is a 
solid base — promote from within 
the ranks. 

Are you still feeling sorry for Com¬ 
rade Gorbachev? 

Hold on, there’s more. In our 
classrooms, paperwork takes 
almost as much time as teaching. 
Each day, more forms come sailing 
over the transom or are crammed 
into teachers’ “cubbies”. This is* 
particularly true in the case of “spe¬ 
cial ed” teachers. They are the ones 
who teach handicapped children. 


We force those teachers either to 
become technocrats or start dating 
software salesmen. While they enter 
mountains of data about “treatment 
plans”, their aides stare at the 
children. 

Then there is the problem of high 
absenteeism — for the teachers that 

is. Check with your local city school. 
Up to 20 percentof their educational 
force may be missing on a given 
day. 

Next is the Ed Bureau language 
problem. They create more jargon 
than a tenure-seeking sociologist. 
For example, they refer to schools 
as LEA’S. It stands for Local Educa¬ 
tional Agencies. These abstruse 
utterings would send a sensible per¬ 
son running to buy the salt. But, if 
not salt, then what? 

Given that it is unlikely that Com¬ 
rade Gorbachev will share his 
experiences, where can we turn? 
After all we’ve already sponsored 
billions in education research and 
demonstration programs. We’ve lis¬ 
tened to academia. 

Furthermore, we can’t expect our 
elected and appointed officials to do 
the job because they have, willy- 
nilly, become part of the problem. 
They can’t take on those obese orga¬ 
nizations straight ahead because Ed 
Bureau members show up as regis¬ 
tered voters at elections. You see. 
Comrade Mikhail, we have a party 
problem too. 

Reform from within? That’s the- 
fox-in-the-henhouse scenario. Where 
does that leave us? We’re on our 
own. But don’t panic, because we’re 
the experts. 

We sat through years of Ed 
games. We listened to turgid lec¬ 
tures delivered from yellowed and 
dog-eared notes. We did it. Now 
we’re sending our kids. 

What did we learn? First of all, we 
know that in classrooms with a low 
student/teacher ratios, more stu¬ 
dents got to participate, and more 
time was spent solving problems. If 
we want more teachers, why not 
force our Ed Bureaus to cut their 
administrative staff in half and put 
them back whenceforth they came? 
If we do this, we get a double bang 
for our tax buck. 

It would work this way. If they cut 
the administrative staff by 50 per¬ 
cent, there would be a 25/75 percent 
administrator-to-classroom-teacher 
mix instead of a 50/50. But that’s not 
all this move accomplishes. 

We would also increase teacher 
productivity. Fewer administrators 
means less paper. Ask any Ed Biz 
consultant. If there are fewer orga¬ 
nization czars, there is not only less 
paper, there is also a concomitant 
decrease in meetings and jargon. 
And we’re not going to fire anyone; 
thus we avoid offending the unions 
or civil service commissars. Howev¬ 
er, some of the new teachers may 
retire early when they see the whites 
of those little eyes waiting to be 
taught. 

Well, Comrade Gorbachev, we 
wish you luck. But you may not need 

it. At least you guys all speak the 
same language...right? That’s what 
I was told back at the Ed Bureau.

You can’t hold onto summer

We love summer for its sliding and 
intangible qualities, for summer- 
things we can’t hold in our hands, as 
much as for those things, like roses, 
that we can. ' 

Summer’s a dissolving thing, a 
melting, golden molten thing. 

The days in summer are like cakes 
of soap left long in the bath: rounded 
at the corners, their rough edges 
smoothed away, the chiseled 
imprint of the particular washed off. 
They’re tallowy, the days in sum¬ 
mer, undifferentiated after a while, 
their individual natures melding 
together like the pooling wax of 
candles. Children again, we rise 
from our beds these summer days, 
and if only for an instant think first 
of the playground, or the swing, or 
that first slicing dive into the chilly 
lakes of long ago. 

In other seasons, time is not like 
this. In the school year, for example 


— and who among us does not still 
define the period from September to 
June in this way? — time moves in 
constricted fashion, its flow checked 
by the locks and canals of bus sche¬ 
dules and car inspections, its normal 
spooling spill fettered by the grid of 
daily commitment, and nailed down 
by the steely clasp of the major 
holidays. 

Time in the school year comes 
corseted, you could say, trussed up, 
scarce able to move; while time in 
summer breathes free, flows and 
moves according to whims of its 
own, dances to a music inaudible to 
mortal ears. 

Time in the summer, then. Sum¬ 
mer light as well. 

Light in the summer glows bright. 
It starts early, in the pink and coral 
and lilac hues of dawn. It plays on 
the water at mid-day, and elicits a 
ri^, almost painful excess of color 
from the riot of the flowerbeds. At 
sunset it lingers, billowing golden in 
the moments before dimming, blaz¬ 


ing in gold and quenching in purple, 
as Emily Dickinson described it 
from the silence of her Amherst 
home. 

Light in summer lingers like a 
child up past bedtime, and reluctant 
to depart. 

Light in the summer, then. Sum¬ 
mer air as well. 

The air flows soft in summer, 
close and warm as the answering 
sigh of one’s own breathing. It is 
most delicious tasted in the dark, 
separated as it is then from its 
dancing partner, light. 

For some, the air can’t be too 
warm on a summer evening. For 
them there is no sensation more 
delicious than that of stepping out¬ 
side after two or three hours in the 
refrigerated boxes of theatres or 
restaurants to feel those warm ten¬ 
drils of moist night air on the skin. 
We shudder then with something 
deeper than pleasure, like fish 
returned to water: a deep shudder of 
recognition, a sudden shimmying 
acknowledgement on the part of the 


nervous system that we’ve returned 
at last to a medium that is warm, 
and nurturing, and is, we faintly 
know, the place where we began. 

Time in summer; light in sum¬ 
mer; air in summer. 

We wait all year, who live in this 
raw northern continent, for the sum¬ 
mer to come back and claim us. She 
never fails. 

Then the earth turns again and 
hides her face from the sun. Flowers 
wilt; the sky turns bleary with cold; 
green weeds at highway’s edge, 
sown now with summer’s profligate 
hand, wither and fade then, and soon 
enough blacken. 

For so much of our lives we see 
tomorrow as the better day — when 
we will be thinner, and the bills paid, 
and the big exam behind us at last. 

“Tomorrow,” we say, in most sea¬ 
sons. “More,” we pray; and “Pretty 
soon,” we fervently yearn. 

In summer our prayers can be 
those of thanksgiving, and not sup¬ 
plication. “Today,” we say; 
“Enough,” and “Right Now.” 


What makes news; behind the scenes

You ever wonder how editors 
decide what the news is? You prob¬ 
ably have a pretty good gut feel for 
what a really big story is, but what 
about those everyday, gray-area 
decisions made by those who have to 
fill the paper? When do events 
become news? 

First of all, whatever is in other 
papers or on 'TV is news. If Fortune 
does an issue on billionaires, Forbes 
has to do one, too. To neglect the 
burning issue of who the world’s 
wealthiest players are would be to 
be “scooped.” something no self- 
respecting newspaperperson wants 
to have happen. 

TV creates a bit more of a prob¬ 
lem. The audio-visual medium is so 
immediate that it’s hard to keep up 
with. Print people rely on the audi¬ 


ence’s ability to imagine burning oil 
platforms as scribblers describe 
“flames leaping 40 feet in the air.” 
Meanwhile, the cameras just roll 
and a steady whooshing can be 
heard behind the announcer’s voice. 

I noticed Dan Rather and The Wall 
Street Journal have been playing a 
minuet together lately. The Journal 
covers a story in its “funny” middle 
column, and lo! and behold, Danny 
boy is doing it on his show the next 
day. Then, it’s the other way around. 
CBS finds a story somewhere, and 
the business daily picks it up. 

The media try to convince them¬ 
selves that they are not the news, but 
they don’t really believe it. 

However, this copycat stuff is just 
the icing on the cake, something to 
keep bored, frustrated, maybe 
power-hungry journalists amused 
while they pad their beats. 

What occupies most of their time 


are events that have reached 
extremes of their normal states, 
sudden changes in steady states or 
unusual events. 

For example, most years Gypsy 
Moth caterpillars are not news. 
There are a few of them around but 
they are ugly and certainly not much 
worth remarking. However, when 
billions of the sticky, disgusting crit¬ 
ters crawl all over everything in 
sight, that’s news. This year a bum¬ 
per crop of greenhead flies seems to 
have grabbed desperate newsmak¬ 
ers’ attention. 

Murder in Latin America or Har¬ 
lem rarely makes the news because 
it is a steady-state phenomenon. If 
murder rates rise to abnormally 
high levels, say the highest number 
killed per month in the last 50 years, 
the way they did in Argentina at the 
apex of the Junta’s power, that 
becomes news. If the rate stays 


high, there will be periodic reporting 
of it to touch up the story. If there 
are no murders at all in Argentina 
for a year, that’s enough for a fea¬ 
ture story on the “new, peaceful 
streets of Buenos Aires.” 

Weather is a famous news maker 
in its extreme states. We have 
weather every day, but a record 
temperature is a front page story, 
hot or cold. Likewise, no one would 
bother to report day after day of 
humid, muggy, horrible weather, 
unless it went on for a record num¬ 
ber of days. Then someone would do 
a mold story on a new fungal dis¬ 
coveries or a light feature on how to 
keep your playroom smelling nice 
and fresh. 

The drought has been a big nation¬ 
al story this year. Record low rain¬ 
fall statistics, record low water 
levels, record high soybean-futures

Lincoln School 
poses danger 
to children 

TO THE EDITOR 

With reference to the constant 
threat of injury to children at the 
Lincoln School, I quoted Henry 
David Thoreau in Town Meeting. I 
quote him again in this letter. He 
said, “for every man that is chop¬ 
ping at the roots of an evil, there are 
a thousand whacking away at the 
branches.” The roots of this particu¬ 
lar “evil” which hangs, like the 
proverbial sword, over every child 
in Lincoln School, is not hard to find. 

First and foremost, it is the wrong 


school in the wrong place. The build¬ 
ing is far too large. It sits on a tiny 
side-hill lot like a hippototamus 
basking in a bath-tub. 

Second, the site itself is a tiny 
delta in a sea of traffic, surrounded 
on all sides by the three most heavily 
travelled streets in Winchester. 

Third, the playround area is a 
triangular side-hill lot of about a 
half-acre that would be totally 
inadequate for a one-room school- 
house, let alone a school with 450 
children. 

Can the problem be corrected? 
Yes, but not in the present building. 
The school must abandon the pre¬ 
sent site and move the children else¬ 
where. Fortunately, Winchester 
does have two schools that, between 


them, will solve the problem very 
nicely. 

The Parkhurst School has 5'/j 
acres of playground, ample off- 
street parking, and a minimum of 
traffic for the children to cope with. 

The Mystic School also has a fairly 
large playground, and much less 
traffic to contend with. 

If the 450 children are divided 
between these two schools, the 
“evil” will no longer exist.

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Issue of the Week 


Would you support an override of Prop 2 ? If not, what solutions do you see to Winchester’s fiscal woes? 


As part of its coverage of the 1988 
election contest for state representa¬ 
tive, the Star will publish this regu¬ 
lar “Issue of the Week’’ feature, 
giving candidates the opportunity to 
provide brief, unrehearsed answers 
to questions prepared by the news¬ 
paper’s editorial staff. 

This week, candidates were asked 
if they support an override of Prop¬ 
osition 2>/4. If not, what solutions are 
there to Winchester’s financial 
problems. 


John F. Looney 

John Looney said he is opposed to 
any general override of Proposition 
2'/^. However, he said he would sup¬ 
port earmarking specific projects 
for debt exclusion. 

Looney said one example would be 
capital bonding issues. “That’s spe¬ 
cific, so you can’t do any shifting (of 
funds),’’ he said. 

“If there would be any override, it 
should be specific,’’ added Looney. 
He said local budgets are compli¬ 
cated by the fact that towns are 
unsure how much they are going to 


receive from the state. 

“We still don’t know what we’re 
going to get back’’ in terms of local 
aid, he said. “What we have to do is 
live within our means. It may mean 
some services have to be cut. I think 
the town has to decide that. If the 
town says they don’t want an over¬ 
ride, the town has to cut some ser¬ 
vices,’’ he added. 

Looney pointed out if the state 
budget had been in place before the 
end of the fiscal year, it would have 
made budgeting for towns like 
Winchester much easier. “Planning 
in Town Meeting was very difficult 
because we weren’t sure of our 
returns,’’ he noted. 

“In order for Winchester to do its 
job properly, the state has to do its 
job properly,’’ said Looney. 


Todd Cronan 

In regards to an override, Todd 
Cronan said, “I support using the 
debt exclusion process to finance all 
of our major capital projects in the 
future.’’ However, he is not in favor 
of a general override. 


Through debt exclusion, Cronan 
said Winchester will be able to make 
decisions about which projects the 
town will invest in “without risking 
trading bricks and mortar for fire¬ 
men and teachers,’’ he said. 

“If this policy had been in place at 
the time of Town Hall renovations, I 
believe we would not have found 
ourselves facing the potential defi¬ 
cits now making headline news,’’ 
added Cronan. 

Cronan said the key to debt exclu¬ 
sion is for the town to prioritize 
projects. The most pressing issue in 
the upcoming years is the water 
system, he noted. 

As a state representative, Cronan 
said his job would be “to bring in 
additional local aid to bridge the 
gap’’ created by Prop. Vk, he said. 

“My goal is to bring back targeted 
aid,’’ he added. It is not realistic, he 
said, to fund major projects through 
local budgets. However, Cronan 
pointed out it is the resident’s deci¬ 
sion whether or not to override, or 
what projects should be funded 
through debt exclusion. 

State representatives have to 
work with town officials to acquire 
local aid for priority programs “so 


you’re doing your best to get every 
additional dollar you can for 
Winchester,’’ he s^id. 


Paul Casey 

Paul Casey is “firmly against’’ an 
override of Proposition 2>/^. 

“I’ve always been opposed to the 
override of because I’m not con¬ 
vinced that our leaders have used all 
the avenues possible to reduce 
unnecessary expenditures,’’ said 
Casey. However, if the town votes 
for an override, (Ilasey said he would 
advocate doing it on “a limited 
basis’’ through debt exclusion. 

With decreases in revenue caused 
by 2'/^, Casey said towns are forced 
to think of alternatives to raising 
revenue or to cut programs. 

Casey said he sees four solutions 
to the problem. First, seek addition¬ 
al funding from the state through 
local aid. However, “the state isn’t 
Santa Claus. The state can’t provide 
everything,’’ he said. 

Therefore, another alternative is 
to look to other communities in an 
attempt to regionalize programs, 
such as in the case of regional voca-

prices, and record losses of money 
for some people have all provided 
grist for the newsfolk’s mill. A host 
of features have been spun off: 
stranded-boat stories, topsoil-loss 
stories, power-drain stories, Dust- 
Bowl-memory stories. And then 
there have been the stories of record 
numbers of acres burned by 
drought-related fires in the West. 

There is also the break-in-the- 
steady-state type news. An excellent 
example is the hostage situation in 
Lebanon. Many have been held pris¬ 
oner there for years now, and the 
media rarely do a story on them 
anymore. There is nothing to add to 
what is already known. 

But even the remote possibility of 
small changes in their status war¬ 
rants a story, and were they to be 
released, it would be front page 
news in every major paper in the^ 
world, and all the networks would be’ 
jockying for a clear shot of the 
action on the tarmac at the airport in 
Frankfurt. 


Likewise, average levels of graft 
and corruption in Panama or 
Washington are not news because 
they are steady state. But if things 
get really out of hand, as they have 
in the military procurement system, 
it becomes big news, particularly 
when politicians bent on making hay 
with their opponents feed juicy tid¬ 
bits to journalists badly in need of 
some exclusive details. 

The Iran-Iraq war was a steady- 
state story for eight years. The aver¬ 
age piece written up on it was two 
inches stuck at the bottom of page 
five; the number of killed that day 
was noted, as alleged by both sides. 

There were periods of time when 
most of the world forgot there was 
even a war going on there. It didn’t 
help any that both governments 
barred reporters’ access. A million 
people were being cut to bits and, as 
a normal state, it wasn’t news. When 
the Iran-Contra scandal broke, an 
unusual event to say the least, that 
was news (see corruption, above). 

There are several stories the

media are committed to covering on 
an ongoing basis. The election is one. 
No matter how boring and repetitive 
the speeches are, they will be well 
reported. This decision was taken 
by policy-makers at the networks 
and news organizations. Covering 
the same road show for the whole 
tour as if it were opening night must 
drive some journalists crazy, but 
publishers pay the rent. 

There are a few other continuing 
sagas. The British press never tires 
of reporting on the royal family, and 
ours assiduously follows suit. A 
recent headline said something like, 
“Are Charles and Di fighting?’’ 

American reporting follows Holly¬ 
wood stars as well, no matter what 
they are doing. One recent story 
featured a wedding of stars who the

tional schools, he said. 

Finally, Casey advocates corpo¬ 
rate support of towns, through such 
programs as day care for 
employees. 

“The state is strangled by their 
own 2*^,’’ said Casey. There must be 
an examination of abuses of the 
system, he added. 

“It’s not necessarily expenditures 
I’m concerned with. It’s the abuses 
of the system,’’ he said. 


William O’Leary 

“I don’t support a blanket over¬ 
ride of 2‘/^,’’ said Republican Candi¬ 
date William O’Leary. However, he 
added that overriding for specific 
projects, through a debt exclusion, 
would be acceptable. 

“If Town Meeting decides there is 
a specific need to do something that 


cannot be funded through taxes or 
state or federal aid, we can put it on 
the ballot. If the voters of the town 
want to do that, do it. But be specif¬ 
ic,’’ said O’Leary. 

O’Leary noted that even overrid¬ 
ing for a specific project is a difficult 
task. “People feel if you start mak¬ 
ing exceptions, you’re eroding the 
original intentions of 2>/i!,’’ he said. 

Allowing for funding of specific 
projects “showed foresight by the 
drafters,’’ noted O’Leary. However, 
it is up to the community to decide if 
that is the step it wants to take, he 
said. 

“I don’t think people mind paying 
for something that’s important to 
them,’’ he said. However, the key is 
to prioritize,0’Leary added. 

“It’s a good system because 
everyone in the town gets involved,” 
said O’Leary. “That’s democracy in 
action. Let the citizens decide how 
their money is going to be spent.’’

To their credit, some reporters do 
keep important but boring stories 
alive.

“Most 
everything we do, we do ourselves. By and large all of us work 
together.” 

Pauline, who is currently on the executive board and sits on 
13 committees, is past president and chairman of the council 
on aging. 

“I was involved from the beginning,” she said. “I began in 
1973 when the then president asked me to sit on the Housing 
Committee. Before I knew it, I was chairman.” 

Pauline, an RN who served overseas as an army nurse during 
WWII, was then asked to serve on the Health Committee. For 
the last 10 years she has been president of the advisory board 
for the VNA (Visiting Nurses Assoc.) and also is a member of 
the citizens’ advisory board of public welfare. 

A lifelong Winchester resident and mother of 2 grown 
children, Pauline is concerned about the need for more 
moderate income housing in the town. ”lt’s still a desperate 
situation,” she said.

lengthy contract, but noted that in 
his profession, a contract in excess 
of five years is rarely offered. 

"It is foolish to think it will last 
forever,” he said, aware that the 
producers may eventually want a 
new face or a different style. If he 
does lose his job "it won’t be because 
of lack of hard work,” he said. 
Lynch is not haunted by his some¬ 
what uncertain future, but simply 
hopes to hold on to the job that he has 
as long as possible. 

This all adds up to a tremendous 
amount of pressure. However, 
Lynch said he is not phased by the 
situation. He has always loved to 
broadcast and believes that his hard 
work will be rewarded each night on 
the air. 

Expressing the confidence in his 
ability that is integral to his success. 


Lynch said, "I always wanted to be 
up with the bases loaded. I wanted to 
get the ball at the end of the game.” 

In broadcasting Lynch faces much 
of the pressure he welcomed as an 
athlete. Each night "the bell rings 
and you’re got to perform,” he said.

Rediscovering Ramesses 


Colossus on display at the Museum of Science 


MA’at-Ra (“Strong and right is 
Ra.’’). The mystery of this project is 
that every year on the coronation 
date of Ramesses, the sun illumi¬ 
nates the figures of the god Anun-Re 
and Ramesses II. How this was 
accomplished is not known. 

Near the temple at Abu Simbel, 
Ramesses built a temple to feminini¬ 
ty and motherhood which he dedi¬ 
cated to his favorite wife Nefertari 
and the goddess Hathor. Here too, 
four colossi of Ramesses dominate, 
but more unusual is the fact that 
Nefertari’s colossus is on the same 
scale. 

According to Egyptian art, 
Ramesses had a perfectly formed 
body-square shoulders, powerful 
chest, trim waist and large muscles 
in his arms and legs. He was approx¬ 
imately 5’6’’ in height with red hair, 
a pronounced aquiline nose and jut¬ 
ting chin. His ears were pierced as a 
child, as was the custom of both 
sexes at the time, and the earrings 
he wore were so heavy they 
stretched his earlobes 6’’ long. 

He became king in his mind 20’s 
and reigned over approximately 
60,0(X) square miles from modern 
day Libya on the west to Turkey on 
the north, extending south to Khar¬ 
toum in the Sudan. As the son of 
Pharaoh, Ramesses was expected to 
accompany his father into battle as 
a child and learn first-hand how to 
defend his homeland. Even though 
he traveled in his own chariot at a 
safe distance from the front line, 
Ramesses’ family was noted as 
being a military one; they came to 
power through conquests and 
achievement, not heredity. 

As Pharaoh, Ramesses was 
believed to be god on earth. It was 
his job to intercede with the gods on 
behalf of his people. He was respon¬ 
sible for the rise and fall of the Nile, 
the soil yield, commerce’s health, 
the army’s fortunes and maintaining 
the peace. 

More so than any other recorded 
Pharaoh, it is said that Ramesses 
was a family man. His devotion to 
his mother Tuya is evident in the 
many monuments he erected in her 
honor. He was also very devoted to 
his many wives and children. His 
favorite wife was Nefretari, her 
name meaning “self generating 
beauty.’’ She bore the titles Great 
Royal Wife and Mistress of Upper 
and Lower Egypt. Although she was 
not his only wife, she was the only 
one who enjoyed a political role, 
appearing beside him on state occa¬ 
sions and participating in diplomatic 
exchanges. She bore him six child¬ 
ren, and a temple is dedicated to her 
as the ideal woman and mother. Her 
tomb is the most beautifully decor¬ 
ated in the valley of the Queens. 

The luxury of the harem is well 
documented, however life in the 
harem was not ideal. The royal 
wives were in charge of training all 
the children in crafts, writing, read¬ 
ing, leadership, and morals. Aside 
from the frustration of waiting for 
an occasional visit from the Phar¬ 
aoh, the wives were in constant 
competition with one another, espe¬ 
cially Nefretari and Insofret, a less-

At an unknown time in history, a 
heavy blunt instrument was used to 
reduce the great Colossus of Mem¬ 
phis to ruin. This once magnificent 
and symbolic statue commissioned 
by Ramesses the Great himself, 
made of granite, fell on its left side 
and wind blown dirt covered it. For 
years the Colossus was lost to the 
world. 

In 1962, while digging a foundation 
for a restaurant, Egyptian construc¬ 
tion workers uncovered the statue 
fragments. After visiting Memphis, 
Egypt in 1986, Mayor Richard C. 
Hackett of Memphis, Tennessee, 
recognizing the beauty, significance 
and magnificence of the statue, 
requested that the Egyptian Anti¬ 
quities Organization include the Col¬ 
ossus of Memphis in the Ramesses 
the Great exhibition in the United 
States. Egyptian officials agreed. 
Coca Cola USA funded the restora¬ 
tion and the project began in June of 
1986. After much hard work and long 
hours (30 conservators worked 16 
hour days through January 1987) the 
statue of Ramesses II was restored 
with steel pins for support, so he 
could once again stand and overlook 
the land he once ruled. 

Under heavy security and travel¬ 
ing late at night, the statue was 
shipped to Boston in three separate 
crates. On April 30, 1988, the statue 
which once stood as temple guardian 
and petitioner of the gods, dedicated 
to Ptah (patron god of Memphis), 
opened at the Boston Museum of 
Science for a four month stay as the 
focal point of the Ramesses the 
Great exhibition. 

Ramesses can be seen now as he 
wanted to be remembered: twenty- 
five feet tall, 57 tons, striding for¬ 
ward, left foot first, arms at his 
sides, clasping a folded bolt of cloth 
in his right fist. Jewels adorn his 
neck and wrists. His figure is trim 
and youthful, the crown of Upper 
Egypt (Nile Valley) rests on his 
head. 

Who was this Pharaoh they called 
Ramesses the Great? Why was he 
considered the greatest and most 
powerful ruler of Egypt? 

RAMESSES THE MAN 

Around 1300 B.C., less than 20 
years after the first sighting of Dog 
Star Sirius, which signals the onset 
of the Nile’s annual flooding, a child 
was born to the god Amun (his 
human form was that of Sety I) and 
an earthly mother,. Queen 'Tuya. 
This child, believed to be the Phar¬ 
aoh of the Exodus, was known as 
Ramesses II, also Ramesses the 
Great. Ruling from 1279 B.C.-1213 
B.C., a span of 66 years, Ramesses 
was noted as a great builder, war¬ 
rior and statesman. 

While Ramesses was responsible 
for the building of hundreds of mas¬ 
sive temples and colossi, the five 
most noted are: Colossus of Mem¬ 
phis, Luxor Temple, Pi-Ramesses, 
Karnak and Abu Simbel. 

After his coronation, Ramesses 
embarked on a quest for immortali¬ 
ty that produced most of the great 
architectural monuments of ancient

Egypt. Many of them are still stand¬ 
ing today. The temple Karnak was 
the Vatican of ancient Egypt and the 
only one commoners were permitted 
to enter. The temple interiors was 
designed so that natural light 
showed only the images of Rames¬ 
ses II and his father Sety I among 
the gods. This temple was the home 
of the god Amun. 

Ramesses built his own capital 
city known as Pi-Ramesses, the Nile 
Delta residence of the royal family. 
The walls were covered with trium¬ 
phant battle scenes done in many 
colors as was the tradition of all 
important buildings. Too impatient 


to wait for stone to be quarried to 
complete his temple at Pi- 
Ramesses, he had columns taken 
from other temples. This practice of 
ancient Egypt and is the reason very 
little is left of Pi-Ramesses today. 

Perhaps his greatest achieve¬ 
ments are the two temples cut deep 
into the sandstone cliffs at Abul 
Simbel. Four massive, 65 foot high 
images of Ramesses II were carved 
on the facade. When the sun rises, 
light falls on a row of baboons 
carved into the cliff above the 
facade. As the rays proceed down¬ 
ward, they light the inscription of 
Ramesses II throne name. Users-

Boston is the only North American 
site on the tour of the Ramesses the 
Great exhibition where the Colossus 
of Memphis is exhibited in an out¬ 
door pavilion. 

The Colossus Temple, an interpre¬ 
tation and symbolic representation 
of an ancient Egyptian temple, is 73’ 
long, 43’ wide and 40’ high, three 22’ 
high exterior columns on each side 
capped with lotus bud capitals. At 
each corner of the Colossus Temple 
are 26’ high monumental gateways. 
These slopped exterior surfaces sup¬ 
port the roof structure. All exposed 
surfaces were applied with horizon¬ 
tal mouldings to give the appear¬ 
ance of being built on massive stone, 
as they were in the time of Rames¬ 
ses II. 

Visitors will enjoy seeing more 
than 70 priceless treasures from the 
reign of Ramesses II. The exhibit is 
presented in six major themes: 
Ramesses and His Family, Officials 
of the Realm, The Sun Sanctuary At 
Abu Simbel, At Home, The Royal 
Setting, and Sennedjem’s Tomb.

er Queen. While Nefretari is the 
most recognized among the world, 
Isnofret bore Ramesses two gifted 
sons, one of whom was Khaewase, 
the great priest of Memphis and the 
country’s first achaeologist, cre¬ 
dited with restoring the Old King¬ 
dom pyramids at Giza which, at that 
time, were more than 1,000 years 
old. Her other son, Merenptah, 
became Pharaoh upon the death of 
Ramesses. Upon Nefretari’s death, 
Isnofret was elevated to chief wife. 

Ramesses had other wives, among 
them is sister Henutmire, and his 
daughters Merytamun (daughter of 
Nefretari said to be the image of her 
mother), Bint-Amath, who bore him 
a daughter, and Nebettawy, all of 
whom received the title of Great 
Royal Wife. His other wives came to 
him through treaties. Ramesses and 
his harem produced 90 children, (50 
sons and 40 daughters), most of 
which he outlived. 

Sometime in August of 1213 B.C., 
two months into his 66th year of 
reign, Ramesses the Great died. He 
was in his late eighties, possibly 
early nineties. Studies of his mum¬ 
my reveal that he died of old age, but 
he also suffered from arthritis and 
painful tooth decay. 

Once the process of mumification 
was complete, Ramesses was laid to 
rest in his 324 foot tomb that had 
been built almost seven decades 
earlier. 


science of archeology. On display in 
this area is a scanning electron 
microscope, a multispectrual video 
camera. This type of microscope is 
currently being used in the restora¬ 
tion of Nefertari’s tomb. Also on 
display is a magnetometer used in 
the rediscovery and excavation of 
Ramesses son’s tombs. 

Ramesses family is represented 
by a limestone likeness of Meryeta- 
mun, his daughter and wife. The Sun 
Sanctuary of Abu Simbel is repre¬ 
sented by four baboon statues. A 
dark granite statue depicts Rames¬ 
ses as a child. A 19-pound gold col¬ 
lar, gold lapis bracelets and ear¬ 
rings belonging to Sety II illustrate 
the Golden Age. 

The exhibit concludes with a 
mummy of Padlhersef, a 2,500 year 
old man from Thebes, a collection of 
x-rays, and the lid from the coffin of 
Ramesses II. 

At the close of its only Northeast 
appearance, (Boston), the exhibi¬ 
tion returns to Egypt to be installed 
for permanent display in the future 
Egyptian Museum of Civilization.

Although the direct line of Rames¬ 
ses II ended, Ramesses lives forever 
in stone. He learned from the past 
that as long as your name is spoken, 
you cannot die. He also knew that 
the greater the monuments he built, 
the greater chance his name would 
be spoken, thus, Ramesses built 
half the great works of Egypt.

Long-term care policy buyer, beware

Information is available for those 
who are wrestling with future plans 
for buying insurance policies for 
nursing home care or for help at 
home. 

Jim Firman, president of United 
Seniors Health Cooperative (USHC), 
recently wrote an analysis of more 
than 25 Medigap policies. USHC is 
an independent consumer group of 
older persons in the greater 
Washington, D.C. area, which is not 
connected with any insurace 
company. 

Firman has written the analysis 
for Senior Watch, 1988, an informa¬ 
tion service of the Villers Founda¬ 
tion. Here are some of his findings: 

• Medicare does not pay for long 
term care. Less than 2 percent of all 
nursing home bills are covered by 
Medicare. The "Catastrophic Bill" 
for extraordinary hospital and drug 
bills does not do much of anything to 
improve coverage for long term 
care. 

• Medicaid does pay for nursing 
home care, but one has to go broke 
first to receive it. However, until 
something better comes along, 
Medicaid is the only real public 
option available to most older 
persons. 

• Medigap policies don’t cover long 
term care, either. None of the plans 
provide any substantial coverage. 

• If you buy a private long term care 
insurance policy, there is a substan¬ 
tial risk that it does not include a 
stay in a nursing home. 

• The actual coverage provided by 
most plans is inadequate. If you buy 
coverage for $20, $40, $60 per day or 


more, the nursing home may cost 
two or three times as much by the 
time you need it. Your policy may 
even restrict your eligibility for 
Medicaid. 

• Most plans for home care benefits 
provide only a little more than Medi¬ 
care covers. 

• Unless companies offer long term 
care insurance that provides better 
coverage with fewer restrictions and 
has reasonable premiums that can¬ 
not be raised through the roof, it is 
advisable to put your money in the 
bank instead of buying a long term 
care policy. 

• North of the border in Canada, 
they’ve solved the problem. Cana¬ 
dians get good long term care (LTC) 
protection as a part of Canada’s 
Medicare system. Just about every 
Canadian — not just the very rich — 
can afford LTC protection. Why 
can’t our society find ways to protect 
elders from the crushing financial 
burdens of LTC? 'fhis has become 
one of the greatest concerns of older 
Americans.

sleep for seniors, reflexology, and 
many other subjects offered for var¬ 
ying interests. 

The education, health, and recrea¬ 
tion committees all emphasize 
learning situations and the boundary 
lines often cross each other. 

It is of vital importance for each 
person to keep his/her mental furni¬ 
ture well-dusted in order for the 
brain to function at its best. Those 
who keep a perpetual flame burning 
under the desire to learn remain 
mentally active with the capacity to 
stimulate others. 


At present, there is a need to fill 
the chairmanship of the education 
committee. Margaret Leader, who 
has been a dedicated leader for the 
past three years, has resigned to 
participate in other activities.

WHAT IS THE MARGIN ON AN ARM? 

When you’re shopping for an Adjustable Rate Mortgage, an im¬ 
portant item to consider is the margin. Each time your loan is ad¬ 
justed, the new interest rate will be tied to an index of Treasury 
notes. The margin is the percentage point above that index where 
your rate will be set. 

Your 
initial rate was 7.5%, and during the first year you had the loan, 
the index of 1-year Treasury notes was at 6.25%. The rate for year

In an inconspicious ending to four 
years of often heated debate, the 
Winchester Housing Authority 
signed a contract with the West¬ 
brook Construction Company Mon¬ 
day night allowing construction to 
begin on five new units of low-cost 
housing. 

Construction on the five units, 
spread across three previously 
selected sites on Lockeland Road 
Cambridge Street and Palmer 
Street, is expected to begin in the 
next two we^s and is scheduled to 
be completed by early March, 1989, 
according to Westbrook Construc¬ 
tion President Michael Colarusso. 
Although on three different sites, the 
units will be started and completed 
within weeks of each other, said 
Colarusso. 


In signing the contract with the 
Westbrook Construction Company, 
Housing Authority Director Jere¬ 
miah Keefe expressed his relief over 
the culmination of the four year 
process and praised Colarusso for 
his efforts to get the project 
underway. 

The units of housing are part of a 
four-year-old agreement between 
the housing authority and the Execu¬ 
tive Office of Commuities and Deve¬ 
lopment (EOCD) to provide seven 
units of Chapter 705 affordable fami¬ 
ly housing. 

Carrying a collective price tag of 
$733,242, the five units of affordable 
housing will bring Winchester’s total 
to seven, and into compliance with 
state regulations mandating low 
income housing within the town. By 
complying with state regulations, 
Winchester may be able to receive

School’s crowded

The Winchester School Committee 
has begun considering options to 
alleviate overcrowding in the 
elementary schools. 

Potential solutions include moving 
6th graders into McCall Junior High, 
reopening Mystic School or redraw¬ 
ing district lines to spread out 
enrollments. 

The options were discussed at the 
July 26 school committee meeting, 
which, according to committee 
chairman Alice McCarter, was 
“purely informational. An array of 
ideas for discussion.” 

According to assistant superinten- 
tent Robert Fitzgerald, a feasibility 
study was done in the spring to 
determine whether or not 6th grad¬ 
ers could be moved into McCall. The 
study, presented to the school com¬ 
mittee in June, indicated that the 
move was possible. 

“However,” said Fitzgerald, “it 
would be a one or two year process 
to have it come about, if it were 
chosen.” 

Whatever the decision, said 
McCarter, the earliest possible date 
for change would be September of 
’89. 

“The decision will not be a hasty 
one,” said Dr. David Ackerman, 
assistant supervisor for curriculum. 
“We have a whole range of options. 
There have been no decistons. There 
is no question, the McCall building 
could, if necessary, have more stu¬ 
dents. But we have to consider all 
the facets and implications of all the 
options — including doing nothing. 

“The junior high is certainly an 
option,” he added. “I’m not sure 
why (that idea) gets (more) atten¬ 


tion...mabye because it’s been tried 
and tested. Others in the area have 
done it.” 

Other options are just as likely, 
said Ackerman. If district lines are 
redrawn, they would be done so to 
most relieve the Lincoln school, 
which Ackerman said was the most 
overcrowded of the five elementary 
schools. 

As for reopening Mystic school, 
which closed only a short time ago, 
Ackerman could only comment, 
“stranger things have happened.” 

All committee members empha¬ 
sized that the decision is far from 
made. “It is not an open and shut 
decision,” said Ackerman. “It takes 
lots of committees, debates, discus¬ 
sion. It ought to get people together 
to talk about it.” 

McArter agreed. “It should gen¬ 
erate interest in observing the pro¬ 
cess. Parents, townspeople; watch 
the meetings on cable, attend meet¬ 
ings,” she said. 

The committee agenda will be set 
next week. The next committee 
meeting, which should include a dis¬ 
cussion of the overcrowding issue, 
will take place on Aug. 23.

Committee quizzes cable contractor 
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In What’s UP: 
Riding the rails

As the designated protectors of the 
rights of citizens who hold the prog¬ 
ramming and accessibility of cable 
TV dear to their viewing hearts, the 
cable advisory committee put forth 
questions and concerns which were 
duly addressed by Drew Bouldin, 
spokesman for Continental Cablevi- 
sion, at a meeting Monday night. 

Answering a plea by citizens for 
new phone numbers for Cablevi- 
sion’s service and sales that would 
be easier to remember and easier to 
reach, Bouldin promised three new 
800 numbers which will become 
effective on Sept. 1 and will be 
announced to the public with their 
bills later this month. 

Bouldin also announced a live 
sports talk show soon to join cable 
line-up on Thursdays entitled, 
“Sports View.” Hosted by three 
knowledgeable sports fans, the show 
will be in a call-in format and cover 
all types of sports in the profession¬ 
al, college and high school arenas. 

When a committee member com¬ 
plained about trying to watch a ten¬ 
nis match which was broadcast two 
and a half hours later than sche¬ 


duled, Bouldin called Sports Channel 
scheduling “apparently an inexact 
science...it varies from weekend to 
weekend.” He addedthat he would 
work on the problem. 

Residents submit petition 
A petition signed by 73 Winchester 
residents requesting that Continen¬ 
tal Cablevision add Unavision, a 
Spanish information channel, to its 
roster of programming was pre¬ 
sented at the meeting. Bouldin said 


the addition would require addition¬ 
al equipment, but did not rule out the 
possibility of adding the network. 

Bouldin also advised the commit¬ 
tee that the addition of this program 
would be, “a long-term committ¬ 
ment,” and questioned if the channel 
had, “the staying power,” to offset 
the added cost. Or, if the 73 people on 
the petition were actually indicative 
of the programming needs of 


Winchester as a whole. Bouldin also 
noted however, “I will respond to it 
(the Unavision petition) as best I 
can.” 

The committee also discussed the 
re-evaluation of the license the town 
holds with the Continental Cablevi¬ 
sion company. It was decided by 
members in attendance that a con¬ 
sultant would be needed to represent 
their needs and that a review of 
qualified candidates was in order. 


Le Neuchatel to open Aug. 15

Residents may have their curiosi¬ 
ty satisfied about Winchester’s lat¬ 
est addition to fine cuisine by Aug. 
15, the projected opening date for Le 
'Neuchatel. 

Helene Paquin, owner of the 
Thompson Street restaurant, hopes 
everything will be in place by that 
date. Paquin appeared before select¬ 
men Aug. 1 to request a modification 
of the liquor license, as well as a 
victualler’s license, which allows 
her to serve food. 

Paquin asked that she be allowed 
to increase the seating capacity in 


her restaurant from 150 to 167. “Now 
that I am totally familiar with the 
premises I see that the higher sea¬ 
ting capacities are reasonable,” 
said Paquin in her request to 
selectmen. 

“It does hurt you if you know you 
have the capacity but didn’t apply 
for it,” Paquin said. 

Selectmen unanimously voted to 
grant both the modification of the 
liquor license and the common vic¬ 
tualler’s license. 

“Now you can serve food,” joked 
Selectman Thomas Schmitt. 

Selectmen voiced some concern at 
Paquin’s proposed signs. Selectman 
Judith Muggia noted that the intent 


of Town Meeting in developing the 
by-lav/s was not to allow intrinsical¬ 
ly lighted signs. 

Paquin will have a wooden sign lit 
by spotlights on Thompson Street, 
but plans to erect an intrinsically lit 
sign on the Aberjona River side. 

“It’s not something that you’ve 
•done,”’ Muggia assured Paquin. 
However, .she pointed out that in the 
future, town boards should be more 
clear in their interpretation of the 
by-laws. 

Paquin expressed appreciation to 
selectmen for implementing the 
loading zone on Thompson Street. 
“It’s going to help everyone there,” 
she said. 


Fiesta means 
fun for all!

Winchester will once again be 
graced with Italian delights with the 
arrival of the annual Italian Fiesta 
this weekend. ^ 

According to John Mercurio, 
member of the Society of the 
Assumption of the Blessed Virgin 
Mary, the festival has its roots far 
back in history. 

The feast is based on religious ties, 
and has its beginnings at the time of 
Italian emigration to the United 
States. Leaving family and friends 
behind, many sought a better life 
across the ocean. 

In effort to show appreciation and 
thanks for improved life in America, 
patron saints were chosen and hon¬ 
ored during an annual feast, Mer¬ 
curio said. Winchester’s Italian 
community chose the Feast of the 
Assumption of the Blessed Virgin 
Mary, which lands on Aug. 15. 

Started in neighborhood 

“As the years went by. they had a 
little celebration in the neighbor¬ 
hood,” noted Mercurio. Much like a 
block party. Mercurio said neigh¬ 
bors would gather together and give 
thanks for their good fortune, and 
often money to build a permanent 
statue to honor the Virgin Mary. 

Mercurio estimates that the carni¬ 
val aspect of the feast began some¬ 
time in the 1940s, and included a 
parade. Participants would hold a 
procession through the streets of 
“The Plains,” the area along Nelson 
Street, Swanton Street and Washing¬ 
ton Street, baring a statue of the 
Virgin Mary as people pinned money 
to it along the way. 

By the early 1960s, the backbone of 
the society had either died or were 
unable to plan the feast, said Mer¬ 
curio. As a result, the practice died 
out.

Heat wave forces 
changes in hours 
at Town Hall 

Despite the heat. Town Hall 
offices located temporarily in the 
auditorium will remain open daily 
from 8 a.m. to noon, according to 
Mark Twogood, assistant town 
manager. 

If the temperature has reached 90 
degrees at noontime, as measured 
by the board of health. Town Hall 
will close and employees will have 
the option of going home. If the 
temperature has not reached 90 
degrees or above at noon, offices will 
remain open for the rest of the day 
or until the temperature does reach 
90 degrees. 

This summer. Town Hall employ¬ 
ees have been forced to work under 
stifling conditions in the auditorium 
this during renovations to the new 
area, said Twogood. He anticipates 
the offices will be moved by mid- 
September or the beginning of 
October. 

Twogood said in the last two or 
three weeks. Town Hall has been 
closed down due to heat a number of 
times, which has caused probfems 
for residents needing to do business 
there. 

However, he noted, “We have to 
be sympathetic to the workers. Peo¬ 
ple in Town Hall have been very 
cooperative through the whole 
change. 

“All we can do is ask that (resi¬ 
dents) be patient,” he added. 

Twogood said regular hours in the 
auditorium will most likely resume 
by the beginning of September when 
the temperature will not rise as 
high. 

“We’re trying to deal with it the 
best way we can,” he said.

Eleanor Banks is probably best 
known as “the rock lady.” 

Also well-known for her work with 
children. Banks said that is where 
she derives most of her satisfaction. 

Banks, who organized the 
Winchester Mineral Club for 26 
years, said the club spawned from 
her geology studies at Harvard and 
her desire to be with children. 

The club took trips during May 
and June, and the number of mem¬ 
bers varied from 20 to 60 during her 
quarter-century of involvement. 

“I took them everywhere,” she 
said. 

The ages of the children varied 
from 10 to 16 and the only prerequis¬ 
ites were an interest in rocks and a 
good attitude. 

Four years ago. Banks’ reign as 
the rock lady of Winchester ended, 
due to problems with her legs. But 
she still loves her rocks. 

Banks grew up in Bristol, Tenn. 
“It’s a beautiful place,” she said. 
With the impediment of inequality 
acting as a barrier. Banks’ mother 
was restricted to cleaning and cook¬ 


ing for a wealthy family. 

The millionaires were not cold at 
heart, however, and offered Banks 
an opportunity for schooling which 
she would otherwise not have had. 
Eager to learn. Banks studied hard 
in high school, and took a special 
interest in music and singing. 

For 26 years. Banks took singing 
lessons, and was invited to sing by 
Mozart T Om, a choir organization 
in Mozart's home Country of Aus¬ 
tria. The festival she attended was a 
very selective event, and they asked 
her to return in future years, she 
said. 

Banks said her singing career has 
always revolved around the church. 
Choirs in Boston and the surround¬ 
ing area asked her to sing with them. 
She was involved with Unitarian 
Church in Winchester until the ill 
health interrupted. 

Her move to the Boston area was a 
pleasant adjustment, for as one of 
her friends said, “Eleanor is happy 
wherever she is.” 

The hard work and long hours of 
cleaning and cooking paid off. In her 
forties. Banks was accepted to Har¬ 


vard to study geology on a part-time 
basis. She worked six days a week 
and would attend classes at night. 

Banks said she was “too busy 
cramming stuff into my head to ever 
get married.” Her love was in help¬ 
ing children and watching them 
grow, she noted. 

Though many of her students have 
gone their separate ways. Banks 
likes to think she had a positive 
influence in shaping their future. 
She was firm but understanding and 
stressed honesty and propriety in all 
aspects, a friend said. 

“I sit here now and I can’t, believe 
I did so much,” she smiled. “I’m 
very happy with my life.” 

As far as Bank’s future plans are 
concerned, she is recovering from 
circulation problems in her right 
leg, and sai(i she hopes to be at full 
strength very soon. 

In some of her spare time. Banks 
hopes to do more painting and add to 
the mini-gallery that runs across the 
walls of her apartment. 

“My future is a question mark,” 
she said, mentioning the completion 
of her autobiography. “I don’t know 
what I’m going to do,” she smiled.

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More troubles surface at beach 

This time algae may be to blame for closing the beach

Problems have again surfaced at 
Leonard’s Beach with the appear¬ 
ance of what officials believe to be 
algae or wind-blown vegetation in 
the water. 

According to Department of Publ¬ 
ic Works Grounds Supervisor Dick 
Tofuri, the substance, which formed 
a thick film over the water, was 
visible Tuesday morning when 
recreation department lifeguards 
arrived at work. 

Recreation officials decided to 
close the beach and cancel swim 
lessons for the day Tuesday until the 
cause of the substance in the water 
could be determined. While Tofuri 
said he did not believe it was a 
reoccurence of earlier coliform 
problems at the beach, he said the 
health department took water sam¬ 
ples for testing to be on the safe side. 

During July, the beach was closed 
for approximately one week due to 
excessive bacteria, called coliform, 
in the water. The coliform contami¬ 
nation is usually caused by either 
goose, duck or human waste. 


Caused by stagnation 

However, Tofuri said he believes 
the present problem is partly caused 
by stagnant water. With no swim¬ 
mers on the beach Sunday or Mon¬ 
day, due to the beach being closed, 
the water lay dormant. In addition, 
Tofuri said that during hot weather, 
plants along the bottom of the pond 
can break off, resulting in increases 
in floating vegetation. 

“We got the fire department to 
come down (Tuesday) and put high 
pressure into the water,’’ to stir up 
the water and help the algae to 
disperse, said Tofuri. He noted that 
lifeguards will be asked to skim the 
water over the course of the next few 
days to help keep the water circulat¬ 
ing. “Maybe a good thunderstorm 
would help, too,’’ he added. 

Tofuri said the results of the coli¬ 
form test were due back yesterday 
morning. 

“Other than being aesthetic, if it’s 
just plants, it’s o.k.,’’ said Tofuri 
with regard to the physical condition 
of the water. 

If the substance in the water is 


algae, Tofuri said it can be treated 
with algeacide, or chlorine if the 
matter is coliform. 

Tofuri said the water is being 
tested for the safety of residents. 
Although some may be upset at not 
having a place to swim, Tofuri said 
that is not a reason to keep the beach 
open, if it is determined bacteria 
may be present. 

Playing it safe 

“If we’re going to err, we’re going 
to err on the side of safety,’’ he said. 

Recreation director Lee Evans 
said if it is determined the problem 
is algae-related, an outside consul¬ 
tant will be brought in to determine 
what can be done to eliminate the 
problem. 

Evans said the department 
decided to close the beach down due 
to the excessive amount of sub¬ 
stance on the surface of the water. 

“I’m sure people were disap¬ 
pointed, but I think if they were 
there, they would understand our 
position,’’ said Evans. “We want to 
make sure when people swim there, 
it is as safe as we can possibly make 
it.’’

Jenks Center lectures stress 
life-saving knowledge

The American Heart Association 
named the first week of August 
“Home With Heart.” Following the 
Exercise Classes at Jenks Center on 
August 1, 3, and 5, three specialists 
presented programs on coping with 
heart disease. Mary Venezua, a car¬ 
diovascular nurse and volunteer 
with the American Heart Associa¬ 
tion presented risk factors including 
high blood pressure and heart dis¬ 
ease. Kathleen Helsing of the Fami¬ 
ly Health Services of the Mass. Dept, 
of Public Health discussed “Culin¬ 
ary Heart Delights.” Paula Koppel 
of the Winchester Hospital, assisted 
by the Council on Aging staff led a 
discussion on “The Healing Heart: 
How to Live with Heart Disease.” 
Knowledge about cardiovascular 
health is of vital importance, espe¬ 
cially to every senior. 

No matter what the chronological 
age is or the general condition of the 
body, the quality of life can be 
improved by following the advice of 
one’s physician. It is logical to real- 
i/.e that with increasing age, the 
heart and blood vessels age also and 
become susceptible to heart attack, 
stroke, congestive heart failure and 
high blood pressure, all forms of 
cardiovascular disease that must be 
treated. 

High blood pressure, or hyperten¬ 
sion, affects almost 58 million known 
Americans. Body chemistry, emo¬ 
tions, heredity, overweight and high 
sodium diets may be the culprits but 
scientists remain uncertain about 
the actual causes. These have long 
been recognized as major factors in 
cardiovascular diseases. Blood pres¬ 
sure varies from moment to moment 
d^nding on the activities in which 
a ;j)erson is involved. When one is 
ejtfited, the small arteries constrict 
causing the heart to pump harder, 
thus putting a strain on the organ. 

^ost people with high blood pres¬ 
sure have no symptoms at all. A 
s^ygmomanometer is the instru- 
mont used to measure two pressures 
- ai^stolic and diastolic. Systolic pres¬ 
sure is the pressure in the arteries 
w^en the heart beats and is pumping 
bl^d. Diastolic pressure is the pres- 
swe in the arteries when the heart is 
rating between beats and filling 
with blood before the next beat. 

The importance of controlling high 
blood pressure cannot be overem¬ 
phasized. A low sodium diet, 
r^uced weight, a less stressful life 
style, and cessation of smoking will 


help, along with medications pre¬ 
scribed to lower the pressure. 

Little strokes, medically called 
TIA’s, or transient ischemic attacks, 
are frequently a warning sign of a 
major stroke. High levels of blood 
cholesterol and high blood pressure 
are causitive factors in a candidate 
for a TIA. 

A nutritious, well-balanced diet 
with plenty of water and sufficient 
calories is recommended to main¬ 
tain optimal weight. This means 
eating a variety of foods, - lean 
meats, poultry, fish, low-fat cottage 
cheese, skim milk, breads, cereals, 
and an assortment of fruits and 
vegetables. Margarine should be 
used in cooking along with the use of 
vegetable oils. 

Exercise is essential to good 
health. A sedentary lifestyle may 
increase the risk of having a heart 
attack. Exercise improves blood cir¬ 
culation, helps an individual to 
handle stress, relieves tension, helps 
to control weight, and aids the body 
in making the best use of fats and 
sugars. 

A heart-healthy lifestyle is the 
result of having regular medical 
check-ups, following the doctor’s 
advice, staying on treatment for 
high blood pressure, eating heart- 
healthy foods, cease smoking, take 
medications as directed, and discuss 
diet or exercise with the doctor 
before beginning a program. It is 
never too late to improve the quality 
of your life. You can begin today.

No more band-aids 


Winchester has always prided itself on providing quality 
services to its residents. Despite this year’s fiscal con¬ 
straints, Town Meeting members fought throughout 
budget discussions to maintain quality programs and 
services. 

In this same spirit, residents have shown themselves ' 
willing to work together to improve or maintain programs 
they deem important. Such was the case with Leonard 
Beach. 

Despite the fiscal condition of the town, which 
threatened to close down the facility, concerned citizens 
banded together and worked out a system to keep the 
beach open. 

Residents wanted a place for their children to learn to 
swim, a beach to visit close to home. Those residents 
unable to join a private club or stuck on some waiting list 
could seek relief from the summer heat at Leonard’s 
Beach. 

However, despite efforts to keep the beach open, prob¬ 
lems continue to surface. Two weeks ago, the beach was 
closed for a few days due to excessive bacteria, called 
coliform fecal, in the water. The bacteria is caused by 
goose, duck or human waste which contaminates the 
water. When the level of bacteria exceeds 1,000 per 100 ml. 
of water, state regulations deem the water unsafe. Leo¬ 
nard’s level was two and one-half times that level. 

In response, the board of health, in conjunction with the 
department of public works, tested and treated, and 
treated and tested, and finally, the bacteria count in the 
water was restored to a normal level. Yet, this week, there 
is another problem at Leonard’s. Perhaps it’s algae, or 
perhaps it is the bacteria again. The test results are not in. 

The problem is not new to the beach. Every summer, 
similar problems occur. Every summer, town depart¬ 
ments make great efforts to maintain the beach for 
residents. 

However, the solution will not come from constantly 
treating the symptoms. During budget discussions this 
spring, the phrase “band-aid approach’’ was often used to 
describe measures being taken throughout that process. 

Such is the case with Leonard Beach. Finding the source 
is the only answer to solving the problem. Treating the 
symptoms will only provide temporary relief. 

Relief from the summer heat should not be determined 
by membership to a private club. Winchester should 
maintain a beach that is clean and safe for all residents.

Channel more energies 
into Channel 19 efforts

Many of you read the story in last 
week’s Star about the town’s efforts 
to renegotiate a new contract with 
Continental Cablevision. 

The original agreement, signed in 
1978, will soon expire, and a town 
committee is evaluating Continen¬ 
tal’s presence and performance in 
town. As a viewer, and a sometimes 
participant in programming on Con¬ 
tinental’s Channel 19, I have given 
some thought to issues that Larry 
Worthen and his review committee 
should consider in the evaluation 
and negotiation process. 

Continental has some positive 
accomplishments to point to during 
the first contract period. The video 
training courses offered to the com¬ 
munity were excellent. Where else 
could an ordinary citizen, an ama¬ 
teur with an interest in television 
production, learn complete video 
production procedures for absolute¬ 
ly no fee? 

These free instructional courses, 
offered on a regular basis for a 
number of years, provided the 
expertise to the citizen as well as 
provided an educated, competent 
volunteer staff for the Channel 19 
studios. It was an interesting 
arrangement — Channel 19 fulfilled 
its contractual obligation of “com¬ 
munity access’’ by offering free 
instructional courses and then using 
the graduates of the courses as the 
staff for the production of these 
community programs. 

Now, there is nothing wrong in the 
concept of that arrangement, except

that at this point, Channel 19 seems 
to have a difficult time in getting 
together enough volunteers to carry 
on the community programs. As in 
any volunteer effort, the volunteers 
run out of gas after awhile. How 
much work can you expect someone 
to do for free? Sure, the work might 
be fun, and the skills gained along 
the way are certainly worthwhile. 

But now, in 1988, how does Channel 
19 intend to add renewed vigor and 
enthusiasm to its community access 
programming when the volunteer 
staff seems to be dwindling? 

For example, remember News 19? 
Even though that program had an 
erratic schedule — sometimes it 
appeared weekly, sometimes 
monthly — it was Winchester news 
that was at the same time informa¬ 
tive, humorous, interesting, ama¬ 
teurish and unique. Where had we 
seen a Winchester news show 
before? Volunteers wrote, produced 
and performed that show, and 
although I don’t know any details 
about why the show isn’t on any¬ 
more, I assume it’s because the 
volunteers who worked so hard for 
so long just ran out of energy to keep 
going. 

The News 19 program is just one 
example of community access 
accomplishments that have faded 
through time. The review of Conti¬ 
nental’s contract should reflect the 
community’s concern over the 
demise of News 19. 

Personally, I would like to see 
Continental commit to a much stron¬ 
ger financial base at Channel 19. 
More employees should be paid to

Last year, we added a child to our 
household who was not part of our 
family, our zip code or our race. 

Dodson, a native New Yorker, 
came to us as part of the national 
program for A Better Chance, 
which, headquartered in Boston, 
identifies talented minority students 
at the end of the 8th grade year and 
sends them out of their communities 
to high schools known for academic 
excellence. 

We were his host family, which 
meant that he came to our house a 
couple of times a week to tickle our 
three kids, or graze in the pantry; to 
trade jokes or get help with an 
English paper. Once a month, he 
spent the weekend. 

Between the time he first joined us 
in the fall and the time he went home 
for the summer, something major 
happened around here: the mem¬ 
brane that up until then had separ¬ 
ated Ours from Not Ours gave way. 
A bond was forged. 

As it took on strength and resili¬ 
ence, woven as such bonds are out of 
many days and nights and negotia¬ 


tions, and moods, both good and bad, 
our definition of the word Family 
changed. 

Our town is made up of comfort¬ 
able educated folk, tolerant for the 
most part. A hundred years ago, it 
was a bastion of WASP privilege. 
Now, it’s more diverse. Once at a 
party in my own house, a lady con¬ 
fided smilingly to me that, ’though it 
was nice here still, it wasn’t the 
same at all, really, since those Nou¬ 
veau Italians moved in. 


Embarrassed for her, I couldn’t 
help but smile myself: though Irish 
by ancestry, I am Italian by mar¬ 
riage; my children are the heirs of 
both those untidy migrations; and 
we are as Nouveau Riche as any who 
have come with little more than the 
clothes on their backs, and then 
prospered. 

Though I smiled then. I’m not sure 
I’d smile now. With Dodson in our 
lives, I’ve become tuned in to rac¬ 
ism’s far less subtle manifestations. 

We go into stores, and I notice 
suddenly everyone is watching us, 
eyeing the inventory. I put my arm 
around him, or address him in a 


familiar way, so that they will know, 
th'-^e people who work there, that he 
is my child — so I can confer on him 
whatever authenticity I have as a 
white woman — at the same time 
iiiating this, hating the reasons why it 
works. 

We don’t talk much together about 
racial issues. I guess we don’t think 
much about them within the cocoon 
of the family. Sometimes, though, 
together with his friend Rob, also an 
ABC student, he alludes lightly to 
the sense they have of themselves as 
outsiders. 

We went to the shore once for the 
weekend. I stopped at a store for a 
quick errand, leaving the two of 
them in the car with their music and 
their high spirits. When I cam back, 
their faces looked pinched. “What 
happened?’’, I asked at once. 
“Nothing,” they said at first. 
“Someone called us niggers,” Rob 
at last volunteered. 

By their faces, you’d have said 
they felt only a certain weariness. I 
felt hot rage. Why? Because they 
were mine? Endowed with my love, 
which I thought would shelter them 


from this kind of thing? 

And so our opportunities for pain 
have been expanded, even as our 
opportunities for joy. 

You read a lot these days about the 
decline of the traditional family; but 
I wonder if this change isn’t part of a 
fortuitous evolution. If we open our 
arms to embrace not just our blood 
relatives, but the members of cho¬ 
sen families, and of neighbors too, it 
may be that we start down a right 
road at last, these last years of a 
limping century. 


“Who is big enough to love a 
planet?” E.B. White asked once. 
Maybe we are, family. Maybe, sym¬ 
bolically at least, our families are 
growing in size rather than shrink- i 
ing, expanding to include more peo- | 
pie, rather than fewer. i 


All I know is we’re a family of six | 
now — at Christmas, and waiting for - 
the shower, and in the pictures we 
keep in our wallets. We are shakqn . 
loose from many old notions of kin^ ?! 
ship. And it feels like a journey; it* r 
feels like a destination. j

Dukakis seems like 
a regular guy

As a resident of the state he 
hails from, I feel I ought to say 
my two bits about our contender 
for the Presidency. 

Naturally, my opinion is sus¬ 
pect from the start. I would want 
almost any home boy to win. 
After all, even if the Duke as 
President doesn’t hire me for one 
of those juicy jobs in Washington, 
he will at least take a lot of talent 
from hereabouts with him and 
leave the top of the local hierar¬ 
chy open for the rest of us to 
move into. 

But even beyond that, I hope he 
wins because he seems to be a 
better man than the competition. 
Like gentleman Mike himself, I 
will (almost) refrain from bash¬ 
ing the opposition, but there 
seems to be something wrong 
with George’s humanity. 

He is always off doing esoteric, 
elitist things hidden from the 
public view. When he was trout 
Hshing in Wyoming, he should 
have been bass fishing in Michi¬ 
gan, as someone said, rubbing 
elbows with the hoi polloi. 

Then there are the images of 
him sitting in regal isolation on 
some private coastline of Maine, 
or awkwardly pushing a swing 
for a kid as if he had never seen 
one before. And this is to say 
nothing of what he did in the dark 
as head of the CIA. 

On the other hand Mike, while a 
bit unpolished at times, seems to 
be made out of real flesh and 
blood, and I like that. He demon¬ 
strated his corporeal nature to 
me a decade ago during the Great 
Blizzard of 1978. 

That February we here in the 
Bay State were buried overnight 
by three feet of beautiful, para¬ 
lyzing powder.

Micheal Dukakis came on the TV 
wearing a ski sweater. 

It was a warm-looking sweater. 

I think it even had reindeer on it. 
He smiled a lot and talked about 
how things were going out on 
Route 128, where thousands of 
cars were stranded, and what 
efforts were being made to allevi¬ 
ate the more dangerous emergen¬ 
cies around the city. 


He admonished people not to 
drive, but in general seemed to be 
having almost as much fun as the 
rest of us, who had suddenly been 
blessed with a surprise four-day 
vacation. 

I don’t think I have ever seen a 
governor on TV in a sweater, 
before or since. In these more 
formal times, and with the stakes 
being much higher than they 
were, there just isn’t any chance 
for a political leader to wear 
anything other than a suit and tie 
in public. 

But back when Mike was com¬ 
fortably incumbent as governor 
of Massachusetts, he didn’t mind 
appearing in public looking as if 
he hangs around sometimes. He 
spoke with his hands in his pock¬ 
ets and seemed completely relax¬ 
ed in his role as commentator 
cum leader. All in all he pre¬ 
sented the image of a very likable 
guy. 

That crew-necked sweater also 
conveyed another part of the 
Dukakis image: the Yankee-by- 
adoption. While my own parents 
were not exactly fresh off the 
boat, like his they cultivated the 
crisp New England qualities to 
which they were not born. I can 
relate to the careful correctness 
of Mike’s dress. 

For the first 15 years of my life, 
all my clothes were bought at a 
now-defunct Prep Shop in Har¬ 
vard Square. We had a charge 
account there. 

Thus the second-generation 
Greek American conveyed the 
perfect image of the W.A.S.P. at 
leisure. If there had been any 
panic engendered by the storm, 
ol’ affable mainstream Mike dis¬ 
pelled it with his studiously 
offhand ways. 

However, on the last night of 
the cleanup, he came back on the 
tube in a suit, white shirt and tie 
and announced in the mock- • 
severe tone of a stern father that 
the fun was over and tomorrow, 
we would all have to go back to 
work. 

The easy way in which he 
slipped between these two roles 
has stayed with me, leaving a 
lastingly good impression of the 
man. George has faulted Mike for 
his lack of foreign policy experi¬ 
ence, but in fact no one has had 
the experience of being President 
until he is President. And I would 
rather trust a man with the 
instincts of a human being to 
make the right judgements when 
the time comes.

The clicking of TV remote controls 
heard a few weeks ago, was the TKO 
Americans delivered to the cover¬ 
age of the Democratic Convention. 
In this preliminary bout of the 
November title shot, the audience 
share dropped from 1984’s 54 percent 
to 48 percent. 

If our political parties are not able 
to get citizens to tune in to the 
festivities, it is not likely they will 
turn out for the voting. In fact, there 
is already an anti-voting movement 
afoot. 

We’ve gone from a 63 percent 
eligible voter participation rate in 
1960, to 53 percent in 1984. Also, 
participation is worse in the off-year 
elections, dropping below 40 per¬ 
cent. Overall, our voting rates are 


the lowest of any industrial demo¬ 
cracy except Switzerland. 

Why don’t we have greater voter 
participation? At the same time, 
why does our theoretical concern for 
voting cause us to send observers 
and money to troubled countries in 
Central America to ensure their 
optimal tournout? For example El 
Salvador, our political pupil, got 68 
percent in its last national election 
while the bullets were flying. Why 
can’t we get our ballots to fall at a 
rate equal to theirs? 

While pollsters and taxi drivers 
may not agree, there is a simple 
answer: The Talking Heads are not 
talking to us. Of course, both candi¬ 
dates are saying things. But we’ve 
heard the family, honesty and full 
employment cliches before. 

While we’ve yet to hear Vice Pres-

produce the programs, or at least to 
help the community produce the 
programs, so that volunteers aren’t 
stretched to their limits. 

Continental cannot nickel and 
dime an operation and expect the 
best results. An increased financial 
committment for an expanded staff 
would certainly have a good chance 
of improving cable television in 
Winchester. 

The other recommendation I have 
to the review committee is to work 
hard for improved publicity of Chan¬ 
nel 19 programming. In the past, the 
only dependable way of finding out 
what was scheduled for an evening, 
or a week, was to sit in front of the 
TV screen and wait for the current 
schedule to appear. Once in awhile. 
The Star would publicize an upcom¬ 
ing program, but that publicity was 
spotty at best. 

The “other” Winchester paper 
was better at informing the com¬ 
munity of programs of interest, but 
that publicity was not consistent 
either. Isn’t there some way Channel 
19 can work out a consistent publici¬ 


ty effort with The Star? I don’t 
understand why that is a difficult 
problem but it seems to have been 
difficult in the past. 

How many times have you heard 
about a program after the program 
appeared? And even though prog¬ 
rams are often repeated on Channel 
19, you can’t easily determine when 
the repeat will be shown. Better 
publicity is imperative for the com¬ 
munity to truly benefit from Channel 
19’s presence. 

The review committee should also 
know that the live coverage of 
selectmen’s meetings, school com¬ 
mittee meetings, and town meetings 
are valuable. The committee should 
be aware that “Aberjona Roundt¬ 
able”, “Conversations with Dr. Mit- 
sakos”, “Sportsview”, candidate 
debates and election results are all 
examples of good programming that 
should be maintained on Channel 19. 

But there is room for improve¬ 
ment, I encourage the review com¬ 
mittee to negotiate for increased 
staff, for better publicity and for 
overall excellence on the part , of 
Continental Cablevision.

Cronan cited the February Special 
Town Meeting in which Winchester 
had to fund an unanticipated $104,000 
special education bill as an example 
of where the town needs relief “from 
skyrocking costs.” 

“The reality is that the state is not 
going to take the full 110 percent,” 
he said. As a result, Cronan said it is 
important for the state to focus on 
funding those special education 
costs which include residential 
placements. 

Cronan said he supports a bill 
currently before the legislature 
which would force the state to pick 
up from 60 to 80 percent of the costs 
of residential treatment, which 
includes medical treatment. “That’s 
a legitimate state concern,” he said. 

“There is no question but that 
children in need deserve the best 
care available,” said Cronan. 

“The underlying agenda for the

town is to avoid having to choose 
between special education and other 
programs,” said Cronan. He pointed 
out that students who have mild to 
moderate learning disabilities can 
be mainstreamed into regular edu¬ 
cation programs or become part of 
collaboratives between towns. 

William O’Leary 

As far as state funding of special 
education, William O’Leary said the 
state is trying to allocate costs more 
and more to cities and towns. How¬ 
ever, O’Leary said he does not think 
the state should be heading in that 
direction. 

“I think the commonwealth should 
pick up more of the burden because 
with (Proposition) 2 Mj, towns are not 
able to offer the quality they would 
like to. Parents get upset,” he said. 

“That creates a little bit of tension 
among people because of limited 
resources,” he added. O’Leary said 
since the state mandated the prog¬ 
ram, it should lift some of the burden 
off of towns and cities. 

“In competition for dollars, it’s 
creating a negative atmosphere,” 
despite the fact that all involved 
have the same goals, he noted. 

Rather than “creating discension 
in the ranks” with local groups pit¬ 
ted against each other in an effort to 
obtain funding, O’Leary said the 
state should “fund what it set out to 
fund.” 

O’Leary said it is important to set 
priorities in spending. “That’s what 
political leadership is all about, 
making the right decision. You have 
to look at the big picture to deter¬ 
mine the priorities,” he said. 
“Every kid should get an equal 
opportunity to learn.” 

O’Leary said an integrated pre¬ 
school program would “teach kids 
that don’t have a learning problem 
that kids that do are just like them.” 

Paul Casey 

Paul Casey said the intent of Chap¬ 
ter 766 is to provide funds so that 
every individual can pursue their 
“maximum potential.” 

Costs of special education prog¬ 
rams should be addressed to the

state, said Casey. “I think it has to 
be provided by the state. Cities and 
towns, especially with Proposition 
2‘/<j, just don’t have the extra 
money,” he noted. 

Casey said, “Where Winchester is 
going to have a difficult time in the 
future is to provide 766, because — 
where does the money come from? 
The community can’t afford it. 
That’s where the state comes in.” 

Regionalization is another possi¬ 
ble solution to rising special educa¬ 
tion costs, said Casey. By combining 
programs with other towns, 
Winchester could save funds. 

Casey said the new preschool 
program would keep young children 
from being stigmatized because 
they have a learning disability, and 
would make regular education child¬ 
ren more accepting. 

John Looney 

With regard to state support of 
special education, John Looney said, 
“there are many things the state 
should do, many things the state 
hasn’t done. 

“The state should be paying 100 
percent of additional costs of special 
education,” he added. 

Looney noted that state and feder¬ 
al laws technically take care of 
children from age 3 to 21 in need of 
service. 

“The state has the obligation to 
educate the special needs students,” 
said Looney. 

Looney said he would support a 
system which included third party 
billing, so that school systems would 
derive funds from insurance agen¬ 
cies, rather than having costs borne 
by the communities. 

Combining special ed students 
with regular ed students is impor¬ 
tant developmentally, said Looney. 

“The ultimate goal of special edu¬ 
cation is to take students and, as 
much as possible, mainstream 
them,” said Looney. He added that 
he thinks programs such as that 
proposed for an integrated preschool 
“would be a fantastic process.” 

“You want, as much as is humanly 
possibly, for kids to function in a 
normal setting,” he said.

Dog fund secession debated

At last Thursday’s meeting of the 
committee on government regula¬ 
tion, the question of the night was, 
"should we or shouldn’t we?"— 
should Winchester secede from the 
county dog fund and handle dog 
licensing and registration on its own, 
or continue paying money into the 
county’s program? 

The answer, it was decided, 
requires additional research and 
discussion by committee members. 
After recitation of compiled data by 
the committee and discussion with 
the head of canine management of 
Middlesex County, Paul Meaney, the 
issue stands, as of yet, unresolved. 

The committee has questioned the 
worth of the dog fund from a finan¬ 
cial standpoint. As part of the 
research into the pros and cons of 
this fund, committee members have 
begun contacting officials from the 
eight cities and towns which have 
seceded from the fund in the last ten 
years to discuss the impact of their 


decision. 

Others leave fund 

It was reported by committee 
members that the towns of Burling¬ 
ton and North Reading have thus far 
been pleased with the financial bene¬ 
fits of their secession, citing no 
added costs over and above those 
imposed by the county. Additional 
towns and cities are being contacted 
for comment on this issue by the 
committee. 

Meaney also presented informa¬ 
tion and answered questions for the 
committee in an attempt to convince 
Winchester to stay in the program. 
Meaney noted that dog tags are 
bought by the fund in bulk, and 
therefore saves the county money. 
He also stated that other counties 
had increased the cost of licenses 
and tags, while the Middlesex Coun¬ 
ty has remained at a constant $3 to 
$6 per license. 

"The fund is extremely solvent,’’ 
says Meaney. At the end of each 
year the fund is wiped clean to zero 
dollars. From the $130,000 collected 


from the county in licensing fees and 
dog tag costs last year for example, 
$67,000 of that money went back to 
the towns. Meaney noted that on the 
average 46 to 62 percent of all funds 
are reverted back into each com¬ 
munity on an equal percentage rate. 

At the end of each year, Winches¬ 
ter receives their share of excess 
money in the form of a check to the 
town’s library. "There is no rollover 
with the fund,’’ says Meaney. 

He also noted that the fund per¬ 
forms needed services for the town 
that committee members and citi¬ 
zens may not have been aware of. 
From serum for the rabies clinic to 
the funds needed to care for injured 
animals whose owner is unknown, 
Meaney noted that the fund goes to 
work on these and other behind-the- 
scenes projects. 

Committee members are investi¬ 
gating the issue further and plan to 
speak with Winchester dog officer 
and meet again with additional 
information at the next meeting to 
make a decision.

The fiesta was again revived in 
1976, when "some of the offspring 
got together and decided to restore 
the feast,’’ Mercurio said. 

Tradition reborn 

The purpose was twofold: to con¬ 
tinue fundraising for a permanant 
structure to honor the Virgin Mary; 
and to reestablish the tradition of 
bringing families and neighbors 
together to remember their ancestry 
and give thanks for a good life. 

"In that light, we’ve been very 
successful. We have a lot of people 
who have moved out of town come 
back for the fiesta,’’ he said. 

This year, the fiesta will be held at 
the Skillings Field parking lot. Mer¬ 


curio said although the area is 
smaller that the previous Leonard 
Field site, he appreciates town sup¬ 
port for the feast. 

"Town officials, especially the 
superintendent and the school com¬ 
mittee, have really gone out of their 
way for us," said Mercurio.

TRINITY REP’S “BLACK COF¬ 
FEE” NOT YET PERKING BUT 
STILL FUN 

Trinity Summer Rep’s mounting 
of Agatha Christie’s "Black Coffee” 
was on slow drip rather than perk on 
opening night, but once the actors 
get into their roles, and some minor 
technical problems are sorted out, 
this Hercule Poirot murder mystery 
should prove enjoyable summer 
fare. 

The action takes place in 1934 at 
Abbot’s Cove, about 25 miles from 
London, at the country manor home 
of elderly Sir Claud Amory (David 
C. Jones), a brilliant wealthy scien¬ 
tist, who has just uncovered a for¬ 
mula for an explosive far more 
destructive than the atom bomb. 


He assembles all those under his 
roof in the mahogany-panelled 
library, orders all doors bolted, and 
then makes the startling revelation 
that his formula has been stolen 
from the safe and that he has called 
in Hercule Poirot to investigate the 
theft. 

Sir Claud instructs the butler to 
turn off the lights and requests that 
the formula — the sale of which tp 
the right parties would bring a 
pretty penny — be placed on th§ 
table. When the lights are turned on. 
Sir Claud is dead! Who is responsi¬ 
ble? 

Is it his nebulous, debt-ridden son 
Richard (Frederick Sullivan), who 
has been treated rather shabbily by 
his miserly father and who com¬ 
pares life under Sir Claud’s roost aS 
being caught in a spider’s web? Is'.it 
Richard’s tall, statuesque wife 
Lucia (Margot Dionne) with her 
mysterious, questionable past? Or is 
it the dead man’s spinster sister 
Miss Caroline (Barbara Orson), who 
has suffered the longest under his 
brother’s tyrannical rule? 

Margot Dionne, arresting as 
Lucia, and Barbara Orson, as the 
frumpy, inquisitive Caroline, both 
shine. Daniel Von Bargen is likeable 
and creates a convincing Poirot '

‘Boston Now’ captures city

For What’s UP 

Boston Now; Works On Paper is a 
fine gumbo—surprisingly hearty 
summer fare for viewers who have 
been bombarded with paper-as-a- 
medium shows in which tired, 
diluted ingredients leave the palate 
wanting. 

Institute of Contemporary Art 
(ICA) curators Elizabeth Sussman 
and David Joselit appear to have 
scouted every corner and niche of 
the Boston art community to come 
up with the 28 representative artists 
for the annual show that has come to 
be for many the equivalent of a local 
“Most-Likely-to-Succeed-or-Have- 
Succeeded-in-The-Visual-Arts” poll. 
It would be easy to berate the varie¬ 
ty and range of this year’s large 
exhibit as too obviously accomodat¬ 
ing the catholic incorporation of con¬ 
cerns, styles and directions of artists 
working in the area and in the 
medium. But it is precisely the effort 
to reach and to include very much of 
what is going on here that gives the 
show its conscience as well as such 
rich, full flavor. 

Since the exhibit is distinguished 
as a works on paper rather than a 
drawing show, we are relieved from 
pondering what is and what is not 
drawing-an issue that makes itself 
important for many of us every 
summer with the popular Boston 
Center for the Arts (BCA) Annual 
Boston Drawing Show. Even so, 
traditional drawing has long been a 
fundament of Boston area art, and 
its presence is felt in both obvious 
and subtle ways in the ICA exhibit. 

The narrow, horizontal landscapes 
of Marcia Lloyd are rendered in 
charcoal on paper, a humble-if not 
Sphrtan-choice of expression in light 
of current experimentation and mix¬ 
ing of mediums. Descriptive powers 
and eloquence of draftsmanship 
come to the fore in Lloyd’s expan¬ 
sive views, where high horizons 
allow her crisp marks to define and 
pattern the variances of terrain. 

Other two-dimensional black and 
white works characterized by tradi¬ 
tional formal underpinnings of 
drawing such as sensitivity to scale 
and manipulation of value toward 
spatial, emotive and decorative 
enSs, are those of Robert Ferran- 
dirtf, Jim Chiros, Leah De Prizio, 
Mario Kon, Chuck Holtzman and 
Alan Motch. 

J<on, Holtzman and Motch are 
sculptors, and their drawings are 
related to their sculpture. Perhaps 
one of the surprises of the show is 
that there are only two of the 28 
artists who exhibit three- 
dimensional work that is not wall- 
hung: Ellen Hothenberg’s paper cos¬ 
tumes and fans, in which newspaper 
and its "noise” play a role, have 
been part of her performance work; 
Ritsuko Taho’s contrastingly media- 
tive installation gives newspapers a 
differeni role in its content. Stacked 
along the black, stepped edges of a 


dark and dizzying space, the yel¬ 
lowed Boston Globes are silent 
residue of topical moments rele¬ 
gated to waste. 

The resorting and decontextuali- 
zation of imagery toward new sym¬ 
bols of meaning, that has become 
synonymous with the artist’s 
response to unsettling times, is very 
much in evidence at the ICA. And 
nowhere is the chord of that 
response struck with more intelli¬ 
gence and haunting representation 
than in the seven collages by Denise 
Dilnot. Vast and evocative spaces, 
defined by stalwart architectual 
ruins, are bereft of warmth or inti¬ 
macy. Vague references are made’ 
to human beings at war with their 
world, and ghosts of their presence 
remain in flag-like drapes and ban¬ 
ners that wave eerily in the stillness. 

The works of Frank Egloff, Ran- 
dolfo Rocha and Randal Thurston 
are larger than Dilnot’s, and the 
images-appropriated and disparate- 
are collaged in a more flattened and 
less illuslonistic way. The common 
denominator is a reach for new sym¬ 
bols to represent, through visual 
combinations, a world of increasing 
chaos and decreasing hope. 

The subject of chaos is given liter¬ 
al, narrative form in Kim Berman’s 
dark sequential prints of incidences 
of rage and oppression in South 
Africa. 

Such outwardly-directed moral 
commentary and reflections might 
well be a dominant theme of the 
show. An aspect of that theme is the 
symbolic language arrived at by 
artists James Hansen and Rachel 


Paxton to give form to a personal 
spiritual quest. In the case of 
Hansen, the series of more than 30 
identically-sized watercolors, in 
which shapes and colors are like a 
cast of characters, is a visual elegy 
for a friend who died of AIDS, and a 
social issue and abstract form are 
intensely personalized. 

References to art itself are sub¬ 
jects for the very funny wall of 
self-conciously framed and hung 
works by Cary Leibowitz and the 
sumptuous, painterly panels of Eli¬ 
zabeth Rosenblum. References to 
film and to the voyeurism inherent 
in our society, as represented by the 
photographer (or the person looking 
through the lens) strike us in the 
computer-print pictures of Bob 
Rosinsky, which we ourselves view 
through hand-held telescopes. 

Any good gumbo depends on a 
lively, often unpredictable mix of 
ingredients. Purists and cautious 
chefs falter. Boston Now: Works on 
Paper derives its fullness of flavor 
from a sturdy roux of consistent, 
serious work within a tradition plus 
an adventurous sampling of cur¬ 
rents that are affecting and chang¬ 
ing the way we look at things. 

The exhibition will be on view 
through Aug. 28. The Institute of 
Contemporary Art is located at 955 
Boylston St., Boston, and is open 11 
a.m. to 5 p.m. Wednesday through 
Sunday, and until 8 p.m. Thursdays 
and Fridays. Throughout the exhibi¬ 
tion, artists will speak about their 
work in the ICA galleries on Sundays 
at 2 p.m. Call Arts Information Line

The Edaville Railroad in South 
Carver has "picked” three 
weekends to invite residents to 
watch the bogs at Edaville yield an 
expected 35,000 barrels of berries. 

During the Cranberry Harvest 
Days, enjoy a narrated 5-1/2 mile 
train ride through the 2,000-acre 
plantation. This 45-minute excursion 
on steam and diesel trains allows 
everyone a first-hand view of the 
cranberry harvesting process. 

The bogs are flooded with water, 
and mechanical reels (resembling 
large egg beaters) are used to stir up 
the bottom, dislodging the cranber¬ 
ries. The fruit floats to the surface, 
forming a rolling and brilliant red 
mass of color. 

The Edaville Railroad was estab¬ 
lished in the 1940’s by Ellis D. 
Atwood, a prominant cranberry- 


grower. The name of the family fun 
park is derived from his initials. A 
train buff, Atwood first used locomo¬ 
tives to maintain and harvest his 
bogs but gradually opened the site to 
the public. 

Train rides, exhibits at the 
Museum of New England Heritage, 
a puppet show, enjoying the sounds 
of a Dixie Land band and riding an 
antique carousel, makes a full day at 
Edaville. 

Open daily during the cranberry 
harvest season Monday through Fri¬ 
day from 10 a.m. to 3 p.m., and 
Saturday, Sunday and holidays from 
10a.m. to 5 p.m. Park closes October 
24 but will reopen for Christmas 
Lights Festival on November 4. 

Most of the berries harvested at 
Edaville will be used to make juice 
or sauce. Visitors can purchase 
fresh cranberries while at Edaville 
Railroad.

library, the Jenks Senior Center, a 
restauraunt, a neighbor’s or friend’s 
house, or any public place that has 
air conditioning will provide much 
needed relief. 

Cool baths and showers are also a 
great way to find relief from the 
heat. Cool water removes excess 
body heat 25 times faster than cool 
air. If there is not time to take a 
bath, shower, or swim, run cold 
water over the wrists for a few 
minutes or place a cool washcloth on 
the forehead or back of the neck. 

Cool, loose-fitting, clothing, pro¬ 
vides greater comfort in summer 
heat, and it is advised to have a 
“buddy-system”. Team up with a 
neighbor or friend and check in on 
them, and have them check in on 
you. Above all what is most advised 
is to slow down, and not to try to

With heat from the summer sun 
relentlessly pounding down, people 
are always seeking ways to keep 
cool and beat the boat. 

Heat waves are not only terribly 
uncomfortable, but in extreme cases 
have proven fatal. 

Paula Koppel, a registered nurse 
and general nurse practitioner at 
Winchester Hospital, is the geronto¬ 
logical clinical specialist. Dealing 
primarily with elder patients, she 
said, “Older adults, people with 
chronic illnesses, and those who are 
overweight are the most affected. 
What research has told us, is that 
these typ>es of people, are less able to 
handle ‘thermal stress.”’ 

On extremely hot days, Koppel 
recommends drinking lots of fluids 
and avoiding alchoholic, carbonated 
and caffinated drinks, since they dry 
more water out of the body. Fruit 
juices and water are most highly 
recomended. In addition, eating 
cool, light meals is beneficial, as hot, 
heavy meals can add more heat to 
your body. 

Koppel said beverages with a high 
sodium content are also not recom¬ 
mended, as high blood-pressure is a 
major problem among older adults. 

For the elderly on extremely hot 
days, Koppel advised going to an 
air-conditioned building, if air condi¬ 
tioning is not available in the home. 
Shopping malls, movie theaters, the

accomplish too many tasks on a hot 
day. 

Some warning signs of heat stroke 
are feeling extremely hot, loss of 
appetite, difficulty breathing, dizzi¬ 
ness, nausea, and vomiting. If you 
arc experiencing such symtoms and 
they persist, seek help. 

Lisa Rengucci of Winchester Hos¬ 
pital’s pediatrics department said 
parents should be aware of young 
children in the heat, specifically 
those under the age of one year. 

“One of the old wive’s tales you 
hear is that kids need to have hats on 
them to protect them from the sun. 
Well, it’s true,” she said. 

Because an infant’s head is so 
much larger in proportion to the rest 
of it’s body, Rengucci said they give 
off a lot of heat through their head, 
and can actually lose too much heat. 


Rengucci also advised parents to 
beware of problems children with 
lung disease or heart problems may 
encounter in the warm weather. She 
suggested such children should slow 
down and restrict their physical 
activity.

Shame can turn schooling into pain 

Parental actions can spare their children from the humiliations that ruin learning

Why is my name on the board?” A 
student’s heart races and his face 
turns ashen white when he walks 
into a classroom and sees, in thick, 
yellow chalk, his name printed on 
the board. 

The bell rings and the teacher 
announces to the class that the stu¬ 
dents whose names are on the board 
will stay after school for study hall 
because they flunked the test. Such a 
situation in school can cause a child 
to feel ashamed. The teacher is 
trying to be efficient and perhaps 
does not realize that this action can 
be causing irreparable emotional 
damage to the students involved. 

Dr. Gershen Kaufman, in his book 
“Shame”, discusses how shame 
emerges. He says “...whenever 
someone significant to us, and 
whenever another’s caring, respect, 
and valuing matter, the possibility 
for generating shame emerges.” 
This is because when another person 
becomes significant to us, an inter¬ 
personal bridge is built. The 
teacher-student relationship repre¬ 
sents a significant relationship since 
a child desires the teacher’s respect 
and approval. 

According to Dr. Kaufman, this 
interpersonal bridge is built upon 
certain expectations which we as 
individuals have come to accept and 
depend upon. At any time when 
these expectations are not met, this 
bridge can be servered. The trusting 
relationship between the significant 
person and the child is then 
destroyed. 

When a child see his name on the 
board, right away he feels he has

done something wrong, because 
teachers usually put names on the 
board to identify students who have 
had to stay after school for negative 
reasons like detention. 

When a child’s name is broadcast 
on the loudspeaker to come to the 
principal’s office, it can signify the 
same thing. He thinks he has done 
something wrong and is no longer 
respected or approved of. 

What happens next? This student 
feels he has been exposed to the 
whole class as a failure. His teacher 
has let him down. What will be do? 
Dr. Kaufman feels children who 
have been shamed can react be 
developing patterns of behavior or 
defenses so that they will not con¬ 
tinue to feel a sense of worthlessness 
or shame. 

Students can develop behavioral 
characteristics such as rage, con¬ 
tempt, striving for perfection, trans¬ 
ferring blame, becoming an 
extreme critic or internally with¬ 
drawing can develop as defenses to 
protect themselves from experienc¬ 
ing that feeling of shame again. So 
this boy could say, “I hate that 
teacher” and enter a war with that 
teacher based on contempt, thus 
destroying the relationship by mak¬ 
ing the teacher unimportant. 

Another student may cause a dis¬ 
ruption in the classroom to release 
rage, or a student later on might 
become a perfectionist by over¬ 
studying for test, or perhaps deve¬ 
loping test phobia. 

All of these behaviors attempt to 
help the child avoid becoming vul¬ 
nerable ever again so that he/she 


does not have to feel ashamed. Wish¬ 
ing to avoid painful situations, this 
child can create huge barriers to 
success resulting in isolation, discip¬ 
line problems, possibly dropping out 
of school, extreme shyness, working 
below his/her potential or becoming 
highly stressed and anxious in 
school. 

How can parents prevent this from 
happening? First of all parents need 
to be aware of what causes shame. 
Shame is passed on from generation 
to generation by negative communi¬ 
cation patterns such as sarcasm. 

Another way is by a parent’s 
actions, such as continuously break¬ 
ing promises, promising to take his 
son to a ballgame and completely 
forgetting even to come home. Also, 


shame can be produced by a parent 
who ignores a child’s presence and 
does not respond to a child’s 
questions. 

Second, parents need to learn how 
to avoid shaming their children. 
Shame can be avoided when the 
persons who have been depended 
upon can openly admit their part in 
activating shame, admit their 
imperfect humaness and enable the 
child to genuinely understand there 
is nothing wrong with him/her. 

Parents need to monitor regularly 
what goes on at school; go to the 
open house; meet the teachers, prin¬ 
cipal, and other staff. Then, if 
there is a problem, do something 
about it immediately. 


Special pre-school 
program receives 
state funding

188 grant money to develop and 
implement an integrated pre-school 
program. The intergration will 
involve special needs children non 
special needs children, and will be 
housed at the Lynch Elementary 
School. 

The program will be designed to 
include two classes, with 15 children 
in each class. Each class will be 
comprised of 51 percent of the gener¬ 
al population, children with no spe¬ 
cial needs, and 49 percent special 
needs population, children with mild 
to moderate special needs ie. lan¬ 
guage difficulties, developmental 
delays, etc. 

The goal of the program is three¬ 
fold; to service special needs child¬

“It’s taken a great deal of work and cooperation from 
the members,” he said. “They do an excellent job and 
the whole town seems to be behind it.” 

Dr. Smith, a pediatric anesthesiologist who first became 
involved with the center 3 years ago as director of the 
Health Committee, is serving his second year as president 
of the Winchester Seniors Association. 

“The purpose is to meet the problems of aging, health, 
loneliness and financial problems intelligently and brave¬ 
ly,” he said. “We attempt to provide seniors with incen¬ 
tive and potentiality.” 

Dr, Smith considers his role as ' ‘just sort of keeping the 
wheels spinning.” “I came in after all was in motion,” 
he said. ^‘Everything is going in spite of me, not because 
of me.” 

A native Winchesterite who is the father of 3 and grand¬ 
father of 8, Dr. Smith enjoys traveling, natural history and 
gardening with his wife Margaret in his spare time.

Emanuel S. Criscionc, (50. of Trini¬ 
ty Road died on Aug. 12 from inju¬ 
ries suffered in an automobile acci¬ 
dent at the intersection of 
Cambridge Street and Everett 
Avenue. 

(’riscione's Oldsmobile coupe was 
involved in a collision at 0:10 p.m. 
with a Ford pickup truck driven by a 
VVoblirn man. according to police. 
Police reports indicate that the 
Winchester man’s car was broad¬ 
sided as he negotiated the turn onto 
Cambridge Street from Everett 
Avenue. 

Patrolmen Joseph O’Conner and 
James Cogan along with Sgt. Fred 
Cammon were dispatched to the 
scene of the accident. Criscione was 
transported to by ambulance to 
Winchester Hospital, where he was 
pronounced dead later that night. 

The driver of the pickup, a 
22-year-old Woburn man, was unin¬ 
jured.

Planning board members are con¬ 
sidering a proposal for independent 
elderly housing through the use of 
overlay zoning. 

John Connery of Connery and 
Associates presented the board with 
a proposal he said addresses the 
needs of the board for creating 
elderly housing. However, Connery 
said he feels his plan requires a 
degree of “fine-tuning.” Through a 
series of public hearings and meet¬ 
ings, the plan will be further refined 
before the proposal goes to Town 
Meeting in the fall. 

The zoning change also requires 
the planning board’s approval 
before the proposal can advance. 

Connery emphasized the unique¬ 


ness of this project, specifically to 
Winchester. The project is a month¬ 
ly rental and service package for the 
elderly, ages 62 and older. The pro¬ 
ject would have a 65 percent open 
space ratio and, “a rural low density 
feel,” said Connery. 

This housing plan would also 
include retail services which would 
be available to the residents of the 
project. The plan would not, howev¬ 
er include a health care facility on 
the site. 

Residents will be, “buying the 
lifestyle” said Connery. The project 
would consist of 120 units and a 
proposed site is located on Pond 
Street. 

Connery stressed that, “The plan¬ 
ning board must feel comfortable

Candidates seek votes of elderly 

Stress transportation, health care at Monday meeting with seniors

Senior cili/ens’ issues were the 
talk of the day Monday for candi¬ 
dates for state representative. 

Republican William O’Leary 
along with Democrats Paul Casey. 
Todd Cronan and John Looney 
addressed senior citizens at a forum 
sponsored by the Westley Tenant’s 
Association at the Westley Street 
apartments. Transportation, health 
care and crime were among the 
issues raised by candidates and 
members of the audieiK-e. 

While candidates expressed con¬ 
cern for individual issues, all men¬ 
tioned the importance of being 


accessible to consitulenis. 

Casey outlined three bills current¬ 
ly lac ing the legislature he feels are 
of importance to senior citizens in 
town. Individually, the three pieces 
of legislation would allow the spouse* 
of a nursing home resident to retain 
$12.()()() of the couple s combined 
annual income, increase access for 
home health care and more clearly 
define laws prohibiting nursing 
homes from discriminating against 
Medicaid patients. 

Cronan said being accessible and 
available is a sign llnd a representa¬ 
tive “has done a good job. The state 
representative is your direct link to 
the legislature. You need an 
advocate” 


Public forums on major i.ssues 
was one way Cronan citeci for keep¬ 
ing in touch with constituents. In 
addition, he advocated holding regu¬ 
lar office hours in town. 

“You need someone who’s going to 
be there for you.” he added. 

(’ronan said he has a “very per- 
.sonal stake’’ in the i.ssue of crimes 
against the elderly, since his late 
grandmother was assaulted when 
she was in her (iOs. Cronan helped set 
up the Middlesex County Elderly 
Crime Task Force, which teaches 
the elderly how to avoid being vic¬ 
timized by flim-flam artists. 

Looney said an overriding concern 
to him was skyrocketing costs for 
those on fixed incomes. With fast 


rising taxes, health care costs and 
home care costs, the elderly face 
potential loss of lifetime .savings. 

“I know what it’s tike to pay (axes, 
to pay tuitions, to live on a fixed 
income. ” said Looney. 

As a Town Meeting member, Loo¬ 
ney was active during the votes to 
create public housing for the elderly 
in town. 

0’I.,eary said he understood prob¬ 
lems facing the elderly. His 90-year- 
old grandmother had to sell her 
house to a cousin, who put the money 
in a bank account to help pay for her 
$3.00()-a-week home care costs. 

“A lot of people worked hard to

Water rates make some users 

While resi(dents find inequities in new rate structure, officials

Residents are concerned that 
drinking a glass of water in August 
is somehow costing more than it did 
in January. 

The new water rates passed in 
Town Meeting last spring were put 
into effect July 1, but some residents 
complain that these rates foster ine¬ 
quities in the billing process. 

The item in question, Article 5, 
states that any bill mailed after July 
1 would be charged at the new rate. 
Therefore, residents in that billing 
cycle are paying the new rate for 
water consumed back through 
January. 


Assistant Town Manager Mark 
Twogood noted that the language in 
the bill was clear, and that the intent 
and process of the rate change was 
stated directly. According to the 
article, “The rates will be effective 
July 1, 1988, therefore all bills mail¬ 
ed out on or after that date will be 
subject to the new rates.” 

“A hand-out was passed around on 
article five which explained the 
motion,” said Twogood. He noted 
that since the change was in the 
rates and not the actual billing 
cycles, some people are paying 
more than others. 

Citizens affected by this change 


have reacted to the most recent 
billing with letters and phone calls 
expressing their discontent. “In 
terms of letters, we’ve received 
maybe a half a dozen,” said Two¬ 
good. He also noted that many of the 
complaints would have been chan¬ 
neled directly to the department of 
public works. 

Muggia sees "no im*((ulty” 

Selectman Judith Muggia said 
there is really no inequity in the 
billing, because the cost of water to 
the town began to increase around 
the beginning of the year. Therefore 
people in the January to July billing, 
herself included, are paying for the 
water at a fair rate, she noted. “If 


we start returning money, they’ll 
(residents) be paying less for water 
which cost more,” added Muggia. 

“Some people feel they should be 
reimbursed,” she said. However, 
she also noted that 3,000 meters are 
involved in this most recent billing 
cycle and that a rebate would run in 
the vicinty of $2.50,000 to $300,0(8). 


As far as water rates in this area 
Muggia pointed out that costs are 
low, and said, “New England lakes 
water for granted.” The only way to 
make people conserve water is to 
have separate billings, as opposed to 
the old method of building water

do not 

charges into the tax rate, added 
Muggia. 

New meters cost more 

The cost to residents however who 
were encouraged to have new 
meters installed due to their own 
large water consumption is, “the 
only inequity,” notes Muggia. 
“That’s something we’ll (select¬ 
men) have to deal with...to try to do 
something equitable.” 

The conflict over the billing pro¬ 
cess continues, however and no set¬ 
tlement has been made as of yet. 
Twogood noted the motion will be on 
the selectman’s docket at the Sept. 7 
meeting.

What can be done to deal with skyrocketing auto insurance premiums? 


As part of its coverage of the 1988 
election contest for state representa¬ 
tive, the Star will publish this regu¬ 
lar “Issue of the Week” feature, 
giving candidates the opportunity to 
provide brief, unrehearsed answers 
to questions prepared by the editor¬ 
ial staff. 

This week, candidates were 
asked: What, if anything, can be 
done to deal with skyrocketing auto 
insurance costs? 

William O’Leary 

O’Leary said the first step toward 
dealing with rising insurance rates 
is to decrease the number of claims 
fbr auto theft, “which means we 
have to have increased resources for 
the police.” 

The major problem is in retrieving 
stolen cars, said O’Leary. “We need 
to try and help our law enforcement 
officers and work with state, local 
and federal officers,” he noted. 

In order to cut down on these 
losses, O’Leary said there must be 
stronger penalties for people who 
disasseble cars to resell parts. 

As far as the personal injury side 
of insurance is concerned, “I feel 
that the insurance crisis is not a 
legitimate crisis,” said O’Leary. “I 
feel the insurance companies are 
asking Massachusetts companies to 
pay too much. The good should not 
have to pay for the bad.” 

Under the present system, every¬ 
one pays the same, which is not fair, 
said O’Leary. 

“I’m not anti-business and I’m not 
anti-insurance, but I don’t think 
there’s any way you can ask a fami¬ 
ly with two cars to pay $2,000 a year 
(in insurance),” said O’Leary. 

“Concentrate on law enforcement 
for auto theft and chop shops, and

some type of competitive rate struc¬ 
ture. I would not agree with the 
cunent measure to raise the tort 
threshold for personal injury,” said 
O’Leary. He noted that the measure 
has been defeated by the present 
legislature, but may resurface. 

In addition, O’Leary said he advo¬ 
cates a strong driver education 
program as well as strict penalties 
for those who have proven they are 
irresponsible drivers. 

A decrease in claims will lead to 
an increase in profits, resulting in 
insurance companies maintaining 
premiums at a reasonable level, 
said O’Leary. 

Paul Casey 

Paul Casey said the real burden 
falls to people who have safe driving 
records. 

“Insurance companies are saying 
there are too many false claims and 
too many bad drivers. I don’t buy 
it,” said Casey. He said insurance 
companies have to increase rates to 
those who are the prime offenders. 

“The burden should be on those 
who are poor drivers,” he said. How¬ 
ever, he added that he does not think 
the solution to the problem is easy, 
since there is such a strong insur¬ 
ance lobby in the legislature. 

Casey said other states have lower 
rates primarily due to better enfor¬ 
cement. “The major cause of skyr¬ 
ocketing insurance rates is thefts,” 
said Casey. Greater law enforce¬ 



ment will eliminate this problem, he 
added. 

In addition, insurance companies 
should have greater incentive prog¬ 
rams for people to ride public trans¬ 
portation or carpool. 

Referring to the registry of motor 
vehicles as a “bureaucratic night¬ 
mare,” Casey said the service pro¬ 
cess should be made easier. 

“If you facilitate the service pro¬ 
cess, you’re going to have less 
waste. By providing better service, 
and less waste, in the long run, you’ll 
have lower costs,” he said. 

Casey also advocated opening up 
the insurance market to allow small¬ 
er insurance companies to compete 
with larger ones, which could be 
accomplished through deregulation. 

However, he said insurance com¬ 
panies “do have to be regulated in 
the sense that people can’t be ripped 
off.” 

John Looney 

John Looney said part of the prob¬ 
lem of skyrocketing auto insurance 
costs is found in the way violations 
are dealt with. 

“The right to drive an automobile 
is a privilege accorded to us by the 
state. It would appear to me that

privilege can be withheld with just 
reason,” said Looney, such as is 
done in the case of drunk drivers. 

The problem also stems from the 
courts and their treatment of offen¬ 
ders, said Looney. Too often, victims 
of auto accidents are required to 
return to court multiple times before 
their case is even heard, he noted. 

“The appeals system is abused. 
We have to tighten up the enforce¬ 
ment of the court system,” he 
added. 

Frivilous suits should be elimi¬ 
nated, he added. However, Looney 
said individuals should be able to sue 
to cover medical expenses and lost 
wages. Awards for pain and suffer¬ 
ing should be marked at a minimum 
threshold. 

“The other option would be to cap 
fees that attorneys collect in liability 
cases,” he said. 

Moreover, by changing the crimi¬ 
nal code and making penalties stric¬ 
ter for stealing, torching or wreck¬ 
ing cars, collections can be reduced. 

“If you’re going to do anything 
about skyrocketing auto insurance, 
you have to look at liability and 
collision,” he said; liability in terms 
of legal fees and subrogating claims, 
and collision in terms of reexamin¬ 
ing statutes concerning the severity

of the crime. 

“Maybe we have to take some 
people off the road,” he added. 

Todd Cronan 

Todd Cronan said he is a strong 
supporter of certain reforms of the 
1988 bills with regard to auto 
insurance. 

Specifically, Cronan said he sup¬ 
ports proposals which are targeted 
at penalizing drivers through insur¬ 
ance rates by differentiating 
between good and bad drivers. In 
addition, he supports measures 
which seek to cut down on fraud on 


insurance claims, such as by pena 
lizing auto body repair shops which 
aid people seeking false claims. 

“Unfortunately, the bill did no 
pass; in part, I believe because i 
was not given high enough priority 
by the legislative leadership,” sak 
Cronan. He noted that the legisla 
ture has concentrated more on 
health care and budgetary matters. 

“Clearly, the impact (of increas 
ing auto insurance rates) is beinf 
felt by everyone across the state 
particularly the working family, 
said Cronan. With increases in insur¬ 
ance costs and water bills, and 
reduced returns in taxes, Cronan 
noted families have a tough time 
“Auto insurance is one area we can 
make changes,” he noted. 

By decreasing the number of auto 
accident disputes, and keeping them 
within the claims process and out of 
the court system, Cronan said the 
cost of all insurance would be 
lowered. 

“Good lawyers do not need bad 
accident cases to make money,” he 
said. 

By penalizing bad drivers, lower¬ 
ing systems costs and reducing 
fraudulent insurance claims, Cro¬ 
nan said the state may be able to get 
a handle on auto insurance costs 
which are “getting exorbitant.”

We must have water

mcndous amount ol allcnlion to vita¬ 
mins and minerals, invisible in our 
lood. while water, a nutrient 
retjuired in large amounts lor health 
and well-being, is not given much 
publicity because it is taken lor 
granted. 

In the August. I‘)H7 edition ol Pre¬ 
vention Magazine, Hans Fisher says 
that. “life without water is impossi- 
l)Ie. It is a carrier — a waterway 
from one part of the body to another 
- for nutrients as well as metabolic 
waste products. It is necessary as an 
aid in digestion and is a very impor¬ 
tant factor in the energy and heat 
balance of our bodies.” 

A limited intake of water sets the 
stage for a number of health risks. It 
is a detoxifying agent, flushing tox¬ 
ins out of the system. Low water 
intake is linked to an increased risk 
of kidney stones. In addition, both 
dehydration and wrinkling of skin 
are due to lack of water. 

PJvery minute of the day and night, 
the body loses water when breath is 
expelled. A little more than a pint of 
water a day is lost through the skin 
in perspiration, the body’s mechan¬ 
ism to maintain and control a con¬ 
stant body temperature. Water is 
lost through excretion, about I 1/2 
(juarts per day through urine formed 
by the kidneys. 

We cannot store water in our 
bodies. In a very hot climate, we 
might survive for only two days 
without it. Humans can go much 
longer without food. We obtain water 
from the fluids we drink, the food we 
eat and from water formed in the 
body from the metabolism of pro¬ 
tein, fat and carbohydrate. It is 
important for good health to drink at 
least six eight ounce glasses of water 
per day. 

The elderly are highly susceptible 
to dehydration which means they 
should drink an ample amount of 
water whether they feel thirsty or 
not. The high protein intake of most 
Americans makes a plentiful water 
intake important. It is needed to help 
to clear the kidneys of protein waste 
products that can be eliminated only 
through urine. 

Both hard water and soft water 
have an effect on the heart. Hard 
water contains calcium carbonate 
and usually magnesium. Soft water 
has much lower calcium and magne¬ 
sium content. Toxic metals, such as 
lead and cadmium, are often present 
in old iron pipes and may he harmful 
to the heart. 

To avoid problems, one is advised 
to have a hard-water line connected 
to the cold-water kitchen faucet. 
Installing a water filter helps by 
removing heavy metals. Another 
approach is to use bottled water in 
an area where acidic soft water is 
found.

There’s a real challenge in bathing 
or swimming at an urban beach this 
summer. Nineteen Boston area 
beaches are lively with pollution and 
the risk of infection such as 
gastroenteritis, a condition borne by 
human feces in sewage, is one of the 
contagious conditions. 

There is a hazardous stew of pol¬ 
lutants in Boston Harbor, more than 
anywhere else, hut all along the 
coastal areas there is danger of 
infection. 

A slumbering giant of research 
talent is just beginning to awaken to 
begin to deal with some pressing 
problems in both Massachusetts and 
(’ape (’od hays. Larry 'I’ye, a writer 
for The Boston Globe, says that H2 
percent of the fin fish in Boston 
Harbor are deceased and 22 percent 
have visible tumors. 

Lobsters in the inner harbor have 
high levels of cancer-causing FC^Bs, 
a chemical once used widely in the 
electrical industry, but which has 
now been harmed. As a I'esult, resi¬ 
dents ai*e advised to avoid eating 
tomale.

1 ‘ess. it will he safer to enjoy the 
beaches by viewing the beauties of 
the ocean rather than swimming in 
it.

Does anyone hear 
America’s teens?

In the summer of 1988, a presiden¬ 
tial candidate from Massachusetts 
has made this state’s employment 
statistics page one campaign news. 
However, on the subject of youth 
employment, politicians across the 
political spectrum have remained 
conspicuously silent.

He’ll bring u.s back to w'hen 
you could reminsce without feeling 
compelled to talk to a priest...or a 
securities investigator.

Kid in the pin¬ 
stripes. I couldn’t help but 
notice...Correct me if I’m wrong but 
you are waving a wad of dollar bills 
under your nose.

Let’s change the electoral process 

Remove private funding and restore sanity to. presidential politics

It’s time to re-invent presidential 
elections. 

Where does it say in the Constitu¬ 
tion that a presidential election 
should take almost two years? In 
which Founding Father’s tract does 
it even allude to a presidential selec¬ 
tion process which has a first step of 
raising millions of dollars? 

Neither Jefferson, Madison nor 
any of our political progenitors 
would be gesticulating wildly about 
our present presidential election 
process. Nor would have philoso¬ 
phers John Locke or Baron Montes¬ 
quieu been elated about this elon¬ 
gated and cash-conscious spectacle. 

However, Adam Smith or John 
Maynard Keynes may have been 
enthusiastic, because presidential 
primaries and subsequent cam¬ 
paigns are essentially economic 
development projects. The candi¬ 
dates hrst of all solicit millions of 
dollars from individuals and groups. 
Next, if qualified, they can receive 
even more funds from the Federal 
Election Commission (FEC). 

It’s an income-transfer program: 
money flows from our income tax 
checkoff to a federal bureaucracy 
which takes its administrative cut, 
and then passes on what is left to the 
candidates. As an economic develop¬ 
ment project, it has helped to create 
thousands of new jobs, and upgraded 
old ones. 

TV gets most of the pass-through 
funds. Then travel agencies and air¬ 
lines get their slice of political pie — 
coming in just ahead of those go-fors 
who used to do their menial tasks for 
future considerations. 

There are now about 5,000 enter¬ 


prises in the Yellow Pages under 
“Political Consulting.” Some of 
them offer a complete line of ser¬ 
vices ranging from cosmetics for 
on-camera appearances to polling 
and other more insidious forms of 
constituency manipulation. Thus, 
the checkoff and FEC have been 
monetarily intriguing: but what 
have they done to our politics? 

The current system keeps a large 
group of qualified candidates from 
getting into the arena. It physically 
and emotionally exhausts those who 
enter the “marathon.” And worst of 
all, it puts a price on the office. 

If it were just the money, the case 
for changing the system might not 
be sufficiently compelling. But con¬ 
sider the case of the FEC and its 
productivity record. 

When we give money to our gov¬ 
ernment, tradition has it that we 
must create a bureacracy to regu¬ 
late the inward and outward flow. 
Next, as is their want, the agency 
writes the rules and regulations 
under which they will operate. This 
is quickly followed by the harrowed 
cries of the boobus bureacratics: 
“We don’t have enough staff to do 
the job.” 

Their pleas become a self- 
fulfilling prophecy, because they 
srjn get behind in their work. For 
example, a few days ago, FEC fined 
the John Glenn (D.Ohio) presiden¬ 
tial committee a few thousand dol¬ 
lars because they had violated the 
expenditure limits of their (Hold 
your hat!) 1984 campaign. Glenn is 
millions of dollars in debt from that 
political orbit, and a fine of a few 
thousand is not going to make much, 
if any, of an impact on his present 
behavior. 


However, for our purposes here 
assume that the illegal Glenn cam¬ 
paign behavior of circa 1984, had 
made the critical difference and 
helped him with the nomination and 
then the election. Would we fine a 
sitting president? Ahem! Would we 
bearaucratically breathe a single 
slightly pejorative word about his 
crime if he were commander-in¬ 
chief? 

By the time the FEC ascertains 
that there has been a violation, the 
perpetrators are either in the White 
House or on a boat to Bimini. 

Thus, we have yet another inept 
organization that is years behind in 
their paper work. Further, we have 
a presidential selection process 
which may make sense only to eco¬ 
nomists. We also have potential can¬ 
didates who will not take the step 
because they are mere mortals and 
not marathoners. So, what to do? 

First of all, abolish the FEC. Next, 
make it a federal crime for anyone 
to raise even one dollar to run for the 
presidency. We will need some 
monies, however, so make the 
income tax dollar checkoff mandat¬ 
ory. These funds are to be sent, 
directly, to the US Treasury for 
counting and putting into a trust 
fund until the next election at which 
time they will be sent — minus the 
clerk’s salary to keep track of the 
funds and write the check — to 
Public TV. 

In this system, there would be no 
bumper stickers, no pollsters, no 
clever pins, no funny hats. What 
there would be, for a specified time 
of about 90 days, is public TV presen¬ 
tations, on alternative nights during 
prime time, of potential candidates. 

Each potential candidate would 


have “X” hours, depending upon the • 
size of the field, to present his or her 
case. At the end of the 90 days, there 
would be a two-week cooling-off per¬ 
iod. Then comes a same-day nation-^ 
al primary. If no candidate from - 
either party got a simply majority of; 
their party’s votes, there would be, • 
after two more weeks of public TV,l! 
another election until there were tvvo^- 
just remaining aspirants. 

That period would be followed by a^ 
month-long prime time Public TV! 
campaign. It would alternate the; 
two candidates for four nights a 
week until the second Tuesday of; 
November.

law, the FBI can simply arrest 
them. We could put the FEC out of 
their misery. 

FEC bureacrats won’t be able to 
get behind in their work because 
there will not be any of “them” or; 
“work” to get behind in. 

However, there is a downside to 
this proposed system. Public TV, 
during an election year, would not be 
able to have as many shows which 
demonstrate the various ways to 
slice carrots and zucchini. Also, we 
might miss some of the nuances and 
double entendres of those terribly 
clever British detective stories.

In Nicaragua, no 
news is not good 
news, says Moore

In his column “What makes news” 
in the Aug. 4 edition of The Star. 
Roger L. Kay states, “Murder in 
Latin America or Harlem rarely 
makes the news because it is a 
steady-state phenomenon.” I would 
like to suggest that at least in Nicar¬ 
agua since the cease-fire it is the 
very steady-state aspect of continu¬ 
ing contra violence which should 
make it new'sworthy. 

Innocent readers, not understand¬ 
ing the self censorship practiced by 
the media, assume that no news is 
good news. I too might be lulled into 
a.ssuming that all is peace in Nicar¬ 
agua if I did not subscribe to the 
Witness for Peace Nicaragua Hot¬ 
line. The Aug. 4 edition headlines the 
Aug. 2 attack by the contras, with 
bullets and mortars, on the daily 
Bluefields-Rama commuter boat 
carrying 200 civilian passengers. 
Surely, had it occured anywhere in 
the world but Nicaragua, such an 
attack by a heavily armed group 
with intent to kill civilians and sink 
the boat carrying them would be 
front page news. Since there were 
only 29 casualties apparently it is 
only “gray-area news.” 

This edition of the Hotline, which 
reports only incidents which have 


been verified with North Americans 
speaking with eye witnesses, reports 
four other incidents in July of contra 
attack on civilians. If these were 
routinely reported by our new's 
media, lawmakers debating 
resumption of lethal aid to the con¬ 
tras might well ponder just who is 
likely to be the target of arms which 
they would ship down.

Nothing will probably seem more 
fitting, during this 350th Anniver¬ 
sary year in Winchester, than hav¬ 
ing the warm traditions of our annu¬ 
al Feast of the Assumption rise 
Phoenix-like on its early Shore Road 


site after a hiatus of nearly 40 years. 

Youthful memories of those 
mid-1940’s feasts were the many 
stalls, rides and arcades lining both 
sides of Shore Road — right up to 
Nelson Street. The railroad tracks 
were still at grade level then and 
most of the rides backed up to the B 
& M property. 

The unique aroma composed of 
popcorn, taffy apples, sausages - 
and even the grease used on the 
ancient gasoline Eli engines that ran 
each ride, mixed with the excite¬ 
ment of the crowd and unforgettable 
music from the merry-go-round 
organ with its drums, tamborines, 
and pipes. Adding the sounds of the 
Roma Band, a never-to-be-forgotten 
montage of color was created which 
has survived over the years. 

The religious aspect of the celeb¬ 
ration was underscored each time 
youthful eyes looked up in awe to the 
beautiful face of the Blessed Mother 
— who seemed to look serenely down 
on the crowd with an expression of 
quiet approval. 

If memory serves, the fireworks 
were set off on a swampy land 
across the pond. Much of the land 
there, on the edges of Black Ball 
Pond was filled land (it was, for a 
time, the town dump) and those who 
stayed for the fireworks had to 
brave tribes of huge mosquitoes who 
claimed the sqampy area as their 
own. Those who were not bitten into 


submission usually arrived home 
with wet feet from standing too long 
in one spot on the sqampy land. 

Forty years later, standing at 
nearly the same spot, one is there — 
but not really!! The railroad is now 
20 feet in the air, on one side, and the 
huge brick high school sits in the 
boggy parts of Black Ball Pond on 
the other side. 

The familiar peaks of some of the 
old houses on Spruce and Nelson 
Streets provoke remembrances of 
earlier times — but the most striking 
thing is that the Feast of the 
Assumption has lost none of its vigor 
and color. It even smells the same!! 

The Italo-American community of 
Winchester, and the Society of The 
Assumption of The Blessed Virgin 
Mary are to be highly commended 
for preserving and infusing new life 
into this old and colorful local 
institution 

It seems proper to thank Mr. John 
Mercurio, too, for his perserverance 
in the face of seemingly insurmount¬ 
able odds — which have all been 
happily resolved with the return, 
during our 350th Anniversary year, 
of the feast to its earlier Shore Road 
home.

lions to the National Register of 
Historic Places. These homes were 
chosen because they have contri¬ 
buted to the community either 
through their architectural quali- 
tites or for their historical 
significance. 

Director of Preservation and 
Planning fornlie Massachusetts His¬ 
toric Commission .Jim Bradley noted 
the register allows communities to 
list, protect and preserve properties 
which they feel are significant to the 
town’s history and character. 

Betsy Friedberg, national register 
director, explained various perks of 
the register, including the protection 
of listed properties from federal pro¬ 
jects such as highway and roadway 
renovations. 

Friedberg also noted that owners 
of homes listed on the national regis¬ 
ter, either as included in a district or 
individually listed, are under no obli¬ 
gation and can make alterations to 
tbeir home as they see fit. 

In addition, there is a 20 percent 
investment lax credit available to 
such properties on the list which are 
income-producing, she said. 
Moreover, a slate grant program is 
available which provides construc¬ 
tion grants to these homeowners. 

A community wide survey has 
resulted in. “the culmination of his¬ 
toric districts and individually nomi¬ 
nated areas," said Friedberg. The 
Winchester commission, headed by 
Marianne O’Brien, has nominated 
:t63 properties, including 57 individu¬ 
al properties and the properties con¬ 
tained in five historic districts. 

In September, the state review 
board will make their decision on 
these nominations and duly notify 
the local commission and the town 
selectman. 

"We are quite confident that we 
can shepherd the nominations 
through to a happy conclusion," said 
Freidberg.

Getting Oriented 


Asian Export 
Art Wing at the 
Peabody Museum

For What's Up 

One of the great eras in the history 
of America’s early maritime trade 
with Asia is being celebrated at the 
Peabody Museum of Salem’s Asian 
Export Arts Wing, which opened to 
the public last May. The exhibition, 
which contains what may be the 
single most important collection of 
decorative and useful objects made 
in Asia for export to Western mark¬ 
ets, covers a period of 500 years, 
from the 15th to the 20th centuries. If 
you have never been to the Peabody 
Museum, now is a good time for a 
visit. 

Encompassing three floors adja¬ 
cent to the existing museum com¬ 
plex at East India Square in the 
heart of downtown Salem, the Asian 
Export Wing features galleries of 
porcelain, silver, gold, pewter, hard¬ 
wood and lacquer furniture, and 
paintings. The 1,000 objects that 
made up the core exhibition were 
taken from the collection’s 10,000 
objects. Not only are China and 
Japan represented, but India, Sri 
Lanka, Indonesia, and the 
Philippines. 

The term "Asian Export Art" was 
originated by curators at the Pea¬ 
body Museum. Brought to the West 
by shipmasters and merchants who 
traded with these countries during 
the great "Age of Sail,’’ the goods 
are distinctly Asian in materials, 
techniques, and often, decorative 
motifs. However, Western form and 
decorative pattrens were often 
embodied in the work, resulting in 
an attractive new style. 

The wing project took approxi¬ 
mately four years to design and 
construct, according to Bryn Evans, 
the director of public relations for 
the Peabody Museum. A portion of 
that time was also spent merging the 
collection of the China Trade 
Museum in Milton with the Peabody 
Museum’s artifacts. He said, "The 
Museum of the China Trade opened 
in Milton in 1965. By 1984, the collec¬ 
tion had increased to 7,000 objects, 
outgrowing its original site and an 
adjacent residence as well. Rather 
than build a brand new facility in 
Milton, the collection was brought to 
Salem in October 1984." 

What visitors can see is the largest 
and most representative collection 
of Asian export art in the world, 
house in a state-of-the-state facility 
with proper climate and tempera¬ 
ture control, and security. Said 
Evans, "There was a feeling among 
collectors and scholars that the 
export arts are interconnected. With 
the opening of the wing, that pre¬ 
mise can now be fully explored. 
Since May, there has been a sense of 
excitement over w'hat this exhibition 
represents. The members of the gen¬ 
eral public who come here feel it as 
well as the scholars who are doing

research." 

The bulk of the exhibition is 
devoted to porcelain and on the first 
floor of the wing is a teaching gal¬ 
lery where visitors can gain an 
understanding of the different types 
of porcelain. However, the museum 
wants people to appreciate what it 
has meant to the West. It was the 
most widely distributed manufac¬ 
tured object before the Industrial 
Revolution. More than 40 million 
pieces were sent to Europe alone. 
The port of Canton was a window on 
the world. The Chinese had been 
trading with the Arabs since 600 
A.D., and there is a mosque in Can¬ 
ton that was supposedly founded by 
Mohammad. 

"The Chinese originated the con¬ 
cept of division of labor, which was 
brought to the West by Jesuit missio¬ 
naries. One master craftsman might 
spend his life painting nothing but 
birds or flowers.” 

The exhibition also displays Chin¬ 
ese portraits and landscapes done in 
the Western manner by Cantonese 
artists. Said Evans, "George Chin- 
nery, who moved to Canton from 
Ireland, taught a whole generation 
of Chinese artists the elements of the 
Western style. Spoilum was the first 



Cantonese artist to introduce per¬ 
spective in his paintings at the 
beginning of the 19th century. 

On the second floor is a silver 
gallery, featuring a wide variety of 
teapots, mugs, boxes, candlesticks, 
and trays. At first glance, some of 
the teapots resemble designs by 
Paul Revere. Evans said, "Few peo¬ 
ple associate silver objects with the 
Chinese, but silver was at one time a 
form of payment. Many of the 
designs have a familiar appearance 
because once the export trade was 
established, the Chinese followed 
Western fashion and styles." 

An important part of Asian export 
art was decorative furnishings, 
which are displayed on the second 
level. According to Evans, the West 
owes design elements such as 
cabriole legs. Queen Anne, and Chip¬ 
pendale styles to China. He said, 
"The gallery gives a good idea of 
how styles changed from period to 
period. For a time, China slavishly 
emulated the Western look. By the 
second half of the 19th century, 
tastes were relentlessly Asian.” 

A portion of the wing also features 
objects from Japanese export art.

Some little- 
known 

facts on Peabody 


— The Peabody Museum of Salem is 
' among the largest maritime 

museums in the nation. 

— The museum showed the first 
American exhibition of Japanese 
woodblock prints in 1802 and the first 
special museum exhibition present¬ 
ing the Japanese tattoo as a decora¬ 
tive art form in 1986-87. 

— The first permanent gallery 
devoted to American maritime his¬ 
tory opened at the Peabody Museum 
in 1905. 

— From 1876 to 1881, the museum 
operated a summer school of biolo¬ 
gy, the first adult science education 
program in the country. One of its 
founders used it as a model when 
establishing the Woods Hole Marine 
Laboratory years later. 

— The marine painting and drawing 
collection is the largest in the United 
States. 

— The Edward S. Morse Collection 
of Japanese Arts and Crafts, begun 
in 1877, is the largest of its kind 
outside Japan. Some of the artifacts 
are now rare in Japan itself. 

— The ship model collection 
includes the earliest known model of 
the U.S.S. Constitution ("Old Iron¬ 
sides"), presented by her captain 
during the War of 1812. 

— The new Asian Export Art Wing 
will have more Chinese export por¬ 
celain on permanent view (750 
objects) than any other museum. 

— The export silver and furniture 
collections are each the largest 
museum collections of their kind in 
the world. 

— Two staff members, Edward S. 
Morse and John E. Thayer HI, were 
decorated by the Emperor of Japan 
in 1923 and 1986, respectively, for 
their contributions to understanding 
between the two nations.

ral Perry. They licensed lliemselves 
with the Dutch as neutral ships and 
had early access to the goods from 
that country." 

The third level of the wing 
includes merchandise from India. 
Sri Lanka, and Indonesia that was 
made for British and Dutch resi¬ 
dents. Accordig to Kvans. Salem 
ships dominated the American trade 
with India from 1780 to 1860. 

The Asian Export Art wing was 
designed by the architectural firm of 
Kallmann.

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Peabody Museum of Salem’s history 


The Pealxidy Museum of Salem, 
the home of the new Asian Export 
Art Wing, was established in 1799 by 
members of the East India Marine 
Society, making it one of the oldest 
continuously operating museums in 
the country. The Society was com¬ 
prised of 18th and 19th century mer¬ 
chants and master mariners from 
the Salem area, and included Elias 
Hasket Derby, George Crownin- 
shield. and Nathaniel Bowditch. who 
has been called "the finest mind 
Salem ever produced." 

The museum exhibitions showcase 
America’s developing maritime 


strength and entrepreneurial spirit, 
and highlight the drama of exchange 
between Asian and Western cul¬ 
tures. Today, there are more than 
:U)0.(M)0 objects, artifacts, and works 
of art dating from the 16th century to 
the present day contained in five 
departments — Asian Export Art. 
Maritime History, Ethnology, 
Natural History, and Archaeology. 
The Phillips Library, with more 
than 100.000 volumes, manuscripts, 
and periodicals, is a recognized 
international resource for scholars 
and students concerned with mari¬ 
time history, ethnology, and other 


related subjects. 

Named in honor of George Pea 
body whose gift established the Pea¬ 
body Academy of Science in 1867, the 
museum was renamed the Peabody 
Museum of Science in 1915. The 
seven-building complex and Orien¬ 
tal Garden in the heart of downtown 
Salem is listed in the National Regis¬ 
ter of Historic Places. Throughout 
the year, the museum offers a broad 
range of educational programs, 
films, symposia, tours for adults and 
students, hands-on demonstrations 
and special events.

SIDEBAR: THE TOWN OF SALEM 

The third oldest permanent Engl¬ 
ish settlement in North America, 
Salem was settled in 1626. By the 
early 1700s. a struggling settlement 
has transformed itself into a pros¬ 
perous. growing and even cosmopo¬ 
litan seaport. 

At the start of the American Revo¬ 
lution. the port of Salem was one of 
the leading commercial centers of 
the 13 colonies. Salem’s ships were 
an important part of Britain’s far- 
flung mercantile empire. At the 
same time, the ambitions of New 
England mariners chafed at the 
restrictions of English trade regula¬ 
tions. Gradually, Salem’s prosperity 
came to rely upon trade outside the 
sphere of the British Empire. 

When the fighting broke out at 
Lexington and Concord, the Salem 
vessel Quero crossed the Atlantic in 
less than three weeks, thus bringing 
to England the Patriot account of the 
battles. Salem’s privateer fleet was 
among the most successful in 
America. : 

The postwar years were difficult 
for the town as it entered a period of 
transition. Things began to change 
in 1785 when the ship, "Grand 
Turk", owned by Salc.n’s House of 
Derby, embarked east on a "voyage 
of opportunity." In Cape Town, the 
captain and crew met the New York 
ship "Empress of China", and heard 
tales of the fortunes to be made at 
Canton. In 1787, "Grand Turk" 
returned to Salem from Canton, the 
fi -st Massachusetts vessel to com¬ 
plete a voyage to China. Salem 
began to emerge as a world port. 

New England skippers soon 
learned what to buy in China, and 
what to sell. For 80 years, they 
dominated American trade in the 
Indian Ocean. Jonathan Carnes, a 
Salem skipper, opened the pepper 
trade with Sumatra. 

Modern Salem is nearing the end 
of another period of transition as the. 
decline of the leathr industry is 
being balanced by the coming of 
high technology. The downtown cen¬ 
ter has found new life as a service, 
specialty, and residential center as 
well as a cultural mecca with two 
major museums, seven historical 
sites, a growing state college, and 
two community orchestras. 

With the opening of the Asian 
Export Art Wing, the town’s unique 
relationship with Asia is coming into 
focus, highlighting a heritage that 
was central to its development.

Careful explanations abt)ut what will 
happen when, and the encouragement to

cold? Do your child’s eyes and throat 
tend to become irritated?

• ’Fhroat and eye irritation, especially in 
the absence of fever or discharge, is more a 
symptom of an allergy than a cold;

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Early diagnosis of learning disabilities can help to prevent behavioral problems 


‘Mike is eight years old and so far the 
ihost significant thing he has learned in 
school is how to fail. He has trouble read¬ 
ing. seldom finishes a project, and has 
difficulty concentrating. When his teach¬ 
ers speak in class he diK'sn't listen. 

Months pass, and his parents recog¬ 
nize he isn't learning properly. Each day 
the boy’s self-image sinks a bit lower. 
Eight years later. Mike is six feet tall and 
still barely can read. 

Two facts have changed, however. 
Mike now has a probation officer as¬ 
signed to him by juvenile court and at¬ 
tends a continuation high school on an 
irregular basis. 

,The above scenario is every parent’s 
nightmare and. yet. according to author 
and educator Lawrence J. Greene, there 
is help for kids like Mike if they can be 
diagnosed and brought into treatment 
early enough.

His book. Learning; Disabilities and 
Your Child: A Survival Handbook (Faw¬ 
cett Columbine) is illustrated throughout 
with actual case histories of kids who had 
difficulty in school and were treated suc¬ 
cessfully. 

Additionally, the book explains every 
issue related to learning disorders, such 
as IQ. hyperactivity, low self-esteem, au¬ 
tism. .sensory impairment, perceptual 
dysfunction and genetic influence. 

“Parents are amazed that some of the 
warning signals for learning problems of¬ 
ten seem like normal behavior for a 
child.” Greene explains. "Inattentive¬ 
ness. restlessness, inability to follow di¬ 
rections and messy handwriting arc all 
indicators of a possible problem," he 
.says. 

Greene also stresses the importance of 
parents taking a role in their child’s edu¬ 
cation and says that they must be willing 
to commit time, energy and, in some in¬ 
stances, money to help solve a child’s 
learning problem. 

In 1970, Greene founded the Develop¬ 
mental Learning Center, now located in 
Saratoga. Calif., and recently opened a 
new center in Morgan Hill where chil¬ 
dren who suffer from disorders such as 
dyslexia, or letter reversal, and aphasia, 
a communication disorder, can go for 
help.

A visitor to one of these centers can 
find students on u trampoline spelling 
their names backward, sitting at desks 
reading with the help of a machine that 
lets them see one word at a time, practi¬ 
cing writing on a chalkboard or trying 
verbally to guide their teacher through a 
maze. 

Although these exercises seem unre¬ 
lated to learning problems, Greene says 
the emphasis on following directions 
helps him reach his goal—teaching the 
children to correct, or at least to com¬ 
pensate for, their learning problems. 

A diagnostic evaluation and parent 
conference is Greene’s first step in the 
remediation process. Once the source of 
the learning problem is identified, next 
comqs developing a learning-assistance 
strategy that fits the child’s specific 

needs. 

“Sometimes treatment can be very 
straightforward," he says. "A student 
may be doing poorly in school because he 
or she can’t read efficiently or can’t con¬ 
centrate. 

"What makes us unique. 1 think, is 
that we concentrate on concentrating, on 
training children to process information 
more efficiently. 

“I train the kids," he adds, “in much 
the same way an athlete is trained — 
breaking down a complex skill into com¬ 
ponent parts and practicing those parts, 
then reintegrating them. 


“Kids who don’t function well in 
school arc demoralized,” Greene says. 
"The majority need additional help." He 
points out that learning problems often 
result in repeated failure and frustration 
that affect not only the child but his or 
her entire family. 

Poor .self-esteem, manipulative behav¬ 


ior and defense mechanisms arc but a 
few of the self-defeating behaviors that 
parents of a learning disabled child must 
learn to handle. 

“For most couples, producing a child 
is relatively easy," he says. “Helping that 
child become happy, self-accepting and 


self-confident can be far more difficult. 
The process demands love, dedication 
and a lot of .skillful parenting. 

“Parents’ participation is the primary 
factor which can ensure that a child be¬ 
comes a kid who loves school, and not 
one who hates it."

Casey says 
budget takes 
common cents 

The state budget is something the 
Legislature and the governor must 
deal with every day. It is as predict¬ 
able as time. 

Just as Memorial Day signals the 
Start of summer and Labor Day 
warns of the end, the state budget 
has become a spring ritual. 

At best, a difficult and thought- 
provoking job for legislators, 
balancing the state budget is the 
necessary rudder that steers the 
state for a new fiscal year. 

There is no way the slip would find 
its way without it. 

Yet, each other, legislators put off 
dealing with the multi-billion-dollar 
document until the final hours; a 
time when clocks must be slowed 
and eventually unplugged and final¬ 
ly rules suspended so that the state 
will not begin a new year without its 
finances in place. 

The process for dealing with the 
budget, which this year was passed 


on time Jan. 1 by the governor to his 
lawmakers, is a flawed one. Legisla¬ 
tors do not make it a full-time priori¬ 
ty and do not begin work on the 
budget early enough in the year. 

That leaves the governor with 
tough last-minute decisions 
prompted by the urgent need to 
balance the budget. 

Who is the loser? 

The taxpayer, the voter, the resi¬ 
dent. you and me. 

This year, the governor made sev¬ 
eral late cuts in a $12 billion budget 
to balance both the out-of-whack 
fiscal 1988 budget and the new July 1 
fiscal 1989 budget. 

He cut $91 million in local aid to 
towns, a lifeline for many municipal¬ 
ities — including Winchester and 
Stoneham — strapped by the con¬ 
straints of tax-limiting Proposition 
2-1/2. He reduced Equal Educational 
Opportunity Grants by $3.9 million, 
took $27 million from the pension 
reserve fund, and another $70 mil¬ 
lion from human services. 

The cuts in human services 
included a half-million dollars from 
the nutrition program for women, 
infants and children; almost $1 mil¬ 
lion dollars from medical services 


for the elderly; $1 million in new day 
care slots for low- and moderate 
income families very much in need 
of day care, and further reductions 
in a budget that would help with the 
disposal of low-level radioactive 
waste. 

The cuts in local aid alone could 
force overrides of Proposition 2-1/2, 
something that already is under con¬ 
sideration in Winchester to stave off 
a projected $1 million town budget 
shortfall in the next fiscal year. 

Winchester is scheduled to lose 
$160,000 of its earlier projected 
“additional assistance’’ of $1.27 mil¬ 
lion. This occurs at the same time 
the town has cut back on needed 
assistants to the town clerks’ office 
and hours to the town library. 

What is even more threatening is 
the reduction of the pension reserve 
fund. By dipping into the only suc¬ 
cessful fund established to eliminate 
our state’s $10 billion pension liabili¬ 
ty, we are affectively calling off our 
promise to pay back those citizens 
who have trusted us with their 
future. 

While cuts will always be neces¬ 
sary to balance the state budget, 
more time and effort given to choos¬ 


ing the areas where appropriations 
should be reduced would only benefit 
the taxpayer and citizen. 

The process for arriving at a 
balanced budget is flawed, and so 
creates a budget that is lacking, 
ultimately hurting the towns and 
cities in the commonwealth. 

Although the budget moves from 
the governor’s desk in early January 
to the State House, it isn’t until 
March or April that the House Ways 
and Means Committee begins hold¬ 
ing hearings on the document that is 
several inches thick. 

It is usually late May before the 
budget goes to the full House, and 
then it is well into June before the 
Senate has a chance to review it. 
Then a compromise version goes 
before a conference committee and 
the rush is on to have both the House 
and Senate give the final nod before 
the June 30 deadline. 

The deadline is rarely met. 

Setting priorities and sticking to a 
schedule that helps to avoid large, 
single-item, last-minute cuts will 
better serve the citizens of the 
Commonwealth. 

In addition, a format that strays 
from the information-lacking pre¬ 


sent line-item budget would help the 
flawed process. 

A more detailed, program budget 
would allow legislators to better 
understand the financial programs 
they are often less concerned about 
because they do not, perhaps, direct¬ 
ly affect their constituency. 

A program budget, sticking to a 
timely schedule that would put less 
nth hour clout in the hands of the 
leadership, and caring and conscien¬ 
tious full-time representation is the 
only way to make the budget work 
for the people. 

Ultimately, it is the responsibility 
of a State Representative to insure 
that the process works in the best 
interests of the citizens that he or 
she represents.

students for funding. Looney 
believes that is not the appropriate 
way to fund educational budgets. 

Before he became a candidate, 
Looney was involved in water qual¬ 
ity assessment. He has studied the 
severity of our water problem for 
many years. Recently, in his capaci¬ 
ty as a professor at the University of 
Massachusetts and an authority on 
pollution and water, Looney and his 
students appeared on Good Morning 
America, a national morning news 
program conducting studies of Bos¬ 
ton Harbor. The environment was a 
great concern of many in the audi¬ 
ence, and they voiced that concern 
to him. 

Looney has served for years on the 
state pesticide board. He has a first 
hand knowledge of the benefits and 
risks associated with the use of pes¬ 
ticides, and has a strong commit¬ 
ment to minumize the use of chemi¬ 
cals in our environment. This has led 
Looney to chair a panel at an inter¬ 
national symposium on pesticide 
management. 

The programs that Massachusetts 
has been pioneering in this field are 
accepted by many nations in the 
world. Looney views his role in inte¬ 
grated pesticide management activ¬ 
ities as important to public health. 

Some people expressed concerns 
for the problems of the elderly. In 
this matter, Looney has a desire to 
alleviate the problems facing our 
growing elderly population at the 
Stale level. This is particularly 
acute in matters of long term health 
care and housing. 

The issue of drugs was discussed. 
Looney has taught at Norfolk Pris¬ 
on. He is aware that approximately 
two-thirds of the prisoners have 
committed drug related crimes. As 
a society, Looney said we must rec¬ 
ognize the severity of the drug prob¬ 
lem. We also must try to alleviate 
the problem of drugs plaguing our 
society at the local, state and nation¬ 
al level using a broad frontal 
assault, he said. 

The response to Looney was as 
warm as the evening temperature. 
He was encouraged by the enthu¬ 
siastic response to his candidacy for 
State Representative.

Library picks 
design team 


"On the scene-

Winchester Public Library reno¬ 
vations moved one step closer to 
becoming a reality with the selection 
of the architectural firm of Amsler, 
Hagenah and MacLean. 

The firm was chosen from among 
a group of four to draw up plans and 
specifications for proposed renova¬ 
tions. Under the Library Improve¬ 
ment Act of 1987, the library is 
seeking approximately half of the $4 
million renovation and construction 
price tag. 

With the completion of the plans 


and specifications by Amsler, Hage¬ 
nah, and MacLean, and subsequent 
approval by the town to approve 
debt exclusion from proposition 2'/fe 
on the Nov. 8 ballot to fund the 
project, the library will be eligible to 
apply for matching funds from the 
state. 

Over the course of two evenings, 
the library design selection commit¬ 
tee entertained presentations and 
proposals developed by the architec¬ 
tural firms of Architects Design 
Group II, Inc. of Wellesley; Hotter, 
Finegold, Alexander, Inc. of Boston;

Planners turn off 
neon bright lights

Neon lighting may be the craze of 
the decade, but the planning board 
has decided these signs have no 
place brightening the streets of 
Winchester. 

Board members scrutinized the 
wording of the by-law which governs 
the use of outdoor lighting in the 
town during their Aug. 17 meeting, 
and opted for two amendments to be 
presented to Town Meeting for 


action. The proposed changes would 
ban the use of exposed luminous 
tube signs and exposed incandescent 
lamp signs, including exposed neon 
and exposed flourescent lights. 

Due to recent installations of three 
neon signs, two at local pizza shops 
and one at an eyeglass store, the 
committee decided it was time to 
rework the language of the by-law to 
prevent other neon signs from 
appearing indiscriminately through¬ 
out the town.

Enrollment drops 

Mitsakos tells board figures are valid

School committee members are 
gearing up for the beginning or 
school with attempts to keep on top 
of some simmering issues. 

Superintendent of Schools Dr. 
Charles Mitsakos reported projected 
enrollment figures for the school 
year proved accurate. He added, 
however, that general enrollment 
figures are down, a drop he felt 
could be attributed to the real estate 
market, the economy or possibly 
just late enrollment. 

Mitsakos also provided an update 
on maintenance concerns which 
required attention over the summer 
recess. The air conditioning prob¬ 
lems at the high school had been the 
major concern as temperatures 
soared at the end of the school term 
last year. 


However, to date, only one of the 
four pumps in the air conditioning 
unit is functioning; and the opening 
of the school is just weeks away. 
Mitsakos noted that the department 
of public works and the general 
contractor of the building are in the 
process of replacing the other 
pumps. 

Orientation for 30 new staff mem¬ 
bers in the public schools will be held 
Sept. 6, Mitsakos told the commit¬ 
tee. ‘‘We are very optimistic about a 
successful start,” he said. ‘‘We 
expect a great year.” 

A letter requesting donations for 
interscholastic athletics which is 
designed to be sent out to parents 
and industries met with minor disap- 
proval from board members 
Edward O’Connell and Donna 
Brandt Landry. The letter is the

Fire chief's job 'delights' McNutt 

Fire Dept, veteran works his way to top spot after 26 years of service

Firefighter Capt. Charles McNutt 
realized his dream last week when 
he was appointed Winchester’s new 
fire chief. 

‘‘I’m delighted,” McNutt said of 
his new position. ‘‘I worked my way 
through the ranks. It has always 
been my career objective to become 
chief.” 

A 26-year veteran of the depart¬ 
ment, McNutt replaces Robert W. 
McElhinney as chief. McElhinney is 
retiring from the post Sept. 1 after 31 
years of service to the town. McNutt 
has served as acting chief for the 


past month since McElhinney has 
been on vacation. 

McNutt came to the department in 
1962 as a firefighter, moving up to 
the position of lieutenant in 1971. In 
1976, he was promoted to captain. 

At this point in time, the new chief 
said he does not plan to make any 
major changes in the department, 
but instead intends to make some 
changes gradually. However, he 
said it is important to set priorities, 
considering the financial condition 
of the town. 

‘‘I would like to have a stronger 
fire prevention program,” noted 
McNutt. He added that he would also 
like to see officers attend a ‘‘train 


the trainers” program. Overall, 
however, he feels very positive 
about the department he’s taking 
over. 

‘‘Chief McFJlhinney left (the 
department) in good shape,” said 
McNutt. ‘‘I feel the men of this 
department are tremendous.” 

Firefighters feel positive about 
McNutt’s appointment as well. 

‘‘I think he’s a good leader. He’s a 
fair man,” said Firefighter Peter 
Gove. Gove added that McNutt is 
‘‘the kind of person people want to 
work hard for. He cares about the 
guys.” 

Joe Skerry, a seven-year veteran 
of t.he department, said McNutt ‘‘is 
the nicest guy around. He’s the best 
man for the job.” 

According to Town Manager W. 
Chadwick Maurer. McNutt was cho¬ 
sen from a pool of 20 applicants. 
Each applicant in the original pool 
way required to answer a group of 


ten questions relating to managing a 
fire department, ranging from how 
to motivate employees to how to 
handle grievances. Based on these 
answers, the original pool was 
reduced to five. 

The group of five were then 
required to participate in a day and 
a half program at an assessment 
center, where they were evaluated 
by an independent team on their 
management skills and leadership 
abilities. 

The assessment center was com¬ 
prised of Norwood Fire Chief Tho¬ 
mas Barry; Norlhborough Town 
Manager Rocko Longo; Fire Consul¬ 
tant and former director of the 
National Fire Academy Joseph 
Donovan; and Winchester resident 
David Kerney, said Maurer. 

Based on the evaluations of the 
assessment team and final inter¬ 
views with Maurer, McNutt was cho¬ 
sen for the post. 


Town Hall is 
a ‘nightmare’ 
for renovator

Town Hall renovations are the 
topic of much and sometimes heated 
discussion, and emotions are mixed 
as to whether or not money has been 
well-spent in the restoration of the , 
old building. 

The blame for the problems in the ' 
completion of the work has been 
placed mainly on the shoulders of 
Mansco, the Woburn based construc¬ 
tion company hired to do the jbb. 
However, according to Town Mana-! 
ger W. Chadwick Maurer, such 
placement of blame may not be fair. 

‘‘An original deadline of March 31 
was set by Mansco,” said Maurer. 
‘‘But this was a decision based on 
the enthusiasm and good will of the 
Mansco people, and not upon a total! 
knowledge of the project. What ; 
should have been a routine assign- ' 
ment for Mansco turned out to be a 
construction nightmare.” 

Maurer said the building was 
internally gutted approximately 
twenty years ago in an attempt to 
carry out renovations, but much of 
that original work was covered up 
and forgotten. 

Today, Mansco is facing problems 
such that, with every piece of the 
‘‘nightmare” the company uncov¬ 
ers, a surprise is waiting to be dis¬ 
covered underneath. 

Many surprises 

‘‘For instance, a construction 
company should be able to take 
measurements with comparative 
ease,” said Maurer. ‘‘However 
because of this twenty-year-old 
work, Mansco has had to completely 
gut the entire inside of the building 
in order to carry out even the simp- 
list of tasks.” 

Maurer said Mansco has also had 
difficulty finding people of above- 
average experience to carry out the 
complicated carpentry work. In 
addition, like Town Hall employees, 
the Mansco people have had to deal 
with the constant heat, making 
working conditions uncomfortable, 
noted Maurer. 

However, Mansco people worked 
through even the hottest part of the 
heatwave, said Maurer. 

Although a deadline of Aug. 4 was 
set for the completion of work, and 
seemed to be more realistic than the 
attempted March 31 date, the work 
has still not been completed. As a 
result, said Maurer, Town Hall 
offices will be forced to remain in 
their temporary locations in the 
auditorium for a little longer. 

According to Maurer, the main 
financial burden caused by the delay 
is the $1,200 per month it will cost to 
store Town Hall furniture. Mansco 
was granted an extension until Sept. 

22 for the completion of work, which 
means a potential bill of $2,400 for 
storage to the town. 

Said Maurer, ‘‘The renovation 
committee wants Mansco to foot the 
bill for the storage of the furniture. 
(Pleasesee NIGHTMARE, page3A) 


Maurer said hiring a fire chief is 
different from appointing other 
department heads because, while 
many department heads have held 
similar positions in other communi¬ 
ties, a fire chief usually does not 
move laterally, but up from within 
the ranks. 

‘‘What you’re looking for in hiring 
(a fire chief) is their potential to 
serve in the position rather than 
their proven ability to do it,” he 
noted. 

The assessment team provided a 
fair process for evaluating candi¬ 
dates, because none of the members 
of the team knew any of the applic¬ 
ants, said Maurer. 

‘‘I feel very confident (with the 
choice for chief) having gone 
through this,” .said Maurer. McNutt 
was chosen, he added, ‘‘because of 
his years of experience and the lead- 
ership he can bring to the 
department.” 
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Local real estate market suffers 
through summer sales slump

Winchester’s real estate market 
has been slow — very slow — 
according to local realtors who have 
been slugging it out over the steamy 
summer months. 

Yet, as the season wraps up, these 
same realtors are holding out hope 
that an anticipated increase in activ¬ 
ity will carry them through the fall 
with renewed vigor. 

‘‘For the most part, it (the mark¬ 
et) is overpriced and flat,” said Dick 
Murphy of Bixby and Porter Co. A 
combination of rising interest rates 
and over-ambitious pricing from 
Winchester homeowners has bot¬ 
tomed out the already sluggish 


market, he noted. 

Wesley Swanson, owner of Swan¬ 
son Real Estate, Inc., shares the 
same view, describing the market 
this summer as, “very slow.” How¬ 
ever, Swanson, along with other 
area realtors, said he feels Winches¬ 
ter has qualities which will continue 
to draw buyers to town. 

Kathy Costello of Ann Blackham 
and Co., Inc. notes that many own¬ 
ers who are presently selling in the 
Winchester market are also opting 
to buy their next home in town. 

According to Swanson, the town 
has many attractions that make the 
real estate valuable. Close proximi¬ 
ty to Boston and an excellent school 
system, “have always been the two 
best reasons to move to Winches¬ 


ter,” says Swanson. 

Carol Johnson of Hunneinan and 
Co., Inc. Realtors agrees. “Winches¬ 
ter has tremendous eye appe¬ 
al. . .and a good reputation,” she 
noted. 

While the market continues to dip, 
the price range of homes in the area 
are on the steady rise. The median 
price range of homes in Winchester 
to date is approximately $325,0(X), 
say local realtors. 

However, a pronounced charac¬ 
teristic of 1988 market activity, as 
compared to that of 1987, said John¬ 
son is, “a much larger inventory of 
homes.” As more and more homes 
are put up for sale and the market 
remains stagnant, area realtors can 
only reminisce back to the good old 


days of 1987. “Tb - market has since 
slowed considerably,” said Johruson. 

Yet, there remains a measure of 
optimism circulating in area real 
estate offices. “I think the rise in 
interest rales will spark increased 
activity,” said Johnson. 

“The market is good right now,” 
said Costello. “It has picked up 
decidedly in August. . .(the market) 
has been booming.” 

Costello also noted there is a high 
demand for more rental units in the 
area. However, residents and real¬ 
tors alike acknowledge the fact that 
an increase in apartment units in 
Winchester could only detract from 
the town’s character and charm. 
The predominance of single family 
homes in Winchester is sure to be a 
steady trend, agreed realtors.

This, however, would mean that 
Mansco was admitting fault for the 
incompletion of the work.” 

No clear fault 

However, Maurer said he does not 
see any one group in particular at 
fault for work not yet completed, but 
rather unforeseen circumstances. 

. The Town Hall building committee 
first met in 1985, and was alloted a 
budget of some $6 million for com¬ 
pletion of the project. No time frame 
was imposed at that time because 
the committee was unsure of the 
actual amount of repairs needed to 


the building. However, Mansco 
made efforts to complete work 
before the original Aug. 4 deadline. 

“The only reason people are so 
upset,” said Maurer, “is because of 
the over-zealous approach Mansco 
had of getting the offices finished by 
March 31. If they had left it more 
open, no one would have minded. 
People realised the complexety of 
the job and were willing to wait. But 
hopes were raised by the promise of 
early completion and people got 
upset when there seemed no end in 
sight.” 

One of the other unforeseen prob¬ 
lems in the construction business is 


change orders; those that deviate 
from the original planning. Accord¬ 
ing to Maurer, two factors may be 
involved in a change order: time and 
money. There have only been 
approximately $70,000 worth of 
change orders which, by construc¬ 
tion standards, is a very low percen¬ 
tage, said Maurer. 

Some town workers voiced strong 
opinions on the situation. Town Hall 
Custodian Bill Haggerty said his 
heart went out “to all the people who 
had to work in the cramped office 
space. They froze in the winter and 
they sweated in the summer. The 
winter was especialy bad.

bridge, Inc. of Cambridge and Ams- 
ler, Hagenah and MacLean of 
Boston. 

The Boston based firm of Amsler, 
Hagenah and MacLean was chosen 
ahead of the three other finalists by 
the committee at the conclusion of 
' the interviews. All four architectur¬ 
al firms were judged on the basis of 
their written proposals, oral 
presentation/interview, and refer¬ 
ence checks. 

• Committee members cited the 
selected firm’s familiarity with 
publicly bid projects. In addition, 
the firm’s work experience on build¬ 
ings with historical significance, 
including Baltimore City Hall and 
several others projects in Lexington, 
impressed the committee. 

During the selection process, 

' reference checks were conducted on 
projects at Philips Exeter Academy 
and Wheaton College completed by 
the Amsler firm. According to com¬ 
mittee member Lynn Wachtel, the 
firm won “rave reviews” for their 
innovative design and continued 
responsiveness to clients. In addi- 
’ tion, Watchel noted the firm’s track 
'record of willingness to work 
through a project to “accommodate 
a budget.” 

In addressing the committee, 
Charles Hagenah said the design 
approach of Amsler, Hagenah, and 
MacLean would be “to sensitively 


add to the architectural work of the 
building without trying to match it.” 

Hagendah also stressed that his 
company would have a close interac¬ 
tion with the contractor who will 
eventually be contracted to perform 
the work. He refered to this union 
between his firm and the contractor 
as absolutely necessary, due to the 
fact that, “the best contractors just 
don’t do public bidding”. 

Some of the problem areas of the 
library, including complex roof 
angles, exterior detailing, entrance 
and parking, are enigmas that the 
firm is familiar with, said Hagen- 
dah. A project recently completed

on elderly housing

y Planning board members are 
attempting to refine a plan to pro- 
;iVide affordable elderly housing in 
4own. 

[I At their June 22 meeting, mem- 
•Jbers discussed a proposed plan 
i-which would provide an independent 
|jelderly housing unit, one which 
!;Could possibly include a percentage 
.'of much needed affordable housing. 

!- After reviewing a memo from 
Developer John Connery, of Connery 
and Associates, the board discussed 
specific details of the elderly hous- 
ihg units. These units would span a 
total area of 100,000 sq.ft, in the 
town’s Pond Street area. 

- According to Connery’s plan, 70 
percent of the area will consist of 
actual living space. The remaining 


30 percent would be divided between 
community space — recreation and 
service areas — and circulation 
space. 

This most recent plan would help 
alleviate the burden of a shortage of 
affordable housing felt by town offi¬ 
cials in the past. 

Planners have decided to speak 
with the housing partnership board 
and again with Connery to iron out 
certain passages of the proposal. 

“We just need to clarify a few 
more things,’’ said board member 
Margaret Roll. “We are getting clos¬ 
er together.’’ 

The committee also discussed 
articles due to appear on the town 
warrant this fall. Further reworking 
of thearticles, which include legisla¬ 
tion regarding neon lighting, inde¬ 
pendent elderly housing and family 
daycare, have been placed on the 
agenda for future meetings.

The Winchester Public Library’s 
children’s department offers year 
round programming to introduce 
young children to the joys of books 
and reading.

For Looney, 
experience makes 
the difference 

Imagine a life behind bars, where 
prisoners’ strictly regimented days 
pass slowly, as mundane repetitions 
of the day before. Prison offers no 
respite from boredom and hopeless¬ 
ness, conditions that lead most 
inmates to commit crimes in the 
first place. 

Jack Looney, democratic candi¬ 
date for state representative from 
Winchester, is in the business of 
providing inmates relief from that 
prison routine and giving them hope 
for the future. 

The Massachusetts Correctional 
Institute at Norfolk is perhaps the 
last place you would expect to find a 
U. Mass. Boston professor. But then. 
Jack Looney is not your ordinary 
professor. When approached at U. 
Mass, about joining H.E.P.P. (High¬ 
er Education Prison Program), Loo¬ 
ney welcomed the opportunity to do 
what a teacher does best: educate 
and guide. 

As an experienced school commit¬ 
tee member and chairman of Chap¬ 
ter 766 Advisory (special ed.), Loo¬ 
ney has long been devoted to 
securing better educational oppor¬ 
tunities: “We should be teaching 
leadership, responsibility and com¬ 
petence,” states Looney, "and not 
only to our children. Prisoners can 
often gain a new, more positive 
outlook on life when given the 
chance to prove themselves in a 
classroom.” 

Perhaps in part due to Looney’s 


faith in his Norfolk students, they 
responded to his classes with enthu¬ 
siasm. The classes met one day a 
week for 2*2 hours, and Looney 
treated it just as he would any other 
class, by lecturing, showing films, 
and doing lab work. 

“The more that I challenged them, 
the more they responded with hard 
work,” praised Looney. U. Mass. 
Boston and Boston University 
shared resources and faculty, like 
Looney, with Norfolk to provide the 
prisoners not only with educational 
opportunities, but also with the 
chance to achieve specific goals. 
Looney stated that many of the 
inmates not only completed high 
school, but also achieved their 
bachelor of arts degrees, and in 
some cases master’s degrees, while 
still in prison. 

However, being a part of HEPP is 
not as easy as it sounds. Instructors 
must go through the same screening 
process that all visitors do upon 
entering the prison. This includes 
leaving all personal property 
behind, as well as using a double I.D. 
system. The instructors have two 
identical I.D.’s: one is left at the 
front desk, while the duplicate must 
be carried by the instructor at all 
times. 

In fact, an instructor cannot leave 
the prison until he can present his 
second I.D. This system caused a 
moment of panic for Looney when, 
one day, he misplaced his second 
I.D. The prison guards had changed 
shifts during Looney’s class, so not 
only did he remain unrecognized, 
but he was not allowed to leave! 

Luckily, after some hurried 
searching, he found the I.D. mixed 
up with some class notes. But those

scary few minutes combined with 
teaching inside Norfolk gave Jack a 
different perspective on crime and 
prison. 

“The loss of all freedom, personal 
and social, as well as losing control 
over just about every aspect of your 
life is the severest punishment that 1 
can think of,” says Looney 
somberly. 

Often, Looney’s students were 
some of the toughest products of that 
environment, including those incar¬ 
cerated for rape and murder. Yet, 
he was available even outside of 
class to all of his inmate students, 
giving them his office phone number 
in case they had any questions. 
Despite the obvious dangers, Looney 
found the inmates to be thoroughly 
prepared, highly motivated 
students. 

“Even though I never knew what 
to expect, the prisoners seemed to 
look forward to class and often 
scored higher on the t ?sts than my 
regular university students,” noted 
Looney. 

Although differences of opinion 
arose, as they do in every class¬ 
room, Looney feels that working 
with HEPP is a valuable tool in 
assisting with prison reform. “With 
rising crime rates, public safety is 
obviously a problem,” states Loo¬ 
ney, “and it is a problem that our 
prisons cannot solve alone. Many 
politicians make promises to change 
this and that, but have no real work¬ 
ing knowledge of the system. 

"Even though there are risks, I 
believe that actually getting 
involved in programs like HEPP is 
what really change things. It’s not 
policies on paper, but real human 
involvement and experience that 
can and will stop the prison crisis, as 
well as other problems that face us 
today.” he said. 

It has been Looney’s involvement 
in HEPP and many community 
programs in Winchester that have 
provided him with a wealth of exper¬ 
ience. Until now, he has been a quiet 
but forceful leader.

Cronan: Access 
is key 

The true test of an elected official 
is how he performs after the election 
is over, and the time comes to 
aggressively represent Winchester’s 
interests on Beacon Hill. 

For this reason, I believe it is 
important to ask: after the eleci on 
is over, how will our next State 
Representative keep the lines of 
communication open, and what will 
he do to remain accessible to indivi¬ 
dual citizens? 

Access to our elected officials is 
essential for effective government. 
In future years, it is neither realistic 
nor fair to expect that individuals 
will drive in to Boston to meet with 
their Senate Representative. For 
this reason, I have proposed that our 
next State Representative hold regu¬ 
lar office hours in Winchester. 

Whether your question is how best 
to finance your child’s college edu¬ 
cation, or why our water bills have 
increased at such an alarming rate, 
your State Representative must be 
there: to listen to you, to work with 
you, and to fight for you. 

Our next State Representative 
must demonstrate a similar com¬ 
mitment to working in partnership 
with town officials. I believe the 
State Representative should meet 
regularly with the board of select¬ 
men to discuss how proposed legisla¬ 
tion will affect Winchester — and 
that these meetings be held before 
legislation is enacted which limits or 
defines our options over the longer- 
term. 

For example, Winchester now 
obtains approximately 50 percent of 
its drinking water from the reser¬ 
voirs found in the Fells Reservation. 
With the sky-rocketing costs being 
passed on to consumers by the Mas¬ 
sachusetts Water Resources Author¬ 
ity, reliance on our local water supp¬ 
ly will be of critical importance in 
future years. 

However, the federal government 
has recently tightened the standards 
for public drilling water, and it is 
anticipated that Winchester will 
need to build a new water treatment 
plant if we are to continue to rely on 


our local reservoir system. The cost 
0 ^ constructing a new treatment 
plant has been estimated at $4 
million. 

The State Representative is uni¬ 
quely situated to identify federal and 
slate matching funds which could 
help defray the cost of a new treat¬ 
ment plant. And the lime to begin 
discussion on this issue is now. 

Finally, it is the State Representa¬ 
tive’s job to expand this dialogue 
beyond a select group of town offi¬ 
cials, and to communicate directly 
with individual citizens on issues 
which affect our daily lives. 

For example, there was consider¬ 
able debate over the recent passage 
of the universal health care bill in 
Massachusetts. Yet many important 
questions remain to be explored. 
How will the bill affect the future 
operation of Winchester Hospital? 
How does the bill affect the cost of 
medical care for our senior citizens? 
And what impact will the bill have 
on small businesses, which have 
played such a vital role in the rebirth 
of Winchester center? 

It is essential that our next State 
Representative discuss these and 
similar questions directly with indi¬ 
vidual citizens. I believe that, by 
using existing forums in new ways, 
we can ensure that a two-way dia-

Police chief asks 
drivers to watch 
for children 


Labor Day and the re-opening of 
school fall in the same week, accord¬ 
ing to Winchester Police Chief John 
P. McHugh. Summer vacation is 
over and as children head back to 
school they may develop new pat¬ 
terns or routes to bus stops or 
schools. 

It is important that drivers travel¬ 
ing our streets and highways look for 
the changing patterns and routes. 
Knowing the location of the bus stops 
and the schools gives a driver an 
additional advantage. Children, 
some of whom may be new to a 
district or those going to school for 
the first time, may be somewhat 
unfamiliar with acceptable routes 
for the first week or two. 

Safety Officer Kevin P. Mawn 
states, “Over the years our motor 
vehicle operators have created an 
enviable record for safety and we 
expect this to continue as drivers 
remember their responsibility to 
school aged pedestrians.’’ 

In many instances, police officers 
and school crossing guards will be 
assigned to busy intersections. How¬ 
ever, not every crossing will be 
supervised. Motorists should be 
aware of children crossing side 
streets, or in some cases at mid¬ 
block. 

Police officers and school person¬ 
nel also remind parents that the 
following safety points should be 
emphasized with their children: 

1. crosswalks indicate an accept¬ 
able place to cross the road; 

2. driveways can be dangerous, 
e.specially to see what is on the 
•sidewalk; 

3. signal lights are not a guarantee 
of what traffic will do, i.e., cars don’t

always stop at pedestrian and red 
lights; 

4. shortcuts and deviations from 
the standard route should be taken 
only with the parents permission; 

5. although school crossing guards 
are known for their promptness and 
reliability, there always exists the 
possibility that he or she could be 
delayed (flat tire, accident, etc.) 
and if this is the case, a child should 
not attempt to cross the street by 
him/her self, but should wait for 
assistance from an adult. School 
officials should be notified as soon as 
possible; 

6. a child should also have a clear 
idea of what he or she should do if 
the school bus is late or if it has 
arrived and left before the child 
arrives at the stop; 

7. motorists are cautioned to once 
again be aware of the school bus 
picking up and dropping off 
students. 

Parents who drive their children 
to school should exercise great cau¬ 
tion in the vicinity of the school, 
remembering to park legally so that 
no children are endangered, and to 
have their own children enter and 
exit the vehicle from the sidewalk 
side. 

In conclusion. Chief McHugh 
states that, “We in the police depart¬ 
ment, along with school people, 
parents, motorists, and even the 
children themselves, have a part¬ 
nership in providing and maintain¬ 
ing a safe environment for students 
going to and from school. By each of 
us exercising awareness, courtesy 
and caution we can be assured that 
our children will have such an 
environment.’’

Recycling builds 
a cleaner world

f The town of Wellesley looked at 
die enormous increase i” trash and 
waste its public works department 
>Vas required to handle a few years 
ago and decided to act. 

I The town chose three goals. 

The first was to reduce the amount 
of waste that came into the town in 
pie form of over packaging, non- 
recyclable materials and even junk 
fhail. 

The second was to see that as 
inany items as possible were reused, 
rather than thrown away to be 
burned or dumped in a landfill. 

' Third, it decided to place a major 
concentration on recycling every 
{Possible item. 

The result, an effort produced by 
the outstanding leadership of elected 
town offcials, organization officers, 
[iViembers, business executives and 
(employees, is an operation praised 
ithroughout the country as one of the 
Ibest of its kind. A wise investment of 
|town tax money and a considerable 
finvestment of citizen time and effort 
is saving hundreds of thousands of 
•dollars. 

( Wellesley isn’t alone. 

Philadelphia mandates by law 
that at least 50 percent of trash be 
recycled. 

New Jersey requires all house¬ 
holds to recycle. 

In San Jose, 60 percent of resi- 
jdents voluntarily recycle. 

It’s happening here, too. 

, Marblehead, with a demonstration 
•grant from the federal government 
(during 1972-76 (such grants were 
[eliminated by the Reagan Admi- 
inistration) succeeded in a pilot prog- 
jram in reducing municipal solid 
I waste by 25 percent, and is still at it. 

1 The League of Women Voters has 
la bill in the state legislature (House 
11172) which would place a fee on 
[packaging of goods with the proviso 
Ithe fee will be reduced by reduction 
(in the amount of packaging or by 
• using recyclable materials. 

1 'The Solid Waste Act of 1987 is our

(facilities; $35 million for recycling 
[efforts, $10 million for composting, 
and the building of regional recy¬ 
cling centers throughout the state. 

Last week, reacting to an increase 
in disposal costs from $1.9 million to 
$32 million in se ven years, Boston’s 
city council began consideration of 
measures for curb side pick up of 
recyclable materials in containers 
provided by the city; construction of 
a recycling center in South Bay 
(funded in part by the state), begin¬ 
ning pilot projects in four districts 
and requiring city departments to 
begin recycling by January. 


Winchester’s progress 

Here, in Winchester, the town has 
made steady progress in recycling 
since the early 1970s, when the 
department of public works insti¬ 
tuted separate collection of paper, 
glass and metal. The tonnage of 
paper recycled, for example, has 
risen steadily from 221 tons in Hscal 
1978 to 744 in 1988. 

Currently recycling more than 17 
percent of its total waste, Winches¬ 
ter measures up by any national 
standard. But it could reach well 
over 60 percent with an increase in 
the types of things recycled, more 
reuse, and less waste, particularly 
plastic waste, being generated. 
Meanwhile, the cost of taking waste 
to Andover remains a huge negative 
item on the town’s budget. 

The assault on dangerous and 
wasteful ways of handling trash in 
the past has been led by a variety of 
individuals and organizations. 

In Berkeley, Calif., the city coun¬ 
cil, prompted and pushed by envir¬ 
onmental groups, enacted some of 
the toughest solid waste and recy¬ 
cling ordinances in the country. 
They established a drop-off center 
for recyclables and a buy-back cen¬ 
ter for reusables. 

Across the bay in San Francisco, 
four private enterprise companies — 
Golden Gate Disposal, West Coast 
Salvage, Sanitary Fill and Bay 
Shore Salvage — share the duties of 
proper waste management. And in 
Marin County, across Golden Gate 
Bridge to the north, an energetic 
hauler named Joe Garbarino, wor¬ 
ried by what he saw happening, 
began curb side collection of recycl¬ 
ables. To handle them, he inverted 
$10 million of his own money into a 
separating plant which also pre¬ 
pares materials for commerical 
firms to use. 

He has counterparts. In North 
Freedom, Wis., Millie Zantow, in her 
sixties, started her own recycling 
operation by cashing in her insur¬ 
ance. She employes part-time and 
voluntary senior citizens for the 
separating tasks. 

Mark Lohbauer in Pennsauken, 
N.J., was so opposed to an incinera¬ 
tor, he ran for and was elected to 
city council, whose members, sup¬ 
porting the incinerator, made Loh¬ 
bauer recycling coordinator. He 
organized one of the country’s more 
successful curb side operatons. 

It can be done. It takes time, effort 
and money, and a community will¬ 
ing to expend all three can reduce 
the poisons in our atmosphere and 
landfills, halt the waste of usable 
materials and greatly reduce com¬ 
munity waste disposal expenses.

Either way, we're halfway to utopia 

Genetically Bush and Dukakis are both suited to lead America to a new age

Only the Democrats were not sur¬ 
prised by the news that Vice Presi¬ 
dent George Bush, the Connecticut- 
Maine-Texas Yankee, is also Queen 
Elizabeth II’s 13th cousin. The silver 
spoon theory has been confirmed.

While we can’t hold Bush responsi¬ 
ble for those traits, it is something of 
a political jolt to think that if he’d 
been born on the other side of the 
Atlantic, he might have been a king. 

Given that the Bush jokes will no 
doubt continue, I wanted to make the 
race a little more equitable by inves¬ 
tigating and reporting the back¬ 
ground of Governor Michael S. 
Dukakis. Accordingly, I contacted 
the Greco-Genea (G-2) Corporation 
to examine the Dukakis family tree. 

G-2’s offices are in Hohokus, N.J., 
beautiful downtown Burbank, Calif., 
and East Liverpool, Ohio. Their 
response was rapid and startling.

When tradi^ 
tions of Pelopi are combined with 
the genes of Protagoras, the wit and 
wisdom of Dukakis can be better 
understood. 

This presidential contest, then, 
offers us the royalty of Bush and the 
rationality of Dukakis. We have two 
men, each with one of Plato’s pre¬ 
conditions for a perfect state 
when philosophers become kingsi 
and kings philosophers. Thus, no 
matter who wins the election, we 
should be halfway to utopia.

Reopen Mystic 
to alleviate school 
overpopulation 

TO THE EDITOR: 

The overcrowding of the Lincoln 
School and the proposed move of all 
sixth graders to the junior high 
school are merely patchwork solu- 
tion^ to a growing problem. As 
recent statistics have indicated, we 
are in the midst of another baby 
boom and the current school over¬ 
crowding situation will become even 
more acute over the next several 
years. 

' The most logical means of 
addressing this problem would be to 
re-open the Mystic School. This 
would alleviate the overcrowding at 


the Lincoln School, which is raising 
serious concerns regarding the qual¬ 
ity of education, as well as the safety 
of the children. Re-opening the Mys¬ 
tic School would also offer a secon¬ 
dary benefit, by providing a safe 
playground area for children in a 
section of town which is conspicu¬ 
ously laejeing any such public 
playground. 

I believe that this current problem 
merely underscores a larger issue 
for residents of Winchester — the 
importance of investing in quality 
education. It is no coincidence that 
desirable towns, which have top 
school systems and accompanying 
high property values (e.g. Concord, 
Wayland, Weston, etc.), have recog¬ 
nized the need to maintain a signific¬ 
ant level of school funding and have 
overridden Proposition 2*/^ in order 
to retain their preeminent educa¬ 


tional status. 

The decisions which are made in 
the coming months, regarding the 
Mystic School and the overall fund¬ 
ing of the school system in Winches¬ 
ter, will determine whether or not 
we continue to keep pace with the 
other top school systems in the state. 
We spend less per student than any 
of those towns, and the impact of 
that funding gap may eventually be 
evidenced. 

With increasing numbes of young 
families considering Winchester as 
a place of residence, it is imperative 
that the premium which they pay to 
settle here is commensurate with 
the quality of the school system.

Bouldin notes 
good points 
of Channel 19 

TO THE EDITOR: 

In a column by R.S. Kerr in the 
Aug. 15 issue of the Star, there were 
several good points put forth regard¬ 
ing local programming on TV-19, the 
Winchester channel. 

There have been more than 90 
citizens of Winchester who have suc¬ 
cessfully completed the television 
production training course offered 
free of charge. There has been in the 
past and there continues to be a wide 
variety of programming presented 
that is both entertaining and 
informative. 

However, there were some points 
mentioned in the article which 
required further discussion. When 
we proposed our services to the 
Town of Winchester, we included 
establishing a ‘community televi¬ 
sion’ studio and staff to work with 
members of the community to estab¬ 
lish programming specific to the 
needs of Winchester. When speaking 
of local programming there are gen¬ 
erally two broad categories; local 
origination, which is conceived and 
produced by the cable operator; and 
public access, which is produced 
entirely by community producers. 

The first type of programming 
does not offer much flexibility or 
room for participation by towns peo¬ 


ple; the other requires an extensive 
amount of experience on the part of 
the community producer to be able 
to coordinate all aspects of the pro¬ 
duction. Community television 
incorporates the best attributes of 
each type of programming. 

In the case of TV-19, our staff has 
provided the resources for produc¬ 
ing effective, professional program¬ 
ming while relying on the active 
participation of the people of 
Winchester. This relationship has 
served the community well. The 
ideas of community producers when 
combined with the expertise of our 
staff has yielded programming that 
is important to the town. 

Every organization that draws on 
the work of volunteers wiil undoub¬ 
tedly experience some degree of 
turnover. People will become 
involved with community television 
for a variety of reasons and each 
person will have different objectives 
for their involvement. Once their 
particular objective has been met, 
their participation may fall off. The 
challenge is to rejuvenate volun¬ 
teers that have become inactive and 
to generate new volunteers. 

We have been successful in keep¬ 
ing enthusiasm and productivity 
high. The hours of programming on 
TV-19 have remained consistent 
throughout the tenure of the system. 
The variety of the program offerings 
is as thorough as it has ever been. 

There are any number of exam¬ 
ples that illustrate the quality local 
programming offered to Winchester 
viewers over the years. As stated in 
the column of Aug. 15, we have 
provided coverage of Town Meeting, 
the Board of Selectmen and, most 
recently, the School Committee. 
Aberjona Roundtable, Conversa¬ 
tions with Dr. Mitsakos, local elec¬ 
tion coverage and candidates 
debates have each been regularly 
produced for several years. 

In addition. News 19 Goes to 
Washington was nominated in 1983 
for an ACE award — the highest 
level of recognition for local cable 
programming. Middlesex League 
Scoreboard was named as the best 
sports program produced by a vol¬ 
unteer in the Commonwealth of Mas¬ 
sachusetts last year. Also, TV-19 has 
iHjen the only local programming 
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facility in the state to have been 
nominated for two separate prog¬ 
rams each of the last two years in 
the Massachusetts Community Tele¬ 
vision Contest, sponsored annually 
by the Massachusetts Cable Televi¬ 
sion Commission. 

Nobody involved with TV-19 — 
staff or volunteer — is comfortable 
relaxing on past accomplishments. 
There will always be room for 
improvement. Three new programs 
have been added recently to the 
TV-19 schedule. 

Focus on Winchester is a public 
affairs talk show. The Arts Forum 
'showcases cultural events. Sports- 
view is a new weekly sports call-in 
program. It is important to remem¬ 
ber the positive impact that TV-19 
has had on Winchester.

Keshian says 
water bills 
are too much 

TO THE EDITOR: 

I received a copy of a memoran¬ 
dum dated July 27, 1988, addressed 
to the board of selectmen from Town 
Manager W. Chadwick Maurer. 

Subject: 

1. Inquiries on new water and sew¬ 
er rates. 

2. Elimination of the separate 
meter for sprinkler system. 

1 also obtained two other letters, 
one from Edward J. Grant, opera¬ 
tions manager, water and sewer 
division of the Town of Winchester 
and the other by Mark LaFleus, 
business manager of the Town of 
Winchester. 

Mr. Maurer’s letter in effect 
slates, among other things, that the 
policy on separate sprinkler meters 
were that water use was not figured 
into the sewer billing and was an 
administrative decision enacted 
during the time of a previous Town 
Manager, but the elimination of this 
policy was enacted by the Town 
Meeting vote on Article 5 at the 
Spring Town Meeting, 1988. 

It always amazes me how politi¬ 
cians can either forget or put the 
blame on somebody else when they 
choose to do away with something, 
as is the case of the separate water 
meters. 

The second letter written by Mr. 
Edward J. Grant, operations mana¬ 
ger, water and sewer division, for 
the Town of Winchester, states that 
the Spring Town Meeting voted to 
eliminate the use of a separate sew¬ 


er exempt meter for the following 
reason. 

I quote: "The sewer user fee paid 
by the Town of Winchester to the 
Massachusetts Resource Authority 
(MWRA) is based on the population 
of the town. Because the town is 
charged in this manner, the resi¬ 
dents who do not have separate 
meters are actually subsidizing 
those that do. 

I would appreciate somebody 
explaining that to me. Why should 
any body pay a sewer tax, sorry, 
sewer assessment, that does not 
have waste water going into the 
sewer system, as in the case of 
sprinkler system and swimming 
pool. 

Mr. Grant goes further to explain 
that in the near future, the MWRA 
will be installing master meters in 
their sewer trunk lines. This will 
enable the MWRA to charge each of 
its member communities for the 
actual amount of sewerage dis¬ 
charged into its system by that 
member community. When the 
MWRA implements this system, it 
would be possible for the town to 
re-establish the sewer exempt 
meter. 

I had the opportunity to speak to 
Mr. Grant about his letter. I asked 
him when the MWRA would install 
master meters. Mr. Grant told me 
that this could take approximately 
two years. But in his letter he stated 
"in the near future." 

In as much as I want to believe 
Mr. Grant, I decided to find out for 
myself. I called MWRA and spoke to 
Mr. Robert Otoski, who has the title 
of chief of technical support staff, 
and who informed me that there are 
approximately 1,800 sewer connec¬ 
tions in their system; and as far as 


master meters are concerned, this 
is something that is at the present 
time only in the talking stage and if 
this is implemented, it would be 
installed in only about 300 sewer 
connections; and he, Mr. Otoski, 
doesn’t even know if Winchester will 
be one of the towns picked. Mr. 
Otoski also told me this could take 
from two to five years. 

As we in the Town of Winchester 
have been taxed (oops — assessed) 
68 percent more by the MWRA, I 
decided to call Mr. Michael Kuklins- 
ki of the rate division at the MWRA. 
I was given the 1986-87, 1987-88 and 
1988-89 wholesale charges for 
Winchester as follows: 

In 1986-87: water charge, $284,871; 
sewer charge, $559,528.00; total 
charge, $844,399. 

In 1987-38: water charge, $202,763; 
sewer chargem 629,960.; total 
charge, $832,723. 

In 1988-89: water charge, 
$256,744.00; sewer charge, $879,534; 
total charge, $1,136,278. 

This is a increase of approximate¬ 
ly 38 percent from 1987-88 to 1988-89, 
not 68 percent. So what did the town 
fathers do with this extra money? 
They assigned the extra monies to 
the following: 1. Interest on Debt; 
2. Group Insurance; 3. D.P.W.; 
4. Workers-compensation; and 5, In¬ 
surance, etc. 

So, let’s not call this a water 
assessment, but now let’s call it a 
TAX. I have a number of questions 
that I would like to have answered 
by our town fathers. 

1. How were the items listed above 
funded before you came up with the 
idea to increase the water charges? 

I’ll tell you, by our property taxes 


in the past, and please, don’t give me 
the excuse that the new tax, and it is 
just that, is to improve our deterior¬ 
ated water supply. For a change try 
running the town as a business not as 
a three-ring-circus. 

I also had the opportunity to speak 
to Mr. Mark LaFIeur (Winchester 
DPW business manager). His fig¬ 
ures differed from the figures that I 
received from Mr. Kuklinski, rate 
division, MWRA. 

Mr. LaFIeur stated that the 
charges from the MWRA for 1988-89 
are broken down as; 1. Water 
$264,667 ; 2. Sewerage $946,198, for a 
total of $1,210,865. The figures I 
received from MWRA were water 
$256,744, sewerage $879,534, for a 
total of $1,136,278. If my math is 
right, that’s a difference of $74,587. 
Now where did that money go? 

The town fathers in turn charged 
the property owners a total of 
$2,650,000 and will pay the MWRA a 
total of $1,136,278. That’s a differ¬ 
ence of $1,513,722. That’s more than 
5 percent of the total 1988-89 town 
budget. 

Mr. LaFIeur also informed me 
that the state and MWRA advised 
that cities and towns should take 
advantage of assessing their proper¬ 
ty owners higher rates to make ends 
meet, because of Proposition 

There are approximately 6,000 
water meters in the town of 
Winchester. If you divide the num¬ 
ber of water meters into the over 
charge, or still better, the tax that 
the town fathers have levied for 
water and sewer, which is $1,513,722 
above what the MWRA charged the 
town, it comes to slightly more than 
$250 per meter. 

So why bother to try overriding 
Proposition 2*A> when there are also

As part of its coverage of the 1988 
election contest for state representa¬ 
tive, the Star will publish this regu¬ 
lar *Tssue of the Week” feature, 
giving candidates the opportunity to 
provide brief, unrehearsed answers 
to questions prepared by the editor¬ 
ial staff. 

This week, candidates were 
asked: What is your position on the 
universal health care bill recently 
passed by the Massachusetts 
legislature? 

Todd Cronan 

'T wholeheartedly endorse the 
idea of broadening access to health 
care, particularly for working fami¬ 
lies and senior citizens,” said Todd 
Cronan. However, he added, “I think 
the universal health care bill recen¬ 
tly passed by the legislature is a bad 
bill.” 

Cronan said the problem with the 
universal health care bill is that the 
total cost is unknown, and it is 
unclear who will fum'. the bill. 

“The result is another set of man¬ 
dated costs being passed on to cities 
and towns, with no clear handle on 
how much it will cost and no clear 
ability to control lhat cost,” he 
added. 

“I believe it is essential for each 
candidate for state representative to 
bring forward a positive alternative 
to the health care bill,” said Cronan. 
He pointed out that at the time the 
universal health care bill was intro¬ 
duced, “there was a workable 
alternative.” 

The alternative called for the 
expansion and revitalization of the 
Healthy Start program, which pro¬ 
vided guarantee health care to low- 
Vr income families. 

L “I believe one of the most impor- 
i tant things a state government can 
;do is to invest in our children’s 
!<future and to support working fami- 
‘lies. The Healthy Start legislation 
‘does precisely this,” he said. Howev- 
•er, he added that it “got lost in the 
^shuffle because there was no advo- 
^te to say it was better legislation. I 
twould be that advocate.” 
r Cronan said senior citizens are 
' also in need of a health care bill in 


the form of long term care. 

“I believe if we had a federal 
initiative directed at senior citizens 
and a state initiative directed at 
lower income families, we will have 
reached the two most critically 
needy groups,” said Cronan. 


Jack Looney 

According to Jack Looney, while 
the concept of universal health care 
is a positive one, the bill recently 
passed by the state legislature needs 
some “fine tuning.” 

“I think we should have a right to 
health care,” said Looney. 

Looney said the plan has two main 
aspects: health care delivery and 
health care construction. 

“That’s where the problem came 
about. This is forcing hospitals to 
operate in a way they’ve never oper¬ 
ated before,” he said. 

Looney said in the long run, the 
plan “will allow more people to be 
covered (by health insurance).” 
However, it may also result in the 
closing of community hospitals 
which do not offer as extensive ser¬ 
vices. If hospitals close, Looney said 
there should be more highly trained 
medical teams. 

Small businesses may also have 
problems with the new legislation if 
they are required to provide health 
insurance, noted Looney. He sug¬ 
gested that perhaps a local chamber 
of commerce might help smaller 
businesses take different options for 
health plans available. 

“I am for it. I believe it’s every¬ 
one’s right to have appropriate 
health care and the way this would 
come about intially is the way it has 
been structured in the state with 
some modifications,” he said. 

“If the state and some private 
agencies, such as the chamber of 
commerce, could offer group plans, 
it would not put (small businesses) 
at a great disadvantage,” added 
Looney. 

How much the program will cost 
as well as how funds will be allo¬ 
cated should be determined, said 
Looney.

Paul Casey 

While Paul Casey said he agrees 
with the concept of universal health 
care, he feels “the bill is not 
pragmatic.” 

Casey said there are five major 
problems with the bill as passed by 
the legislature. 

The program discriminates 
against small businesses and does 
not provide long-term care. In addi¬ 
tion, said Casey, “it’s going to set up 
a medical bureacracy.” Ultimately, 
Casey said he feels this will lead to a 
“mass exodus” of doctors out of the 
profession or state. 

Moreover, nurses will eventually 
lose jobs as well, he said. Finally, 
“the cost is extravagant,” noted 
Casey. “Nobody knows how much 
this is going to cost.” He added that 
estimates for implementation only 
fall between $200 million and $2 
billion. 

“In short, there are just too many 
unknowns,” he said. “I think it was 
pushed through the legislature for 
political reasons. This bill has prob¬ 
lems. It is not a a well-constituted 
bill.” 

Implementation is “going to be 
near impossible, considering the 
state budget. How are we going to 
afford this if we can’t balance our 
state budget,” asked Casey. 

Casey suggested targeting “one 
sector at a time. Something that 
won’t be a burden to the state 
budget, the sta^e economy.” Prog¬ 
rams should be phased in, said 
Casey. He cited a home care prog¬ 
ram for senior citizens currently 
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Wlnchestep

being discussed by the legislature. 
The program would provide home 
care for people on fixed incomes so 
they would not be required to move 
into a nursing home. 

“The realistic approach (to health 
care) is to take all the analysis that 
has been performed, set realistic 
goals, look at all the alternatives and 
provide incentives for companies, 
big and small, to provide health 
coverage,” said Casey. 

The universal health care bill 
“was a great idea, but the timing 
and method wasn’t correct,” he 
added. 

William O’Leary 

“The concept of health care is 
obviously something I’m in favor 
of,” said William O’Leary. “Howev¬ 
er, the passage of the bill in a 
presidential election year without a 
clear understanding by anyone of 
the cost of implementing the bill, 
was not a very prudent thing to do.” 

O’Leary said he agrees with the 
federal government’s passage of a 
catastrophic health care bill. How¬ 
ever, the state’s universal health 
care bill “is so new and was done so 
quickly, we really don’t know where 
it’s going to wind up. I don’t think it’s 
being anti-health insurance to be pro 
‘how much is it going to cost,”’ he 
said. 

Small business owners will be 
most hard hit, said O’Leary. “A lot 
of small businesses are scared to 
death of it,” he added, due to 
unknown costs. 

“Had I been a legislator, I would 
have voted against it on the grounds 
that it is not clearly defined what the 
cost is to people asked to pay for it,” 
said O’Leary.

The place is Earth, the time is 
Now. and it is here we find our 
teenage heroine. Eleanor (Liz 
Larsen), obsessed with her favorite 
comic book heros. ALACAZAM! 
Eleanor is suddenly transported into 
the fantasy world of inner space, 
surrounded by Starmites. guardian 
angels of the universe. 

" The Starmites’ mission is to save 
the Earth from evil Shak Graa. a 
towering faceless Darth Vadar-type 
character. An old prophecy stat^ 


that a young Earthling will restore 
order to the galaxies and the Star¬ 
mites recognize Eleanor as their 
Superhero Girl. She. in turn, pledges 
to be “faithful and forceful and eter¬ 
nally true"...to “crush every enemy 
of the red, white and blue." 

To vanquish Shak Graa. they must 
first gain possession of the “cruel¬ 
ty," a silver mobile at Castle Neme¬ 
sis in Shriekwood Forest. The trea¬ 
sure is guarded by the notorious, 
puchritudinous Banchees. Amazon¬ 
like females who claw and devour all 
trespassers. The group embarks 
upon its perilous quest, but are 
attached and captured; only the 
Starmites’ leader. Space Punk 
(Michael Lynch) escapes. 

Later, at the castle mortuary. 
Space Punk — who often lapses into 
Elizabethan English — locates Elea¬ 
nor and frees his “Milady." The pair 
profess their eternal love in the 
pretty ballad “Long Song.” Howev¬ 
er, their happiness is short-lived. 

Queen of the Banchees is Diva 
(Sharon McNight), a wild, campy, 
buxom blonde, bombshell with a big, 
booming voice (a female Devine), 
who forces Space Punk to become 
betrothed to her daughter Bizarba- 
ra. Acts of treachery and self- 
sacrifice follow as well as the discov¬ 
ery of inner faith and the conquest of 
cruelty itself, before Starmites 
winds up in true fairytale fashion.

•f current trends persist, she said, the 
pr^hortion of children who do not Finish 
hijjh school will grow each year in the 
fcMTCseeable future.

By con- 
sciwative estimates of the dropout rate, 
thfii^means almost three million .students 
in Jj(iat year’s class never will graduate. 

U[i’s a disgrace in America, where we 
ha^ the highest standard of living in the 
“jd, that we let so many students fall 
jugh the cracks without completing a 
1: high school education," Eno said, 
jjjto pointed to a recent Gallup poll 
thaftiindicates that the American public is 
nottlaming the educational system for 
th«jdropout problem in our country’s 
sclJJols. Most of the public perceives the 


dropout situation as a family problem, 
she said. 

“More than twice as many people 
blame the dropouts and their families (61 
percent) as blame the educational system 
(25 percent)," .she said. 

Teachers surveyed held similar views: 
A majority see the dropout situation as a 
family problem (65 percent), while only 
one in six places the blame on the educa¬ 
tional system (18 percent). 

Even though the public and teachers 
perceive the dropout problem to be based 
in the home, the action thought to be 
most effective in dealing with it com¬ 
bines efforts of the home and .school, Eno 


says. 

“One of the best ways to ensure that 
today’s kindergarteners get their high 
school diplomas is for parents to give 
their children support and encourage¬ 
ment at home, and to get involved in 
their schools. 

“Parertts should know what’s going on 
in their schools, how many professionals 
are available to teach, what’s being 
taught, and what special services are in 
place to provide extra help or counsel¬ 
ing," Eno said.

tion are proven methods of stemming stu¬ 
dent dropout, Eno said. 

“Parents should demand these 
changes in our schools as they work at 
home to instill the value of education in 
their children," said Eno. 


"Problems unresolved do not go away, 
and parents as well as educators need to 
work now to avoid the tragedy of losing a 
quarter of our current kindergarteners to 
dropout by the time they reach high 
school."

MRI provides 
innovative 
diagnotic tool 

Magnetic resonance imaging 
(MRI) is a new and innovative tech¬ 
nology which allows clinicians and 
radiologists to see inside a body for 
selected clinical issues without inva¬ 
sive procedures such as exploratory 
surgery or biopsy. 

Its advantage over CT scan and 
x-ray in the diagnosis of certain 
cases is that it uses no radiation, 
provides more detailed images and 
can give an image in any direction 
rather that in only one plane and one 
dimension. 

"You can image any part of the 
body from whatever angle you 
want." said Dr. Robert P. Fortuna¬ 
te. a radiologist at Winchester Hos¬ 
pital. "The technique provides phe¬ 
nomenal pictures of the brain and 
spectacular anatomy of the nervous 
system." 

Dr. Richard Kingsbury, chief of 
surgery at Winchester Hospital, 
said, "MRI will radically influence 
the way we diagnose a patient by 
doing a non-invasive procedure 
rather than an invasive procedure." 

Magnetic resonance images differ 
from those produced by x-rays. X- 
rays are associated with absorption 
of x-ray energy while magnetic reso¬ 
nance images are obtained by plac¬ 
ing the patient within a powerful 
magnetic field which magnetizes the 
protons in a patient’s body. 

"By applying a series of radio 
frequency pulses, along with the 
magnetic field, the protons are 
made to vibrate or resonate,” said 
Dr. Fortunate. "The body tissue can 
then transmit small radio signals 
which are received by the scanner’s 


antennae. These signals are then 
computer-processed and stored as 
images. 

By obtaining a stack of images, a 
three dimensional picture can be 
displayed on the screen. The radiolo¬ 
gy technologist can view the area 
from any direction. These images 
can lead to early detection and treat¬ 
ment of disease such as arterioscler¬ 
osis before it is in advanced stages. 

Even in the short period of its use, 
magnetic resonance has proved to 
be unusually successful in the detec¬ 
tion, localization, and assessment of 
the extent and character of disease 
in the spine and the brain, and has 
tremendous potential for diagnosing 
heart problems and orthopedic 
injuries. 

Because the technology enables 
one to see through bone to the soft 
tissue underneath, magnetic reso¬ 
nance imaging is a superb method of 
studying neurological abnormalities 
such as small tumors or tumors 
located in the base of the skull. 

It has defined various brain and 
nervous-system disorders such as 
multiple sclerosis, which could not 
be seen by other techniques until this 
advance in diagnostic imaging. 

Magnetic resonance can also view 
the flow of blood through the arte¬ 
ries. This may lead to the replace¬ 
ment of some invasive procedures 
allowing for more efficient and 
effective diagnosis. 

Should a child require an MRI for 
diagnostic purposes, parents may be 
in the exam room with the child to 
comfort and hold his hand at no risk 
to the parent because there is no 
radiation. 

For all the advantages, there are 
some restrictions because the mag¬ 
netic field is so strong. Patients with 
metal such as pacemakers or 
metallic foreign objects in their 
bodies may not be candidates for 
this technique. 

Magnetic resonance imaging is a 
powerful diagnostic tool which has 
made and is making remarkable 
strides in diagnostic testing. It is 
painless, is not known to have any 
harmful effects, and there is no 
radiation. MRI allows physicians 
much needed information, facilitat¬ 
ing more accurate and precise diag¬ 
nosis and procedures.

CAR CARE 
CORNER

There are usually two ways an 
engine can overheat: mechan¬ 
ical failure that interferes with 
the flow of coolant, or a 
greater build-up of heat than 
the cooling system can handle 
Low coolant levels — look for 
a leaking hose, water pump, 
heater, radiator or engine 
block, and at all hose connec- 
Hone Root circulation — a clog 
anywhere in the system can 
overheat an engine. The most 
likely culprit will be the radiator. 
Radiators should be back- 
flushed once a year to clear 
out contaminating or clogging 
particles. A thermostat that Is 
not opening and closing pro¬ 
perly can also cause over¬ 
heating. Prepare early with a 
spring-summer check to avoid 
overheating In your 
automobile.
